There have been exciting times in Kentucky 
today in connection with the attempt to 


arrest' two men charged with complicity in 


the murder of William Goebel, the Demo- 
cratic claimant Governor. The officers vain- 
jy sought to place in custody Secretary of 
State Caleb Powers and Captain John Davis, 
who escaped tonight with a company of sol- 


diers by donning uniforms. 


In this guise they reached a train, which 


conveyed them to Lexington, but on their 
arrival there they were taken in charge by 


officers, who had been notified by wire. 


The arrests were not effected, however, 
until weapons had been drawn and a scene 
enacted that seemed likely to end seriously. 
Powers was badly 
beaten over the head and was bleeding pro- 
fusely when dragged from the train and 
taken to jail. A.physician was called and

dressed his wounds. 
Have Pardons from Taylor. 


When Powers and Davis took flight they 
earried with them pardons signed by 
Governor Taylor for a crime of which 
they deny any guilt and for which they had 


not @ven at that time been arrested. 


Governor Taylor and his officers in refus- 
ing to permit the arrest of Powers and 
Davis are held by the Democrats to have 
laid themselves liable to arrest for secret- 
ing and abetting the escape of felons, and 
their arrests, it is said, probably will fol- 
low. First, however, the posse which Sheriff 
Suter has formed must force the military 


lines at the capital. 


Meanwhile more soldiers from the moun- 
tain regions are on the way to Frankfort, 
most of them being partisans and willing to 


support Governor Taylor to the last. 


The other two men against whom war- 
Tants have been issued—John L. Powers and 
Charles Finley, former Secretary of State, 
have fed, Where they are gone no one 


knows. 


They were advised to go to the mountains, 


and there also Caleb Powers and Captain 


Davis were sald to have been bound. 


A train of four coaches came in from 
Lexington tonight and is now lying on the 
railroad tracks at the Louisville and Nash- 
ville station. It is reported that this is for 
the purpose of carrying Governor Taylor 
and the militia from here to London, Ky., 


but this is not confirmed. 
Taylor Guarded by Troops. 


At an early hour this morning Governor 
Taylor arrived at the State House from the

Cheer News of Arrests. , 
After a short wait the news came to Claim- 
ant Beckham by telephone that the two 
fugitives and the Captain of the squad of 
protectors had been arrested, taken from 
the train, and placed in the county jail there. 
‘The information was brought to the crowd 
in waiting in the lobby and on the outside 
by Attorney General Breckinridge, and was 
greeted with cheers. for Lexington oMotals 
and citizens. 


Supposed Plan of Escape. 

The plan of escape, it is generally under- 
stood here, was that Davis and Powers 
should get off at Lexington and take a Cin- 
cinnati Southern train to Somerset, and 
from there to Barboursville, where they 
would be under the protection of a military 
company comman by John T. Powers, 
the brother of Caleb Powers, and for whom 
& warrant of arrest has also been issued, 


} and from there to London the way would be

While the police were guarding the State- 
house and expecting Powers and Davis to 
emerge from there, it seems probable from 
developments tonight that they were quar- 
tered elsewhere during th entire day. : 

The local officers are taking precautions 
tonight to prevent any attempt to rescue 
WW. H. Coulton and Harland Whitaker, the 
two suspects in jail here, and they will 
probably be removed to some other place 
for safekeeping. 

Powers and Davis, instead of beteg re- 
turned here, will probably be placed in jail at 
Louisville early next week. 

It is learned late tonight that a reward of 
$1,500 for the arrest of Powers and Davis 
was offered by Justus Goebel and Arthur 
Goebel, brothers of William Goebel. ‘ 


Arrests at Lexington. 

Lexington, Ky., March 10.—[{Special.]— 
After a sharp struggle with the police and 
county officers here at 8:30 tonight, Secre- 
tary of State Caleb Powers and Capitol 
Square Policeman Davis were arrested and 
lodged in. jail. 

In the clash Powers was struck over the 
left eye with a policeman’s club and was 
seriously cut. Lieutenant Frank R. Peake 
of the Covington company, the officer in 
charge of the militia serving to guard the 
men, was struck on the right hand and 
his fingers broken. Peake drew his pistol. | 

The county and city officials had been of- 
fered by Claimant Governor Beckham a 
reward of $1,000 for Powers and a reward 
of $500 for Davis. .Chief Ross summoned his 
entire force, and Sheriff Bosworth all of his 
deputies, and when the train slowed up 
they filed in one by one. 

Captain Longmire of the Lexington mili- 
tary company, who today refused to recog- 
nize the orders of Claimant Gov 
lor, entered car and iden 


tect him from mob violence. 

Powers defended his attempted escape on 
‘the grounds that the appropriation pending 
for the capture of Goebel’s slayers was 80 
large that any innocent man could be con 
victed. 

‘I have a pardon signed by Governor Tay- 
lor in my pocket,” he said, “‘ but I suppose 
they will not recognize it.”’ : 


Statement by Powers. | 

Later Powers gave out the following state- 
ment: | 

“ I have nothing to say, except that I want 
& speedy trial. I have no fear of the result 
before a non-partisan court and jury. I hold 
a pardon from Governor Taylor for the of- 
fense charged against me. I simply wanted 
to get to that end of the State where his act's 
as Governor would, in a great measure, be 
recognized. 
| “TI have only to fear the corrupt influence 
«that $100,000 can have in the prosecution of 
yany case find the political influence that will 
be incident to this trial. It is no small thing 
to fear, as any sober thinking man must 
confess. 

“TI am innocent of the charge preferrelt 
against me. I am willing for the public to 
know of the whole connection I have had 
with the bitter strife in this campaign. 

‘“*I am confident now that W. 8S. Taylor is 
at least de facto Governor of this State, and 
that the acts of a de facto Governor are legal 
and binding, and that, therefore, the pardon 
received by me is a legal shield of further 
prosecution. Iam willing, however, to waive 
any right I have acquired by reason of the 
pardon, and will return to stand trial at any 
time I can get an agreement to be tried bya 
jury of six Democrats and six Republicans 
in any judicial circuit in the State except the 
one in which Franklin County is situated.’’ 

The wound over Powers’ eye is so severe 
that a surgeon found it necessary to “oP 
it with several stitches. 

The railroads are being watcheh, 
and any attempt at rescue will be met by the 
local militia company, which stands by Beck- 
ham. 

All of the soldiers who accompanied Pow- 
ers and Davis, except Peake, went on win 
the train. 


Powers Takes to Mountains. — 

Barbourville, Ky., March 10.—The warrant 
for the arrest of John T. Powers was re- 
ceived here today, but Powers could not 
be found and the warrant has not been 
served. He was seen here this morning, and 
it is stated that he received a telegram 
about the warrant and urging him to stay 
in the mountains until assured of a fair 
trial. He immediately lest ‘foe parts 
known.

Decision for the Democrats. _ 

Louisville, Ky., March 10.—A decision 
sustaining the contention of the Democrats 
that the Legislature is the tribunal designed 
by the constitution for the ela 
contests for the offices of Governor 
Lieutenant Governor was handed down jn 
the Circuit Court this morning by Judge 
Fields. 

The Republicans will appeal the case to the 
State Court of Appeals, and if the decision 
there is against them they will try to get 
a hearing before the United States Supreme 
Court. 

Judge Fields quotes the reports of the 
Contest boards’ finding in favor of the Dem- 
ocratic contestants for Governor and Lien- 
tenant Governor, and says that while the 
Legislature was dispersed by militia before 
these reports were acted upon and was 
barred from its usual sitting place, the rec- 
ords of the General Assembly show that the 
reports declaring Beckham Governor were 
adopted by a quorum of each Houae and of 


the Legislature.

IDLE TOILERS FACE WANT, 


LABOR WAR THREATENS 50,000 
WORKERS WITH DISTRESS. 


Dependent for Bread on Their Savings 

or $5 Weekly “Strike Benefit "— 

Leaders Deny Actual Hardships, 

but Retail Merchants Refuse Fur- 

ther Credit, and Unpaid Landlords 

Talk of Speedy Evictions — Unions 
Said to Have Paid Out $500,000. 


Fifty thousand idle workmen in Chicago 
are dependent for daily bread on what money 
they have saved or the weekly allowance 
per capita of $5 which comes out of the 
treasuries of their unions. How much 
monéy the unions have accumulated in their 
coffers, how long it will last, and how many 
union workmen are drawing “strike bene- 
fits”’’ are interesting questions connected 
with the labor trouble which has paralyzed 
the building industries of the city during the 
last five weeks. 

It is vigorously denied by the labor leaders 
that any actual! hardships huve been im- 
posed as yet on union workmen by the labor 
difficulty. One of the highest officials in the 
Bricklayers’ and Stonemasons’ union assert- 
ed yesterday that his organization had not 
been asked to pay out a cent for the relicf 
of its members and that they had yet to 
make thé first demand for assistance from 
the treasury. 


Explains Use of Mener. 

“We received $7,500 last Thursday from 
the International union,’ said this official, 
“but the money is not being used for 
‘strike benefits.’ We are using it for 
emergency purposes, such as taking care of 
non-union workmen whom we persuade 
to leave their places. We pay them for quit- 
ting, and if they live out of town we buy 
them railroad tickets and send them home. 
Thus far our members have not complained 
because they have not beén paid benefits, 
and we have 3,200 in good standing who are 
cut of work., They are living on their sav- 
ings, I suppose, for bricklayers earn good 
wages and are able to put away something 
“for @rainy day.”’ 

The fact remains, however, that the sit- 
uation is rapidly approaching, if it has not 
already reached the critical point. The idle 
carpenters, according to good authority, 
have been drawing their $5 each a week for 
the last four weeks. The structural fron 


workers also have been receiving 
financial aid from their organiza- 
tion, and it is said the hodcarriers 


emptied their strong box last week in the 
payment of “ strike benefits.”’ 


Disbursements to Date. 

The total amount of money thus disbursed 
during the last four weeks is said to aggre- 
gate $500,000, if the reports have been ac- 
curate as to the number of idle union work- 
men. It has been estimated that, including 
all trades, at least 50,000 men were in a 
state of enforced idleness, of whom 10,000 
were non-union workmen in the employ of 
the material manufacturers who were shut 
out in the closing of the plants. This would 
leave 40,000 union. workmen idle, and a 
conservative estimate of the proportion re- 
ceiving financial] help is reported as not 
| much below 30,000. my thousand men 
at $5 a week each:

subject yesterday was Ahat the funds of a 
number of the unions ad been exhausted, 
and that the workmen were beginning to be 
apprehensive of the future. In the words of 
a business agent, ** they have got cold feet,’’ 
which means that the idle workmen have 
become weary of the game when they do not 
see any bread and butter coming out of it 
in return for their payment af dues and fines 
and duties levied by their organizations. 
As a matter of fact, they have become anx- 
ious to see the trouble ended, a number of 
the business‘agents admitting they had been 
called on by workmen and asked to use all 
their influence to bring about a settlement. 


Business Agents Give Services. | 

One evidence of the financial stringency 
which prevails in labor ranks is the fact that 
the business agents are now giving their 
services free of charge, instead of drawing 
$25 a week. ‘Another proof that the idle 
workmen are not spending any money un- 
necessarily is that two saloons in “ Labor 
Row ”’ closed their doors last week. Each 
of these places depended largely on the pat- 
ronage of union workmen, and their propri- 
etors freely confessed that the strikes and 
lockouts had hurt their business. 

The retail merchants are just beginning to 
appreciate that the labor world is much dis- 
turbed. Butchers, grocers, and coal dealers 
have noted the fact that the purchases of 
many of their regular customers have grown 
smaller. Some of the shrewdest storekeen- 
ers have refused the customary credit. 


Views of Small Merchants. 

“The labor war hasn't hurt much yet,’’ 
said a grocer in Milwaukee avenue, “ but if 
it keeps up two weeks longer I know what 
will happen in a number of families. They 
will be eating two meaisa day. I do noth- 
ing but a cash business, and I know my cus- 
tomers pretty well. I’ve already noticed 
that the women are buying less, and I know 
that several of them have gone to a credit 
store across the street, because pa have 
run out of money.” 

A butcher in ,Clybourn avenue 
have shut down ‘on the credit business to the 
strikers. If they know what they are do- 
ing, I guess Ido, too. I've got the names of 
men on my books for hundreds of dollars’ 
worth of meat sold to them on credit dur- 
ing the Debs strike. They said they would 
pay me, but they haven't. Now I’m going 
to see the money first.”’ . 

Inquiry at a large number of small stores 
along Milwaukee, Clybourn, North, and Els- 
ton avenues and West Madison street re- 
vealed an apprehensive feeling among the 
proprietors. Almost without exception they 
stated they had noted’a falling off in their 
business, which promised to increase with 
the prolongation of the labor war. 

Department Store View. 

The big department stores down-town also 
are beginning to feel the cutting off of so 
many pay rolls in a decrease of their sales. 

‘‘Our sales were much below what they 
ought to have been,” said J. L. Kesner, 
manager of the Fair, ‘‘ but I attributed the 
falling off largely to the bad weather dur- 
ing most of the week. The walks have 
been such that people did not care to go out. 
I presume, however, that the labor trouble 
had much to do with the falling off in busi- 
ness. The coming week we can tell more 
about it. It is a shame that In a great city 
like Chicage labor difficulty like this is al- 
lowed to paralyze business. It ought to be 
settled and men should get to work. Iam 
nog talking about the merits of the con- 
troversy, but it should be settled in some 
way. The good of the city demands it.”’ 

The coming week will see a vigorous serv- 
ing of five-day notices by landlords to en- 
force payment of rent. A large number of 
idle workmen were unable tc meet their rent 
the first of the month, and time was given 
in the hope that the trouble would be ended 
soon and recourse to extreme’ measures 
But now landlords 
are becoming restless. One owner of prop- 


erty, largely tenanted by working people,

run up rent bills on me beyond a reasonable 
amount. I feel that if they can strike they 
can pay their rent, and if they cannot do 
that their unions can. In the last two years 
I have suffered enough from the rules of the 
unions to make me heartless when a time 
comes like the present, when I am being 
compelled to aid the strikers by trusting 
them for their rent.”’ 

This feeling is strong among property- 
owners, and is said to be greatly to the dis- 
advantage of the unlons. 

Told by a Contractor. 

“The wife of one of my old employés, with 
her eight children, came to my office today,”’ 
Victor Falkenau, spokesman of the contrac- 
tors, said, ‘“‘and wanted her ‘man’ put to 
work. I told her all he had to do was to goto 
work. He would get union wages, and have 
union hours. She seemed amazed. The 
eight children stood around her with open 
mouths. She wanted to know what was the 
matter. I told her it was about the Building 
Trades council. 
for she never had heard of it, and said her 
‘man’ did not know about it. She thought 
I had tu¥ned him off. She could not compre- 
hend that her husband should not be at work 
when I kept his old place open for him at the 
old hours and wages. The mysteries of the 
Building Trades council were too deep for 
her.”’ 

Change in the Situation. 

Since it began the labor controversy has 
undergone a great change. At the outset a 
compromise would have been possible that 
would have saved the Building Trades coun- 
cll. Arbitration, when first asked. by the 
contractors, would have saved to the unions 
nearly all they are holding out for now. As 
the trouble has progressed sentiment has 
swung around among the contractors until 
nothing but direct relations with the several 
unions will be accepted now. 


to secure arbitration, ‘‘ that if the strikers 
would give up their Building Trades council 
now they could save their unions. They 
would go back to the same situation they 
were in before the council was organized. 
A month from now it will be impossible to 
secure a recognition of the unions at all. 
If the leaders”hold out they will lose the best 
chance they ever will have of ending the 
strike on advantagepus terms.” 

With a speedy ending of the trouble a re- 
markable change in the picture of life in 
the building trades will show itself. Martin 
B. Madden, President of the Western Stone 
company, predicted that if the strike was 
ended by April 1 the building for the year 
in Chicago would aggregate $50,000,000. Last 
year it was about $20,000,000. The law of 
supply and demand, without the interven- 
tion of any union, he said, would fix the 
wage scale ata high figure. But until busi- 
ness reached a settled basis nothing to speak 
of would be done. 

“It is asserted the price of material is too 
high,” he said. ‘‘On the contrary, it has 
not advanced in proportion to the general 
advance. During the last year the leading 
materials used by the Western Stone com- 
pany have advanced as follows in percent- 
ages: Wages, 33; iron, from 100 to 300; coal, 
40; nails, 300; castings, 100; bolts, 100; cable 
wire, 150; manila rope, 100; paints, 50; pow- 
der, 75; explosives, 25; pine lumber, 50; hard- 
wood lumber, 100; hardware, 50; iron pipe 
and fittings, 100; steam hose, 50. And yet

QUARREL OVER SUNKEN SAFE. 


‘Rival Wreckers Working Over Gunboat 
Furor in Santiago Harbor Almost 
Have a Battle. . 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, March 10.—Rivalry 
over the possession of a safe from the sunken 
Spanish torpedo boat Furor almost caused a 
second naval battle yesterday: Cendoya, 
the agent of the Ward line, with his Cuban 
partners, recently located a safe supposed 
to contain $12,000 in Spanish gold. He came 
to this city for a pilot, but when he returned 
to the wreck he found the American trans- 
port Williams, with a diver down. A rival 
diver thereupon descended. 

On board the Williams were Captain 
Blunt, Assistant Quartermaster; Lieutenant 
Hamilton, an engineer officer; and Superin- 
tendent Fowler of the Barber Asphalt com- 
pany. 

Captain Blunt says he allowed the divers 
and others to use the Williams temporarily, 
and that he stood on deck with a rifle, which, 
he:says, was not loaded, during the quarrel. 

Lieutenant Hamilton says he accompanied 
the expedition as a spectator. 

Both boats eventually returned to the har- 
bor, and Cendoya secured &n order from the 
court directing the police to take possession 
of the safe. Fifteen armed policemen, on 
‘the tug Colon, followed the Williams, ana 


revolvers, prepared to board, when Captain 
Cooper, commanding the Williams, con- 
fronted them with a rifle and announced his 
intention to kill the first man who stepped 
on board. The police thereupon retreated to 
the wharf. 

Cendoya then reported the affair to Depart- 
ment Commander Whitside, and Adjutant 
Hartford searched the Williams at midnight, 
and no safe was found. Captain Blunt and 
Captain Cooper disclaim any knowledge of 
the present whereabouts of the safe, which, 
it is said, was thrown overboard, 

Cendoya is an American citizen, and makes 
serious charges against Captain Blunt, 
which Commander Whitside will investigate. 


BISHOP GILBERT'S SUCCESSOR. 


Samuel C. Edsall of Fargo to Have 
Charge of the Minnesota Protestant 
-Episcopal Diocese. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 10.—An acting suc- 
cessor to the late Mahlon N. Gilbert, Bishop 
Coadjutor of the Protestant Episcopal Dio- 
cese of Minnesota, has been appointed in the 
person of Samuel C. Edsall of Fargo, Mis- 
sionary Bishop of the jurisdiction of North 
Dakota. The appointment was made by the 
standing committee of this diocese, which, in 
the absence of Bishop Whipple, ts exercising 
administrative powers. | 

Bishop Edsall will have in Minnesota only 
part of Bishop Gilbert's responsibilities. Such 
duties as belong to a Bishop personally will 
be delegated to Bishop Edsall, who wij! ad- 
minister confirmation and ordain priests. 
But until Bishop Whipple returns the powers 
not inseparable from the episcopal person- 
ality will be assumed, according to the prac- 
tice of the church, by the standing commit- 
tee, so far as Bishop Whipple's wishes cannot 
be conveniently expressed. 

It is possible Bishop Gilbert's successor will 
be chosen at the meeting of the church coun- 
cil in June.

REPUBLICAN COUNTY COMMIT- 
TEE AGAINST SECRECY. 


Decides Primary Arrangements Must 
Be Completed on March 26 to Afford 
Voters Opportunity for Inspection 
—Chairman Smyth Denies It Was 
Agreed to Hand Cook Delegates to 
Judge Hanecy — Carter Men Dislike 
His Remarks. 


The Republican committee of Cook County 
adopted a program yesterday of *‘no se- 
crecy ’’ for the primaries in May. The first 
move in that direction was to decide that the 
ward committeemen must have their reports 
in the hands of Secretary Simon on or before 
March 26. This, it was claimed, would afford 
the voters ample time to examine the for- 
mation of primary districts, the location of 
polling places, and the lists of judges and 
clerks. 

As it was a joint meeting of the County, 
Congressional, and Senatorial District com- 
mittees. A large number of politicians were 
present. Chairman John M. Smyth made a 
speech to them, referring among other things 
to the Springfield conference, at which 
Congressman Lorimer, Henry L. Hertz, 
James Pease, and he agreed to support 
Judge Hanecy for Governor. 


Smyth Explains His Stand. 

In substance, he said: 

“It has been charged publicly that I and 
others decided during the “‘love feast’ 
whom Cook County would support for Gov- 
ernor, and that we gave the county away. 
In behalf of myself and the other gentlemen 
I w-sh to state that the charge is not alto- 
gether true. With a great many other !oyal 
Chicagoans I believed the time had come 
when Cook County should name one of its 
citizens for Governor; that we wanted an 
able, broad-minded man there to look after 
Chicago's interests. 

“We gnust arrange in the near future for 
a populetion of 5,000,000, and must go to the 
Legislature for important enactments. 
Questions of the most vital concern will 
come up. We want to provide for the man- 
agement of our drainage canal, and also 
necessary legislation to make it a great 
waterway. All these matters were used as 
reasons for wanting a Chicago man in the 
most important office of the State. 

“When we met at Springfield Judge Han- 
ecy was the only pronounced Cook County 
candidate. I pledged myself as a citizen to 
support him for Governor, as I had a right 
to do. The other gentlemen mentioned 
agreed with me. I have never coerced any 
man into my way of. thinking. I was heart- 
ily in favor of Judge Hanecy then, as I am 
today, and ] hope he will be nominated.” 

While nothing wds said in the meeting. 
comments were made afterwards by some of 
the anti-Hanecy members of the committees 
that this portion of the chairman’s talk 
could better have been left out. As there 
was no chance for any friend of Judge Car- 
ter to be heard, they claimed that it was out 
of place. 

Mr. Smyth prefaced his remarks with an 
appeal to the committeemen for an active 
campaign in behalf of the Aldermanic and 
town nominees. He said it was highly im- 
portant that the party should have. ma- 


ch-to protect the people against a Demo- 
crate gerrymander in redistricting the . 


Denies the ‘“‘ Machine ” Charge. 

“The Republicans,” he stated, “* will ask 
only a fair apportionment, one that will be 
in the interest of the taxpayers and the vot- 
ers. It is charged that we are a machine, 
maintained only to keep our friends in of- 
fice and ourselves in power. But the peo- 
ple who make that charge know it is not 
true. There has been no just cause to com- 
plain of anything this committee has done 
since I became its chairman. It is impor- 
tant that in preparing for the primaries you 
do your work carefully, so there can be no 
criticism.”’ 

Chairman Smyth warned the committee- 
men against gerrymandering the primary 
districts, insisted that the polling places 
should be located where they would best ac- 
commodate the voters, and that the highest 
class of men for judges and clerks be se- 
lected. 

On the suggestion that arrangements for 
the May primaries should be completed as 
soon as possible, so the people, as stated 
in the foregoing, could have have plenty 
of time to réview them and make com- 
plaints against any unfairness, Mr. Hertz 
moved that the ward committeemen make 
their reports within two weeks. 

Daniel A. Campbell offered an amendment 
fixing April 10 as the limit of time, but was 
voted down-—18 to 10. Then March 26 was 
agreed on, and the committee adjourned to 
meet on that day to receive, review, and 
adopt the report. As soon thereafter as the 
secretary can get them ready the reports 
will be filed with the Election Commission- 
ers. Any voter desiring to do so may see 
them there before they are published. |

acted at once. The Sixth Congressional 
District convention will be held on May 4, at 
8 a. m., at North Side Turner Hail.

Topeka Has Perfect Faith in 
the Success of Its Six-Day 
Editor of the Cap- 
ital. 


LINE DRAWN ON SOME “ADS.” 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Topeka, Kas., March 10.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. Charles M. Sheldon has answered the 
question ‘“‘ What would Jesus do as editor of 
a daily newspaper?’ The answer, which is 
found in “In His Steps,” is presumably a 
summary of Mr. Sheldon’s own views upon 
the subject. It follows: | 

“1. He would never allow a sentence ora 
picture in his paper that could be called bad, 
or coarse, or impure in any way. 

‘* 2. He would probably conduct the politti- 
cal part of this paper from the standpoint of 
non-partisan patriotism, always looking 
upon the political questions in the light of 
their relations to the welfare of the people, 
always on the basis of ‘ What is right?’— 
never on the basis of what is for the best 
interest of this or that party. In other 
words, he would treat every political subject 
from the standpoint of the advancement of 
the kingdom of God on earth. 

‘8. The end and aim of a,daily paper con- 
ducted by Jesus would be to do the will of 
God. That is, his main purpose in carrying 
on a newspaper would be not to make money 
or gain political influence, but his first and 
only ruling purpose would bé to so conduct 
his paper that it would be evident to all his 
subscribers that he was trying first to seek 
the kingdom of God by means of his paper. 
This purpose would be as distinct and un- 
questioned as the purpose of a minister or a 
missionary, or any other unselfish martyr in 


Christian work anywhere. 
“4. All ques able advertisements would 
be impossible. 


“5. The relation of Jesus to the employés 


on the paper would be of the most loving | 


character. 


. Much Space for Reform. 
_**@. As editor of a daily paper today, Jesus 
would give large space to the work of the 
Christian world. He would devote a page 
possibly to the facts of reform, of sociolog- 


teal problems, institutienal work, and sim- 


movements. 
“7. He would do all in his poyrer to fight 


the saloon as an enemy of the human race 
and an unnecessary part of our present civ- 
ilization. He would do this regardless of 
public sentiment in the matter, and, of 
course, always regardless of its effects on 
his subscription list. 

“8. Jesus would not Issue a Sunday edi- 
tion. 

‘*9. He would print the news of the world 
that people ought to know. Among the 
things that they do not need to know and 
which would not be published would be 
brutal prize-fights, long accounts of crimes, 
scandal in private families, or any other 
human events which in any way would con- 
flict with the first point mentioned in this 
outline. 

“10. If Jesus had the amodnt of money to 
use on a paper that we have he would prob- 
ably secure the best and strongest Christian 
men and women to codjperate with him in 
the matter of contributors. 

“11. Whatever the details of the paper 
might demand as the paper developed along 
its definite plan, the main principle that 
guided it would always be the establishment 
of the Kingdom of God in the world. His 
large general principle would necessarily 
shape all the details.”’ 


Forecast of His Policy 

Sheldon persistently refuses to make a 
declaration of his policy in advance of the 
appearance of his issue of the Topeka Cap- 
ital on next Tuesday, but in talking of his 
newspaper venture he has been forced to 
take many people Into his confidence, and the 
following may be taken as an accurate fore- 
cast of the editorial views of the Capital: 

1. Oppose the war against the Filipinos as 
one of injustice, aggression, and unpatriot- 
ism. 

2. Oppoge annexation and thy general pol- 
icy of expansion. 3

How Venture Came About.

He said it wasn’t 
necessary to raise $500,000, as suggested in 
the book; the experiment might be tried at 
no expense and a decision quickly reached 
as to the soundness of the views of the im- 
itator of the divine Son.

ing citizens, a heavy stockholder in the Cap- 
ital, and himself an old newspaper man of 
the halcyon days of the Denver Tribune and: 
Eugene Field. Popenoe at once declared it 
a “* good thing,’’ and invited Mr. Sheldon to 

take the Capital for a week. An agreement 
was speedily reached, and the first Sheldon 
Capital will appear on Tuesday morning, 
March 13, to continue one week.

All the money goes to the publisher, but 
there is a tacit understanding that if there 
aré good profits the publishers will give 
Mr. Sheldon a handsome check for some 
of his numerous charities. 


Studies Newspaper Ways. 

The preacher-editor lost no time in 
familiarizing himself with the work before 
‘him; every day he spent hours learning the 
significance of such terms as “ stickful,” 
**turtle,’’ “add religious,” shootin’-stick,”’ 
etc. He acquainted himself with the hours 
and duties of the various editors and report- 
ers and tried in every way to get a com- 
prehensive knowledge of the practical end 
of the daily newspaper business. He has 
stuck to his task steadfastly and at that 
without missing one of his duties as a pastor. 

One of the first things he decided to do 
was ~ retain the entire working force of 
the pital instead of engaging the many 
doctors of divinity who offered their serv- 
ices free, many of them obviously in the 
hope of achieving notoriety. The only mem- 
ber of the Capital staff who will not work 
is General Hudson, the chief\, editorial 
writer. He has a week off. 

‘*T have no contract with Mr. Sheldon,” 
he said today, ‘“‘ and will do nothing except 
to make the paper as wicked as possible just 
before and just after that gentleman takes 
hold.’’ . 

The General is a joker. When the scheme 
was first proposed he declared himself 
against it, and there is no reason to believe 
he has changed his mind. Still, he is honest 
in his opinion. 

. “Mr. Sheldon,” he went on to say, “is 
thoroughly sincere. He never does anything 
he doesn’t believe in,.and if he believes in 
doing a things he does it, and he does it well. 
Why, I remember when he came here once 
to try his hand at reporting—a four wecks’ 
fiyer. We never had better work done on 
the paper. Every day he’d go way over to the 
north end of town and interview the town 
pump, and come back with good news, which 
he would put up in good ehape.” 

This is praise from Sir Hubert, for Gen- 
eral Hudson is one of the journalistic pio- 
neers of this free soil State, where grand men 
have originated and fought for grand ideas. 

So Mr. Sheldon persisted in acquiring news- 
paper knowledge, and today he stands as 
well equipped for active work as any man 
well can be with a tutelage of three weeks. 


Edits the Advertising. 
Another of the things which Mr, Sheldon 


' decided on in the early hours of his ap- 


prenticeship was to edit advertising as close- 
ly as he edited reading matter. At the start 
he decided to set apart ten columns for local 
advertisers and three for foreign. He was 
to be the sole judge as to what sort of adver- 
tising should be printed. That was one of 
the conditions of the contract he made with 
the Capital. 

In order to carry out its end of the con- 
tract the Capital had t6 make special ar- 
rangements with its local and foreign adver- 
tisers. Every advertising contract for the 
Sheldon week contains a provisional clause 
—the ad. must pass muster with Mr. Sheldon. 

Before passing final judgment on the class 
of advertising matter to be admitted to the 
Capital, Mr. Sheldon asked himself the 
question on which his theory of publica- 
tion is based, with entirely satisfactory re- 

_ sults so far as he is concerned. He went 
over the “ads.”’ carefully and refused 
more than he approved. The money offered 
cut no figure with him. Not a patent medi- 
cine ‘‘ad.”’ will appear during the week. 
He refused a corset company’s “ad.” be- 
eause he believes that tight-lacing is in- 
jurious to the health, ang that women should 
not wear corsets; gm that a picture of a 
woman fitting on a dorset is not proper for 
publication. He also blue-penciled an ad. 
for the Keeley Institute. He thinks the 
whisky habit is not a disease, and therefore 
does not need medical treatment. The Rev. 
Mr. Sheldon is a moral suasionist. 

Nearly every leading magazine in the 
country has sent advertising copy to run 
“Sheldon week,’’ but Mr. Sheldon has 
checked the most of them off the admissi- 
ble list.. He will not advertise a magazine 
that contains whisky “ ads.”’ or “‘ ads.’’ con- 
taining suggestive cuts. He has hurriedly 
scrutinized each magazine that has applied 
for space and cut out all those which do not 
come up to the standard required by him. — 


Ban on Bargain “‘Ads.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Sheldon has also refused to 
insert “ads."" from Kansas City retail 
houses, because, he says, the Kansas City 
houses compete with Topeka merchants and 
it is the duty of a newspaper to stand by its 
home merchants. However, he hits at the 
bargain day sales 

where 50-cent goods are marked down to 19 

cents for one day only,’’ he s*ys, will find 

space in the Capital during his management.

Sheldon, the Man. 
Considered by himself and for himself, Mr. 

Sheldon does not awe one at first glance.

He reminds one of a healthy farm- 
er boy, and that impression does not wear 
away with acquaintance. He is ingenuous 
without being foolish or silly, and retiring 
and bashful if he suspects that any act or 
word of his will bring him into public no- 
tice. Fame has no attractions for him; no- 
toriety he shuns.

proclaimed that he would show what the

The body of Abraham Lincoln and the five 
deceased members of his family rest tonight 
in the temporary vault prepared for their 
reception near the national Lincoln monu- 
ment in Oak Ridge Cemetery. The transfer

It was the intention to keep the disinter- 
ment secret, and when it became known the 
announcement was made that the transfer 
would not be made until this afternoon, in 
order to avoid a crowd at the tomb. 

While the people of the city were making 
preparations to visit the cemetery in the 
afternoon members of the Board of 
Trustees of the Monument, of the lincoln 
Monument association, gnd of the Lincoln 
Guard of Honor assembled at the tomb, and 
at 11 o'clock this morhing the caskets con- 
taining the remains of the President and his 
wife were lifted from their beds of con- 
crete, six feet below the base of the obelisk, 
and carried by one of the contractor's heavy 
cranes to the vault where they will remain 
until the monument is reconstructed. 

_The rough outer boxings incasing the cas- 
kets were found to be badly decayed, and 
new boxes were made and fitted over the 
old ones. The two were then lowered into 
the vault and a covering of heavy stone was 
laid over them. In the afternoon the caskets 
containing the remains of the three children 
of the President, * Tad,'’ Eddie, and Willie, 
‘and his grandson, Abraham, who died in 
Engiand while his father was Minfster at the 
court of St. James, were incased in new 
yoxes and placed in the vault, forming a 
second tier. Two immense slabs, w 
over four tons, were then lowered into the 
vault and sealed in place.

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WAR WAITS ON 
PEACE OFFERS. 


Government Has It Under- 
stood No Terms Have Been — 
Submitted by England. 


CABLES FROM KRUGER. 


Troop Movements So Far Re- 
ported Are of Minor Char- 
acter and Importance. 


STILL HOPE FOR MAFEKING. 


LONDON, March 11, 2:20 a. m.—In the 
absence of important news from the seat of 
war speculation is rife regarding the prob- 
ability of an early peace. President Kru- 
ger's appeal to Lord Salisbury for a cessa- 
tion of hostilities, announced on Friday, is 
taken as foreshadowing that the end will 


soon be in sight. 
Outline of Government’s Policy. 


The government's views are probably 
enunciated in the following semi-official 
statement, issued last night: 

“It is understood that the government does 
not consider that the time has yet come for 
any authoritative statement as to ultimate 
terms of peace, and no member of the Cabi- 
net has authorized any published statement 
on the subject. It is, of course, generally 
understood among all political parties in this 
country that, so far as the south African 
republics are concerned, the status quo ante- 
bellum cannot remain unaltered after the 
close of hostilities. 

“ Their part in the system, which involved 
a large measure of political and military in- 
dependence, will, of course, be materially 
modified as a result of the war, but the grow- 
ing prospects of restored peace must be fur- 
ther advanced before her Majesty’s govern- 
ment can either finally formulate proposed 
terms of settlement or make any announce- 
ment of its plan.”’ 


~ Reply to Five Cables from Kruger. 

Several papers announce that the govern- 
ment on Tuesday received five messages 
from President Kruger and President Steyn 
in Dutch, asking upon what terms a cessa- 
tion of hostilities could be brought about. 
The messages surprised and delfghted the 
department concerned. While their tenor 
was understood, it was found necessary to 
summon persons thoroughly capable of ac- 
curately interpreting the messages, all of 
which were filed at Bloemfontein. 

The Cabinet convened on Wednesday to 
consider the messages, and it is believed an 
uncompromising reply was sent, which is 
known to have reached Bloemfontein by the 
same means as the Boer cablegrams reached 
the government. The nature of the reply 
was such as to lead to a further but gradual 
retirement of the Boer forces. 


Buller Again on the Move. 

LONDON, March 10.—News was received 
today that General Buller is again on the 
move. The news comes in a dispatch from 
the Boer camp at Biggarsberg, dated Thurs- 
“Twelve thousand 
British are threatening the Boer positions 
from the direction of Helpmakaar, while a 
party of British scouts was encountered at 
Waschbank March 8.” 


General Hunter in Zululand. 

This force was probably General Hunter’s 
division, and it is considered quite possible 
that an attempt may be made to traverse 
Zululand into the Transvaal, thus effecting 
the double purpose of outflanking the Boers 
at Biggarsberg and threatening Vryheid 
and Utrecht. 

The Boers are reported to be at Biggars- 
berg in considerable numbers, but it is said 
they are already sending their stores to the 
rear, 

General Joubert appears to have left ac- 
tive service to take chargeof the War of- 
fice at Pretoria. Lourenzo Marquez stories 
attribute his action partly to the alleged fact 
that he has lost both control over and confi- 
dence in the burghers and partly to his wish 
to push the preparations for the siege which 
“er supposed to be being made at the cap- 


French Nearing Bloemfontein. 

Lord Roberts had not reported up to alate 
hour today, but the military authorities are 
of the opinion that General French must be 
hearing Bloemfontein. In some quarters 
General French is credited with the design 
to corral both Presidents, whose exact 
whereabouts, however, are difficult to ascer- 
tain at this distance. : 


Mafeking Relief Unconfirm 

The War office is unable to confirm the 
rumors of the relief of Mafeking, but the 
Service clubs trend of belief is that the re- 
lief will be effected within a few days. Pos- 
sibly this belief is the outcome of the recent 
revelations indicating that if the relief 
column is to accomplish anything it must 
atrive without delay.

FRENCH HATE FOR THEBRITISH. 


Newspapers, Resume Attack and Ac- 
complish the Downfall of Eng- 
land—in Fiction. 


PARIS, March 10.—[Copyright, 1900, by 
the Associated Press.]—There has been a 
recrudescence of anglophobia in a section of 
the Parisian press this week, which affects 
to believe that the war between England and 
France forms a part of the determined policy 
of Mr. Chamberlain and the British im- 
perialists, who intend to bring it about on 
the conclusion of peace in south Africa. 

The bellicose attitude of the jingo organs 
is undoubtedly partly responsible for this 
animosity, but :much of this anti-English 
campaign is a part of the underhanded re- 
actionary propaganda against the govern- 
ment and the republic. 


M. Yves Guyot denounced this fostering of 
the idea that war with England is inevitable 
by the anti-republican press in an article 
in La Siécle, in which he stigmatized it as 
the work of national treachery. 

“These organs,”’ he says, ‘‘ are preparing 
a war because they Know that it means a 
naval Sedan for France, and they count on 
overthrowing the republic by a disaster sim- 
ilar to that which overthrew the empire.” 


Anxiety of Government. 

The growing hatred between the two coun- 
tries is certainly a matter of anxiety to the 
French government, which itself does now 
and has always maintained a most correct 
attitude towards England. An illustration 
of the present feeling of the French press, 
however, is shown in the publication of an 
extra number of one of the leading illus- 
trated weeklies entitled * The Anglo-Fran- 
co-Russian War,’ and is devoted to the re- 
lation of ‘a supposed war in 1900, 


The story is cleverly and realistically writ- 
ten, with numerous pictures depicting va- 
rious British defeats, the assassination of 
Lord Cromer by an Egyptian patriot, the 
massacre of the British garrisons in India 
by native mutineers, the landing of French 
troops at Brighton,- and their triumphal 


entry into London. 
Finally, a chart is given showing the dis- 


memberment of the British empire, in which 
the United States gets Canada as her share, 


An official.of the government, whose duty“ 
it is to follow France's foreign relations, 


said today: 
“There is no question pending between 


England and France grave enough in itself 
to lead to hostilities, but if the present 
mutual feeling of animosity continues I 
cannot say what may happen. 

“ The French government iS preparing for 
any emergency. Our weak spot in case of 
war would have been the colonies, but when. 
the measures mow being taken an com- 
pleted they will be beyond the possibility of 
capture or invasion. 

*‘ Algeria and Tunis are, of course, out of 
the question, and the government’s efforts 
are directed towards securing the safety of 
the outlying colonies, shch as Tonquin, Mad- 
agascar, the west African settlements, and 
the West Indian Islands. Stores, ammuni- 
tion, and improved armaments are being 
provided.”’ 

Contirmation of these preparations is 
found in the published anonuncement ofthe 
departure of stores for the colonies. For in- 
stance, a stearjer is now en route for Sene- 
gal with ammunition, which it {s stated is 
destined to put Dakar in a position to main- 
tain a siege. 

The parliamentary commission, however, 
has decided to increase the credit for mil- 
itary works at Bizerta from 1,000,000 francs 
to 1,500,000 francs. Bizerta will thus soon 
become a French Gibraltar. 


HOW YAQUIS WERE DEFEATED. 


Mexican Officials Give Particulars of 
Battle of Mazocoba in Valley of 
Agua Caliente. 


. Los Angeles, Cal., March 10.—[Special.]— 
From Mexican official sources the full par- 
ticular of the battle of Mazocoba betweepr 
the Yaquis and Mexican troops on March 1 
have been made public. |! 

The battle was fought Mm the valley of the 
Agua Caliente, with Colonel Peinado in com- 
mand of one division and Colonel Gandara in 
command of the battalion campaigning in 
the Guaymas Valley. These commanders 
prevented the Indians from leaving the 
mountains and going into the valleys for sup- 
plies. In the later movements of the Indians 
they encountered Colonel Maas, who pursued 
the hostiles into the forests near Bacum, 
losing an officer and twelve men of the 
Twelfth Battalion. 

Two hundred Indians have been driven Into 
the stretches between Corcorit and Torin, 
where they attacked the government trans- 
ports, captured the mails and mules, and 
killed the guards. Several days of fighting 
followed, the Mexicans being forced to the 
edge of the river. General Torres, by flank- 
ing the Yaquis,drove them from the trenches. 
Nine Indians were killed and many more 
dead were found along their line of retreat. 
Torres lost three men and one officer. 


HELPS HUSBAND GET DIVORCE. 


Pastor Guy W. Smith Has No Other 
Witness, So His Wife Testifies 
for Him. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 10.—[Special. ]— 
The Rev. Guy W. Smith, pastor of the First 
Christian Church of Oakland, Cal., was 
granted a divorce yesterday solely on the 
testimony of his wife, who came from Lin- 
coln, Neb., to testify for him. Mr. Smith 
had charge of a little church in a Kansas 
town. A year and a half ago his wife went 
to her father’s home at Lincoln, Neb., where 
she fell under the hypnotic influence, as she 
declares, of Dr. Tucker, a physician, who 
was attending her mother. She and her 
husband decided to separate and Smith ac- 
cepted a call to the Oakland church. He 
decided to get a divorce, after consultation 
with the church officers, but the court de- 
manded something more than his own state- 
ments. He had no witnesses save his wife, 
who agreed to come and testify forhim. The 
couple have one child.

LIVE AFTER MANY PERILS 


LIEUT. GILLMORE \AND HIS PARTY 
TELL OF THEIR CAPTIVITY: 


Officer Rescued from Filipinos Can 
Find No Words to Express His Grati- 
tade to Colone? Hare and the Army 
—Condemned to Be Shot or Mur- 
dered Many Times, the Little Band 
Escaped When Death Seemed Cer- 
tain—Reach San Francisco Friday. 


San Franciso, Cal., March 10.—[Special. ]— 
* The heroism of the soldiers who effected 
our rescue is beyond comparison. For weary 
weeks and months they fought their way to 
us across fever-breeding swamps, over 
rocky mountains, and through dense forests, 
where trees and shrubbery grew so thickly 
together as to form walls almost as solid 
as a barbed wire thicket. It was the rescue 
of modern times. None but American sol- 
diers could have made that trip, every step 
of which was fraught with hidden dangers. 
The intrepidity of that handful of men 
under Colonel Hare is on a footing with the 
deeds of the gallant soldiers of the days of 
Washington. Their work will livein history. 

“When the soldiers finally reached our 
little band, they were almost starving. 
Their clothes had been torn from their backs 
by the rugged shrubbery through which they 
had forced their way, but they were still 
willing to push on and ready to fight. I take 
off my hat to Colonel Hare and bow to the 
American army.” 

It is in these words that Lieutenant J. C. 
Gillmore, who arrived yesterday on the 
Solace, pays tribute to the men of the regu- 
lar army, who braved hardships and death 
to rescue him and his small band of York- 
town sailors from the savage wilderness of 
Luzon, after their eight and a half months 
of captivity. _The story that Gillmore tells 
of this captivity and of the final escape has 
never been surpassed in the annals of ad- 
venture. It abounds in dramatic scenes, for 


_ several times the men were face to face with 


death, and their rescue came just as they 
thought they were about to be butchered by 
the treacherous natives of the Philippine 
jungles. 

Lieutenant Gillmore Almost Well. 

Lieutenant Gillmore is of medium height 
and bears few traces of the terrible exper!i- 
ence through which he passed and which re- 
duced him over sixty pounds in eight 
months. He declined to allow his story to 
be told in the first person, except his tribute 
to the army quoted above, and his narrative 
of the rescue, because he said he had not yet 
made his report In person. From him and 
from the four Yorktown men who accom- 
pany him the following story was gained: 

The party was captured on April 12 and 
rescued on Dec. 18, 1899. Gillmore and his 
fourteen men went up the Baler River to 
protect a signal corps party on shore. They 
were fired on suddenly from-ambush, two 
killed, two mortally wounded, and three seri- 
ously injured. ‘The boat was shattered and 
sinking fast when the entire crew was cap- 
tured. The prisoners were bound and 
dragged up on the bank, where they were 
told to prepare for death. Gillmore was to 
be shot first and then the others. O. Mc- 
Donald, one of the mortally wounded men, 
at his own request, was held up by Walton 
at his place in the line that he might die like 
aman. He was too weak to standalone. A 
firing party of thirty insurgents was drawn 
up at a distance of fifteen paces and the 
prisoners were blindfolded. 


Wanted to Die Like Men. 


When the firing party was ready Gillmore 
asked in a loud voice if any of the enemy 
could speak Spanish. A native stepped for- 
ward and answered in the affirmative. 
‘‘ Then,’ said Gillmore, “ tell these cowards 
to remove the bandages from our eyes that 
we may die like American soldiers.’’ The 
request was complied with, and some of the 
brave fellows taunted the members of the 
firing party as they raised their rifles to fire. 

Not a man in the line wavered. Almostat 
the last minute a Spanish officer wearing a 
Filipino uniform &rrived and shouted froma 
distance for the men not to fire. McDonald’s 
strength then gave out and he fainted in 
Walton’s arms. Soon afterward he died. 

Then began their tedious journeys through 
the jungle. They remained three months at 
San Isidro in prison with a scanty allow- 
ance of poor rice. Then they were taken to 
Bengued and turned over to the cruel Gen- 
eral Tino, young in years, but old in vicious 
methods. Tino kept them in jail, where they 
slept on the mud floor, often knee deep in 
slush from tropical rains that came through 
the leaky roof. The prisoners were com- 
pelled to sleep on planks that were always 
damp, not even a mat was given to them for 
covering. Each prisoner was allowed from 
five to 10 cents gold a day for subsistence— 
only sufficient to buy rice enough to keep 
body and soul together. The result was that 
every man was soon ill. They suffered 
severely from boils, peculiar to the climate, 
and dysentery. The bodies of the victims 
are seared as if by fire. The sufferings were 
fearful. At times it seemed that death would 
be‘preferable. 

Again Ordered to Execution. 

Once General Tino issued an order for the 
execution of all the prisoners, but the Presi- 
dent of the town interceded for them, and 
the order was revoked. The merchants 
of the town took pity on them and raised a 
purse of $40 to buy clothing and medicine 
for the prisoners, whereupon Tino. seized 
the money and issued an order that any who 
were found aiding the Americans should 
be prosecuted as criminals. 

Then came the battle of Sam Quentin Pass 
and the complete rout of Tino’s army. In 
the general flight Gillmore and his party 
were carried to the rear. Under a strong 
guard they were given a series of night 
marches by torchlight. Barefooted and bare- 
headed, almost naked, and always half 
starved, they were sometimes compelled to 
march for hours in water courses, with wa- 
ter waist deep. Gillmore’s only covering 
was an old Spanish uniform, over which 
was buttoned his own blouse, worn nearly 
threadbare and torn by bullet holes. 

The insurgents seemed to think that the 
Americans were Indians. In many villages 
that were passed through women inquired: 
‘* Where are their feathers?’’ indicating the 
head dress. They had been told, they said, 
that the Americans were Indians, with red 
skins and head dresses of feathers. 


Plan to Murder Party. 

Finally, at Vigan, Tino gave orders that 
the American prisoners be murdered. 
. The officer commissioned to perpetrate the 
crime told Lieutenant Gillmore of his or- 
ders, but said that his conscience would 
not permit him to carry them out. He 
would abandon the Americans and English 
to their fate, he said, and so the little band, 
twenty in all, were left in an unknown 
country without food or any means of get- 
ting it and no arms. Nothing daunted, 
Gillmore worked down to the river, which 
was but three miles away, but it took them 
two days to make the distance. 


Rescue When Hope Was Gone. 

They met a party of savages, who helped 
them build rafts, but on the second day they 
became ugly and finally they lined up fora 
fight. Gillmore had given up hope, as his 
men had only bamboo poles to defend them- 
selves with, when there was a real Yankee 
yell, and out of the thicket came rushing 
American soldiers, with Colonel Hare in 
the lead. It was a meeting to be remem- 
bered a lifetime. Hare was an old college 
classmate of Gillmore and went to the 
Philippines especially to rescue him. He 
said: ‘I'll follow Gillmore if I have to fol- 
low him to —.”’ 

The rescue was characterized by a pa- 
thetic incident. Out of their scant allow- 
ance for food Gillmore’s party had saved 


American flag. The flag was made in secret 
and carried by the men alternately in their 
ragged blouses. For a man to-be found 
with it meant death. The flag was taken 
out when Colonel Hare’s command arrived 
and flung to the breeze from the top of a big 
bowlder, the rescued men gathering around 
— singing the national anthem. 
was decided to follow th 

Lieutenant Gillmore’s plan of 
was carried out. It took fifteen days to go 
down the river, which is ful] of rapids, sharp 
rocks, and short waterfalls. It was a daily 
almost hourly, occurrence for rafts to upset. 
and many were the gallant rescues. Lieu- 
tenant Gillmore lost everything he had. in- 
cluding his private diary and a lot of rare 
native weapons he had collected. He would 
have lost his jife in a rapid one day but for 
the nerve of Lieutenant Decker. 

If the natives of a village appeared friendly 
a landing was made and food purchased. 
If the villagers showed fight they go: it 
and the Texans shot them so rapidly that 
the village was soon cleared, and the troops 
foraged for themselves. Only one man was 
lost on the trip. The party finally landed 
at the village of Arbaluque, near the sea, 
and found they were within ten miles of 
Aparrie, where several companies of troops 
were stationed. Over half of the command 


every man marched to headquarters, . 
Lieutenant Gillmore weighed 165 pounds 
when he left the Yorktown and 115 pounds 
when he returned. Colonel Hare never ex- 
pected to take him back to Manila alive. 


ARRANGE FOR PHELPS FUNERAL 


Yale Faculty and Student Societies Will 
Take Part in the Exercises 
Tomorrow. 


New Haven, Conn., March 10.—Arrange- 
ments for the funeral of Edward J. Phelps, 
ex-Minister to England, who died at his 
home here yesterday were completed today. 
The funeral services will be held in Battell 
Chapel, Yale, at 3 o’clock tomorrow after- 
noon, and the body will then be taken to 
Burlington, Vt., where interment will be 
made on Tuesday. 

The honorary pallbearers will be President 
Hadley of Yale, ex-Governor C. M. Inger- 
soll, Professor W. G. Sumner, Professor J. 
S. Weir, Judge S. E. Baldwin of the Con- 
necticut Supreme Court, and Dean Francis 
Wayland of the Yale Law School. The ac- 
tive pallbearers will be chosen from mem- 
bers of the Wolf's Head, senior fraternity, 
of which Professor Phelps was an honorary 
member. Professor A. M. Wheeler will rep- 
resent the Yale faculty at the funeral serv- 
ices at Battell Chapel. 

The funeral sermon will be preached by 
the Rev. T. T. Munger of the Yale corpora- 
tion, and former President Timothy Dwight 
will deliver a eulogy. 


CORNELL BOARD TAKES ACTION. 


Trustees Decide on Location of Lab- 
oratory and Adopt System of 
Two Terms. 


Ithaca, N. Y. March 10.—[Special.]—There 
was a large attendance of members of the 
Board of Trustees of Cornell University at 
their annual winter meeting today. The gift 
of $80,000 for a laboratory of physiology and 
anatomy was acted upon, and the trustees 
decided to locate the building on the quad- 
rangle east of Boardman Hall. Upon the 
recommendation of the faculty the board 
decided to reduce the present system of 
three terms to two terms, ending the first 
term of the year Feb. 1, 1901, and the sec- 
ond term beginning the following Monday 
without any recess, therefore making two 
regular final examination instead of three. 
This system is to go into effect at the begin- 
ning of the next college term. The Christmas 
and Easter holidays, however, remain as 
before, and the tuition fees hereafter are 
to be paid in two equal instalments. 


WISHES TO HELP QUEEN LIL. 


Senator Hoar Proposes to Give Ha- 
waii’s Former Ruler Ten Thou- 
sand Dollars a Year. 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—While the 
Senate had the diplomatic and consular ap- 
propriation bill under consideration today, a 
lively debate was precipitated by an amend- 
ment proposed by Mr. Hoar [Mass.], pro- 
posing to give former Queen Liluokalani of 
Hawaii’ $20,000 and an annuity of $10,000. 
The amendment was tabled finally without 
division. The pending bill was passed with 
a few minor amendments. The rest of the 
session was devoted to eulogies of the late 
Monroe L. Hayward. 

The House agreed today to take up the 
bill providing a government for Hawaii on 
April 3, the final vote to be taken on April 5. 

Consideration of the Wise-Young election 
contest was resumed and occupied the rest 
of the session. 


CLAIMS SHARE IN HER ESTATE. 


Husband, Ignored in Will, Asserts a 
Dower Right in Property Left

St. Paul, Minn., March 10.—Patrick H.

BARBERS .~ AND SOAP BOILERS 
THREATEN TO STRIKE. 


Both Ask Higher Wages and Fewer 
Hiours—Giris Attack Their Non- 
Union Substitutes at Libby, MeNeill 
& Libby’s, and Police Have a Lively 
Scrimmage to Quell—Little Trouble 
Caused by Pickets—Alleged Wal- 
Jace Street Rioters Arrested. 


A new phase of the labor situation pre- 
Sented itself yesterday, and, as a result, 
Chicagoans may be obliged to go unshayen 
and to do without soap for a time, as both 
the barbers and the soap boilers threaten to 
strike. Ata meeting of barbers held during 
the afternoon at 118 Fifth avenue the 800 
men present voted to make a demand on 
their employers on March 15 for a new scale 
of wages. The demand is for 16 cents an 
hour and one-half of all money over $20 a 
week taken in. Recognition of the union is 
also demanded, and shop proprietors who 
employ union barbers will be required to 
display signs setting forth that fact. An 
attempt to abolish barbers’ schools also will 
be made. Sunday closing and the abolish- 
ment of 15-cent hair cuts will be requested, 


-but not demanded. 


One week after the demands have been 
submitted to the employers Business Agent 
Lucas of the Journeymen Barbers’ associa- 
tion will visit all the shops, and, if the scale 
has not been signed, will inform all union 
barbers where they can obtain employment 
as members of the union, and order strikes. 

Labor leaders assert that the soap boilers 
employed at the works of Armour & Co., 
Swift & Co., Kirk & Co., and the Fitzpatrick 
factory have made a demand for a new 
wage scale, an eight-hour day, and an im- 
provement in the sanitary conditions in the 
factories. Members of the firms concerned 
deny the assertions of the men, and say they 
know of no dissatisfaction. It is stated by 
the men, however, that the 400 soap boilers 
who are at work have decided to strike on 
Monday if the demands are not granted. 
Drivers of wagons and makers of soap boxes 
declare that they are ready to strike in sym- 
pathy. 

The boilers ask an increase of wages from 
$1.75 to $2.25 a day. It is.believed that the 
present system of soapmaking is injurious 
to the eyes of the men. One of the men said 
that in case of a strike it would be difficult 
to supply the City of Chicago with soap, as 
the supply was limited. 


Walsh Released Causes Four Arrests. 

William McFarland, Russell Quinn, Rich- 
ard McClelland, and Edward Hoosen, who 
are said to be strikers who caused the riot 
at Thirty-sixth and Wallace streets Thurs- 
day night, when William Schindler was 
shot, were arrested last evening and locked 
up at the Thirty-fifth Street Police Station. 
They are charged with inciting a riot, dis- 
orderly conduct, assault, and making 
threats to kill. The warrants were sworn 
out by Joseph Walsh, who is supposed to 
have shot Schindler. Walsh was released on 
bonds during the day and at once obtained 
the warrants. | 


Machinists Refuse a Proposition. 

At a meeting of the Machinists’ District 
Council in the evening it was decided to re- 
fuse the proposal made to the union by the 
Association of Machinery Manufacturers to 
return to work and submit differences to the 
national bodies of manufacturers and ma- 
chinists. 

The Building Material Trades Council will 
be asked today to order sympathetic strikes 
in all shops where the machinists have 
struck. It is thought that the council will 
refuse. 

Girl Strikers Attack Workers. 


Lunch buckets and empty tea bottles were 
the missiles of war in a scrimmage late 
in the afternoon between the girl strikers 
of Libby, McNeil & Libby and the non- 
union substitutes. Three of the leadets 
were taken to a patrol box, where they 
promised to cease making disturbances, and 
were released. .Ever since the snow ‘fights 
and hairpin jabbing of two days ago trouble 


had been expected, and Captain Lavin of 


the Stock-Yards Station had detailed twen- 
ty men to keep order. At half-past 5, as 
the girls came from work, a number of the 
strikers began parading up and down Ex- 
change avenue. Over 2,000 persons congre- 
gated in the street to cheer them on. The 
police arranged the working girls in groups 
and escorted them to the cars. One of these 
groups being found unprotected, the striking 
girls began pelting them with lumps of ice. 
Few Disturbances Caused by Pickets. 
. Little trouble between non-union men and 
pickets occurred during the day. The most 
serious conflict was at the Ogdensburg 
docks, Ohio and Kingsbury streets, where 
both sides appear to be concentrating their 
Seventy-five non-union men were 
taken to the docks under the guard of ten 
special policemen, and 300 pickets were on 
the watch to prevent them from going to 
work. During an encounter:-at Wells and 
Erie streets one of the speciq) policemen 
drew a revolver and fireditintheair. When 
the weapon was displayed the pickets as- 
sembled in force and several- bricks had 


_ been hurled among the non-union men and 


police before a Wells street cable car came 
along and was boarded by the officers. 
Civic Federation Is Discouraged. 

Little encouragement has been received 
by Secretary Easley of the Civic federation 
from either contractors or laboring men, and 
it is probabie that the federation will aban- 
don its attempt:to bring employers and the 
union leaders to submit to arbitration. The 
manufacturers and business-men, however, 
have not given up all.hope of an adjustment. 


Other Labor News. 

John Ryan and F. P. Sexton. who were ar- 
rested on Friday, charged with assaulting 
non-union men, were arraigned before Jus- 
tice Eberhardt, and their case was contin- 
ued until Tuesday. 

A denial was made by the contractors’ 
Press commijtee of the charges made by 
Jjabor leaders that the contractors had tried 
to obtain absolute.agreements with the 
unions, and, failing in the attempt, had 
called a strike. 

A denial was made by the Independent 
Contractors’ council of the charge that they 
had made an agreement with matérial men 
by which they were to make a profit of 20 
per cent onall material sold to the public. 

By the order of Judge Tuley, the Chicago 
Masons and Builders’ association will be 
obliged to submit to-an examination of its 
books and rules regarding the sale of brick, 
lime, andstone. Suit against the association 
has been entered by the Union Pressed Brick 
company, which charges that the association 
forbade its members from using the brick 
manufactured by the Union company.

Senior enator from New York Reads 
at a Dinner Poem He Has Secretly 
Cherished for Years. 


New York. March 10.—[Special.]—Senator 
Thomas (Collier Platt ‘blossomed out as a 
poet tonight at a reception given the famous 
Gridiron |club of Washington by the Lotos 
club, which celebrated its thirtieth anni- 
versary. 

Some years ago Senator Platt sang a song 
and for a time was known as the ‘ Sweet 
Singer of Tioga.’’ Wis poem, which he read 
tonight, |\was even a greater achievement 
than his' vocal effort of years ago. 

It was/midnight when the Senator sprung 
his surprise. All evening he had been the 
butt of the jokers of the Gridironers, who 
appeared as a minstrel troupe, 

The Sénator announced that he had writ- 
ten the poem many years ago, but that he 
had nevér before had the courage to read it 
to any one. He was inspired to commit the 
act of writing the poem, he said, by meeting 
a religious fanatic who had named his son 
Peter Ishmael Gamaliel Potter. He ex- 
plained that the burden of the poem was that 
of a man who fought for freedom, bored for 
water, and died for whisky.

TOKIO PALACE. 


CHICAGO MEN WILL SUPERINTEND 
BUILDING PRINCE’S HOUSE. 


John A. Brady and R. D. Gottlieb Start 
for Japan on Thursday — Mach Iron: 
for Big Structure Is on the Ground 
and They Will Have It Put in Place 
by Native Workingmen — Think 
Earthquakes Will Be Unable to De- 
stroy the Structure. 


Two young Chicagoans, John A. Brady, 
4919 Vincennes avenue, ‘and R. D. Gottlieb, 
3420 Vernon avenue, will have charge of the 
construction work in the building of the 
palace at Tokio for the Crown Prince of 
Japan. The palace will be of modern iron 
frame construction, two stories in height, 
and of the Italian renaissance style The 
iron work, half of which‘has been deliv- 
ered on the imperial grounds at Tokio, was 
made by the Carnegie Steel company. Mr. 
Brady and Mr. Gottlieb will leave Chicago 
on Thursday of this week for Japan, sail- 
ing from Vancouver, B. C. 

‘The palace which is to be built under the 
supervision of the two young Americans 
is designed as a present by the Mikado to 
the Prince, whose marriage takes place in 
May. The Vrince is 21 years old and his 
bride is ®. 

The palace will be 400 feet wide and 270 
feet deep, covering nearly five acres, and 
will cost approximately $3,000,000. It was 
designed by Chief Katayama of the imperial 
architects. Gabies, towers, cupolas, and 
bay windows will be used freely in the con- 
struction. The front curves in toward the 
heart of the building, and thé entrance, ap- 
proached by a wide staircase, will be in the 
middie of the inward sweep. A large court 
lies immediately beyond the entrance and 
this will be decorated by native Japanese 
decorators. 


Will Employ Japanese Labor. 


The palace will be built by Japanese labor 
and it is estimated will take about a year to 
construct. Mr. Brady and Mr. Gottlieb will 
be the only Americans or foreigners engaged 
on the building, and their first task will be 
to instruct the Japanese in the American 
style of getting to work at things. 


the United States in four months,” said Mr. 
Brady last evening, “ but, as in the case of 
our Postoffice here in Chicago, this will be 
a government job and will take a longer time 
than ordinarily would be needed. l do not 


think there will be the Slightest difficulty 


over the skill of the labor we will have iat 
our command, as the Japanese are natural 
mechanics and will learn to hoist iron 
columns and drive home red hot rivets as 
well as the best bridge builder in the United 
States. I have in several instances’ gone 
into the country districts here in this and 
other States and put up three and five story 
iron frames for buildings, hiring men I 
found and instructing them as the building 
progressed: We shall have plenty of in- 
terpreters at our command and will have no 
difficulty in keeping the workingmen busy. 


Building to Withstand Earthquakes. 


‘When we get through with the building 
I think it will take more than an ordinary 
earthquake to shake it to pieces. In fact, I 
think that an earthquake that expects to 
get the best of the palace after we have 
driven home the last rivet will have to tip 
the Japanese Empire on end and shake the 


foundations from beneath the building.” 


E. C. and R. M. Shankland of Chicago de- 
signed the iron frameof*the building to con- 
form in detail with the plans of the Japanese 
architect. Three thousand tons of iron will 
be used in the construction. The two young 
men, neither of whom is 30, will not take 
any of the members of their families to the 
Orient with them. Neither is married. 


ALGER AND MERRIAM DIFFER. 


War Department Records Fail to Sus- 
tain Former Secretary in Statement 
Concerning Cour d’Alene Affair.

FIRE SUSPECT HAS AN ALIBI. 


Albert E. Waring, in Bridewell at Time 
of Trinity Blaze, Says Postal 
Cards Are Forgeries. 


Albert E. Waring, whose name was signed 
to postal cards addressed to the Rev. W. E. 
McLennan, pastor of Trinity Methodist 
Church, and the Rev. Reverdy C. Ransom of 
Bethel Church concerning the burning of 
Trinity -and: the Second Presbyterian 
Churches, is locked up at the County Jail 
pending an investigation as to whether he 
has any knowledge of these fires. Captain 
tibbons and Lieutenant Thomas Flynn, 
who examined Waring, were inclined to be- 
lieve he was the man they wanted, but the 
fact that Waring was serving a term in the 
bridewell from Jan. 5 to Feb. 27 was over- 
looked. As the burning of Trinity happened 
on Feb. 15,’ Waring’s imprisonment gives 
him an alibi in that case. The principal rea- 
son for believing that either fire was the re- 
sult of incendiarism is that the two were 
so much alike they might have been set by 
the same person. The fact that Wartog was 
in the bridewell when Trinity burned de- 
stroys in a large measure the theory re- 
garding him. 

‘Says Postal Cards Are Forgeries. 

Waring says the postal cards are forgeries. 
He admits having been present at the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church fire. 

The two postal cards to which Waring’s 
name was signed were as follows: 

The Rev. W. E. McLennan—Dear Sir: The Lord 
does not care any more for churches than he does 


for barna, or he wouldn't let them burn. 
° ALBERT E. WARING. 
The Rev. Reverdy C. Ransom-——Dear-Sir: In 
reference to the burning of the Presbyterian 
Church, Twentieth street and Michigan avenue, 
I consider it was a case of incendiarism; the 
same as the case of Trinity Church, which was 
destroyed a month ago. The Almighty does think 
no more of burning a church than a fair, or a hay- 
stack, or the great forests of the North. 
ALBERT E. WARING. 
Waring Often in the Bridewell. 


Waring is known as a “regular” at the 
bridewell, which means that he spends much 
of his time there. In his examination of the 
man Inspector Hartnett led him to admit 
many things. He talked of fires readily, and 
with so much interest that it supported the 
theory that he might be a pyromaniac. He 
admitted some knowledge of the interior of 
both churches. When seen at the County 
Jail, however, he said he had been induced 
by the police to admit things that were not 
true. 

‘ [ told them anything they wanted me 
to,” he said. ‘* You can’t prove anything by 
what I said to them. I won't say anything 
more about the postal cards until I see them. 
I think it was too bad those churches should 
burn down that way. I was in the bridewell 
when Trinity Church was burned, and 1 was 
in a restaurant when I heard the engines 
going to this last fire.’’

Baltimore, Md., March 10.—[Special.]—

RESTORES MEXICAN GOLD. 


CONTESTED WAR CLAIM PENDING 
FOR YEARS SETTLED. 


Decision of United States Supreme 
Court in La Abra and Weil Cases, 
Which Tied Up Nearly a Million Dol- 
lars in Treasury, Establishes Prece- 
dent for Possible ‘Contingencies— 
President May Sign Bills When 
Congress Is Not in Session. 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—[ Special. ]— 
Nearly $1,000,000 in gold belonging to Mexico 
will be turned over to that government with- 
in a few days. 4 

This money is now in the vaults of the 
Treasury department, where it has been 
held in trust by our government since Au- 
gust, 1876. There is a story connected with 
this money which has never been printed. 
An act of the United States Supreme Court 
made on Monday, Feb. 26, opens the his- 
tory. The act, so termed because it was 
perfunctory in its nature, was so quietly 
This act 


rehearing of the case whieh the court had 
affirmed when it came before it some time 
ago from the Court of Claims of the Dis- 
trict. 

The attorney for the Mexican government, 
General James E. Slaughter, an ex-confed- 
erate, a Lieutenant in the United States 


army at the beginning of the civil war, now | 


in his seventy-first year, and also connected 
with the engineering department of the gov- 
ernment, is a most interesting personality. 
From him were obiained the following facts 
in the case: 

In accordance with the treaty of 1868, the 
United States and Mexico appointed what 
was known as a mixed commission to regu- 
late accounts between the two republics. 


Weil and La Abra Claims. 

Among the claims against Mexico were 
those of La Abra Mining company and Beti- 
jamin Weil. They set forth that Mexicans 
had taken from them 1,914 bales of cotton 
worth then 40 cents a pound. The Mexican 
government solicited General Slaughter, 
who at the time was a confederate com- 
mander on the Rio Grande, to look after 
these claims. Each of the claimants had 
received awards from the mixed commis- 
sions aggregating $500,000 and $400,000 re- 
spectively. General Slaughter in his ap- 
peal from these awards established by doc- 
umentary and otlgr evidence the fact that 
the claims were Bice. The money, growing 
out, of the mixed commission's duties, was 
already held in trust by our government. 
After General Slaughter’s representation to 
Congress it refused to permit payment of the 
money to the claimants. The case again 
come before a later Congress—in fact, be- 
fore a number of Congresses, year after 
year, and finally the last Congress before 


which it came passed an act submitting the 


cases to the Court of Claims. This was in 
18V1-'92. After years of litigation in this 
court it finally decided that the claims were 
fraudulent and that the money should be 
paid back into the Mexican Treasury. An 
appeal to the Supreme Court of the United 
States resulted in an affirmation of the find- 
ing of the Court of Claims. 


Settled in Supreme Court. 

The next step was a motion for a rehear- 
ing of the case before the Supreme Court, 
and an order denying the motion was made 
last Monday by the Supreme Court, and 
within the next ten days the meney, which 
has been boxed in the Treasury vaults all 
these years, is to be shipped back to the 
Mexican government. General Slaughter 
had a conference with the Mexican Minister 
on Wednesday, Feb. 28, to make arrange- 
ments for the return. | 

The decision of the Court of Claims in this 
case was far-reaching and important, inas- 
much as it asserted the rights of a court to 
review a decision by an international tri- 
bunal. By it all treaties for the adjudica- 
tion of claims pro and con citizens of the 
United States by foreign countries are safe- 
guarded. The eeatilincs of the decision 
will donbtless be seen before long in the 
claims arising in Cuba, Porto Rico, and the 
Philippines, growing out of the late war with 
Spain. 
| By this decision another important fact is 
established, not generally known—namely: 
that the President of the United States may 
sign bills during the vacation of Congress.

The history of these claims is doubly inter- 
esting by reason of the history which. at- 
taches to General Slaughter. Heisa nephew 
of Mrs. Dolly Madison. He came to Wash- 
ington to visit his aunt when Polk was Presi- 
dent. Slaughter was then 19 years old. 
Through his aunt's infiuence he was appoint- 
ed by Polk a Lieutenant in the regular army, 
His was one of the four appointments tothe 
regular army from civil life, a thing which, 
at that time, was so unusual that it excited 
comment and criticism.

After the days of reconstruction General 
Slaughter returned to this country, and, 
although he is well advanced in years, is now

Traces History of Movement Outlined 
and Audience Asked to Attend Ses- 
sion at Paris Exposition the Coming 
summer—Catholic League Takes a 
Lesson in Art and Then Discusses 
Domestic Service Problem—Mecting 
of Normal School Alumni.

DEATH OF CHARLES H. DOLTON. 


Last of the Mrdthers Who Founded the 
Suburb ‘Passes Away at His 
Residence, Aged 65. 


Charles H. (Dolton, last of the three 
brothers who founded the suburb of Dolton, 
south of Chicago, died in that village yester- 
day.

Whatever the burghers of the Free State 
might do, those of the Transvaal will fight 
to the last, and alongside of this false peace 
news comes the information that feverish 
haste is being displayed in digging trenches 
and preparing redoubts around Pretoria, 
_ 8,000 blacks being. thus employed. 
Discontent, however, among the Free- 
Staters exists. They are, taken altogether, 
a richer class of people than the Transvaal- 
ers and have more to lose. It is also a fact 


_that citizens of the southern republic are > 


much more gmixed, and many English and 
Scotch farmers are among them, a proper- 
tion of which may be counted on the side 
with us. 
Many others, with large accumulation of 
property at stake, will reclaim their farms, 
and those with abundant stock may well 
hesitate to continue the strife anddefections.

In all probability Bloemfontein will be occu- 
pied by the British troops without further 
resistance worth mentioning.

| Free State May Yield. | 

The large regions throughout the Free 
Siate must also come within our grasp, and 
probably many of the resident farmers 
therein will profess their loyalty to us in 
order to be let alone, but those who have 
taken up arms for their country, in the 
sturdy old Dutch Huguenot manner, are 
prepared to die rather than to surrender 
what they believe to be their rights. They 
will trek northward into the mountainous 
country bordering upon the Transvaal and 
fight to the last. 

The further they go, it must never be for- 
gotten, the greater will be Lord Roberts’ 
difficulty.

Grief at the Funeral. 

The funerals of Carnot, Lesseps, Felix 
Faye, Gambetta, and Victor Hugo failed 
to bear the marks of such genuine public 
sorrow and individual sympathy as was 
manifested today at the funeral of Mlle. 
Jane Henriot, the youngest and one of the 
most charming of the actresses of the ThéAtre 
Francais, and the sole victim of Thursday’s 
fire. At 10 o'clock the little house, or rather 
cottage, in which Mlle. Henriot lived was 
transformed into a chapel of white. The 
furniture was draped in white crépe, while 
in a white coffin, resting on‘a white table. 
was the body, covered by a white shroud, 
from which protruded a lock of blonde hair 
that had been -unaccountably spared by the 
fire. There was a profusion of whité flowers, 
so many that the little cottage’ in Rue 
Pergolese could scarcely hold them. 

The funeral service at noon at the 
Church of St. Honoré D’Eylau, in the Place 
Victor Hugo, was attended by the most

Fire System at Fault. 

Meanwhile there are widefelt and spread- 
ing indications of the extraordinary inade- 
quacy of official authorities to cope with 
fires.

BIG DEMAND FOR THE LOAN. 


British Investors Anxious to Get Part 
of the Bond Issue of $150,000,- 
000 for War Purposes. |

THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

LONDON, March 10.—Applications to the 
Bank of England for the war loan of $150,- 
000,000 at 2% per cent, redeemable in ten 
years, began with the openeing of the bank's 
doors this morning, increasing to a rush 
later on, owing to the Saturday early 
closing. 

Under the arrangement for paying the in- 
stallments the government will disburse one 
before the other is received, but the fact that 
the government is selling largely instead or 
buying consols must keep high-class se- 
curities for some time at a relatively low 
level. 

The general effect on the stock market 
was good, although the pressure for money 
for next week’s settlement may cause the 
selling of securities. There is a confident 


1 feeling that the worst of the war is over. 


Free buying is expected soon. Consols 
eased % for money and account. Foreign 
government securities are unchanged, ex- 
cept a rise of % for Spanish. Home rails 
were fractionally better, the emotional con- 
dition of the public mind finding an echo on 
’Change. 

New York, March 10.—Great Britain’s big 
war loan will be many times oversubscribed. 
It is expected now one-half the total amount 
of thé loan will be subscribed in this country. 
It is not expected, however, that anything 
like that amount of allotments will be re- 
ceived in this country. It is said to be the 
intention of the Bank of England to dis- 
tribute the bonds as far as possible among 
the English people, both at home and in the 
colonies. The loan will be more than taken 
in Lombard street. 

Subscriptions up to the close of business 
today had aggregated $50,000,000 in this city; 
that amount had been accounted for by J. P. 
Morgan & Co. Many subscriptions were 
from patriotic Englishmen outside of the 
city. Many of them came from Boston, Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia, and other Eastern 
cities. It is expected that many of the local 
financial institutions will subscribe for the 
purpose of emphasizing the friendliness 
which they feel toward England in a busi- 
ness way. The finances of the two coun- 
tries were never more closely allied than at 
' the present time. | 

Foreign bankers and exchange authorities 
say that it is yet too early to talk about 
the possible effect upon foreign exchange 
market of American’ subscriptions to the 
British loan. Everything depends, they 
say, upon what proportion of the loan is 
allotted here, and the consensus of opinion 
seems to be that it will be comparatively 
small. But even should the allotment be 
£5,000,000 or more it is not believed it would 
have any perceptible effect upon the ex- 
change market aside from the stiffening of 
rates a little. 


POPE IS GRIEVED BY THE WAR. 


English-Speaking Clergy to Be Ordered 
to Exert All Their Influence 


Against Jingoism.

After celebrating mass'this morning the 
Pope prongunced a special prayer for peace 
and exhorted the attendant Cardinals and 
prelates to pray for the termination of the 
war, which he calls “a blot on civiliza- 
tion.” | 
The correspondent is informed that the 
‘Vatican will shortly issue a circular to the 
English-speaking clergy ordering them to 


exert all their !nfluence against jingoism.

Rhodes’ ambition is centered in the develop- 
ment of Rhodesia, which will be impossible 
unless Cape Colony be progressive. 
If the republics are annexed the 
disaffection in Cape Colony will become 
chronic and prosperity will be checked. If, 
on the other hand, he pronounces against it, 
and annexation becomes impossible, hé may 
regain the sympathy and support of the 
Cape Dutch, and thus recover all his former 
power in south Africa. 

Most significant, as indicating the ten- 
dency of Rhodes’ own feeling, is a letter 
from Bourchier Hawksley, his attorney, to 
the Chartergl company. Hawksley says: 

“‘A Minister who, at the conclusion of the 
war, could formulate the provisions of the 
conditions safeguarding sritish interests 
and yet preserve the republics and the meas- 
ure of independence for their peoples would, 
indeed, be worthy of the title ofsstatesman.”’ 
Hawksley further indicates that these are 
the views of Rhodes, whose public speeches 
indicate that he is in favor of the republics 
being allowed to keep their flags. 

If Rhodes were convinced that the Cape 
Dutch would again make him Prime Minis- 
ter he would, in the opinion of his friends 
here and at the Cape, come out against an- 
nexation instantly; but he does not Want to 
fall between two stools, and the Cape Dutch 
are slow to forget or forgive an injury. 


Rhodes and Colonel Kekewich at Outs. 
Singularly enough, little news is permitted 
to get through from Kimberley since the 
relief of that place, but strange rumors are 
leaking out from official sources here con- 
cerning the relations between Colonel Keke- 
wich and Cecil Rhodes during the siege. 
Not only had Colonel Kekewich to suppress 
Rhodes’ paper, the Kimberley Advertiser, 
for its violent criticisms of military opera- 
tions, but it is stated that three weeks be- 
fore the relief of Kimberley he threatened 
to place Rhodes under arrest if he per- 
sisted in disregarding the military regula- 
tions. Rhodes endeavored to intimidate 
Kekewich into taking a secondary position 
to the commander of the diamond fields’ 
irregular forces. The relations between 
Rhodes and Kekewich from the outset were 
strained, while during the closing month 
1 of the siege they became positively hostile. 
Rhodes’ frame of mind is illustrated by 
his declaration that in event of future dis- 
turbances Kimberley would not trouble the 
Queen’s forces, but would take care of itself; 
and by his further defiance in erecting an 
explosive factory close to Kimberley, though 
a magistrate had, under the advice of Sir 
Arthur Milner, refused him a license to do

Queen Victoria Dominates the Situation 

Queen Victoria has suddenly dominated 
the whole situation by an amazing display 
of octogenarian energy. The reaction from 
the terrible depression into which the Queen 
was plunged by the British disasters in south 
Africa is only another phase of nervous ex- 
citability, and is believed by the doctors to 
be attended with great risk in one so aged. 
I saw her at close quarters four times in the 
last two days, and was struck more forcibly 
each time by her inanimate attitude and en- 
tire absence of life in the venerable Queen's 
demeanor. Indeed, but for her face, flushed 
with excitement, the nipping air, the dim, 
appealing look in her eyes, and the occa- 
sional almost automatic moving of her head, 
there was no evidence the Queen was con- 
sciously responding to the stirring greetings 
of her enthusiastic subjects. 

But behind this there is her mental activ- 
ity. The plan of giving the Irish soldiers 
permission ‘to wear the shamrock and of 
visiting Ireland, I am assured on the highest 
authority, was the Queen’s own idea. In 
fact, some opposition was raised by the War 
office to the shamrock idea, until the Queen

TO EXILE ALL BOER LEADERS. 


Great Britain Will Send Them as Fast 
as Captured to St. Helena to 
Prevent Rescue,

LONDON, March 10.—The determination 
to exile General Cronje and the other Boer 
officers to St. Helena could have been no sur- 
prise, as a cable dispatch on Nov. 25 an- 
nounced that the British government had 
then decided to send Boer notables to Na- 
poleon’s island prison. 

The Ministers are afraid that if the Boer 
leaders should be detained at the Cape the 
peninsula would be the center of possible 
disturbance and provocative of Dutch ef- 
forts at rescue. If Kruger, Steyn, and Jou- 
bert should be captured they also would be 
transported to St. Helena, pending a settle- 
ment with the republics. 

A violent jingo press campaign has been 
started to keep the imperialist fire burning 
after the Transvaal war. France is repre- 
sented as plotting to attack England after 
the exposition, and the English people are 
urged to keep on full war paint, in view of 
what is called ‘*‘ The coming peril in France.”’

More Earnest than Ornamental. 
The excitement of a jubilee has been lack- 
ing and the holiday rejoicing has been hasti- 
ly improvised, but it has been real and ear- 
nest. There has been homely revel and 
good-natured joy over the victory; and run- 
ning through it has been the solemn re- 
frain of the national anthem, sung at the 
street corners and in Hyde Park, and echo- 
ing until long after midnight through Pic- 
cadilly and the Strand. a 
Never during her reign has the Queen's 
English instinct been more subtle tham it 
has been this week.

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CUBA PARTY’S PLANS 


WORK OF ORGANIZING FEDERAL RE- 


PUBLICANS GOES ON. 


Platform Drafted After Letters Had 
Been Sent to Fifteen Hundred Peo- 
ple Inquiring Their Views as to 
Policies—Branches Now Under Way 
in Four of the Six Provinces, and 
Later a Convention for the Islands 
Is to Be Held. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE BY 
GEORGE F. HOOKER. | 

CIENFUEGOS, March 10.—A group of con- 
servative business and educated men lately 
formed here is negotiating with the local 
pranch of the Federal Republican party for 
the purpose of promoting satisfactory nom- 
inations for the municipal election in May. 

This party was proposed in the Veterans’ 
club of Santa Clara last October. A few 
members of the club‘took up the suggestion 
and sent 1,500 letters to individuals through- 
out the island asking their opinions as to 
what principles a national party should 
stand om. There were sixteen specified 
points. 

Several hundred replies were received, 
and thereupon a provisional platform was 
formulated and branches were organized 
throughout the province. A convention of 
about sevengy delegates from these branches 
met in December, and after modifications 
approved the platform, and permanent local 
organizations have been effected throughout 
the province. Another convention is soon 
to elect a permanent Provincial committee. 


Substance of Platform. 
The platform declares for these principles: 


First—A republic on the federal plan. 
Second—A system of treaties based on the idea 


_ of reciprocity, and having special regard for the 


natural markets of the island. , 
Third—Legal regulations governing the condi- 
tions of labor, especially as to women and chil- 


dren. 
Fourth—The separation of church and state, 


guaranteeing religious liberty. 

The platform declares that the party will 
endeavor by peaceful means to hasten the 
time when a proper Cuban government shall 
be recognized as one of the political divisions 
of the earth. A joint resolution of April, 
1898, is also referred to as defining the pres- 
ent intentions of the United States. — 

A branch of this party has already been 
formed in Matanzas Province and branches 
are forming in Havana and Pinar del Rio 
Provinces. The platform, as quoted from, 
has been accepted provisionally by these 
branches and an effort will be made to or- 
ganize in the other two previnces before the 
May elections. 

For a National Party. 

After branches are organized through all 
the six provinces it is proposed to hold a 
convention for the whole island. 

The party is intended as a preliminary to 
e national party, but will have tickets in .he 
field for the May elections, 

The party will include many Cuban sol- 
diers, and now seems likely to also contain 
a good many conservatives, including the 
members of the old autonomist party. 

There have been many attempts durirg 
the last year to ferm political parties, but 
outside of Havana, where the so-called Na- 
tional party has been in existence with a 
platform that is entirely general in char- 
acter, there is ngthing worthy the name of 
a party except the Federal Republican, and 
even that is still in a primitive state,

HAVANA, March 10.—Secretary Root, ac-

‘ACTS ON THE MEAT BILL. 


WREICHSTAG ADOPTS PARAGRAPHS 3 
TO T WITHOUT DEBATE. 


Social Democrats Desire to Retain 
Provision te Examine Pigs After 
Slaughter, but it Is Eliminated— 
Count von Posadowsky-Wehner 
Charged with Throwing Mud at 
United States — Protest Meetings 
Against the Measure Continue. 


BERLIN, March 10.—[{Copyright by the 
Associated Press.]—The Reichstag today 
adopted paragraphs 3 to 7 of the meat bill, 

“ without debate. 

After a somewhat heated debate, started 
by the Social Democrats, who desired to re- 
‘tain paragraph 8 as originally drafted by 

‘the government, providing for the examina- 
tion of pigs after\slaughter, with the view of 
ascertaining whether they are trichinous, 
the Reichstag adopted the committee’s rec- 

-ommendation, by 165 to 66 votes, to eliminate 
this paragraph. 

The action of the Reichstag yesterday 
evening regarding the meat bill was eagerly 
commented upon. The deciarations of Printc 
Hohenlohe and Count von Posadowsky- 
Wehner had the effect of discomfiting the 
Agrarians. Some of the papers hitherto 
strongly in favor of the committee report, 
like the Neuste Nachrichten, now say they 
are unable to call the Reichstag’s action 
wise. The National Zeitung rakes Count 
von Posadowsky~Wehner over the coals be- 
cause of his “ shilly-shallying with the 
Agrarians”’ instead of firmly declaring the 
government’s intentions. It continues: 

4* Count von Posadowsky-Wehner’s abus- 
- ing of those who endeavor to reéstablish the 
government bill and his defense of the 
Agrarians’ insatiable greed is cha racteristic. 
Count von Posadowsky-Wehner on all im- 
‘portant occasions returns to his first love, 
the Agrarians, and seldom misses the oppor- 
tunity to throw mud on the United States. 
The statistics Count von Posadowsky- 
Wehner uses to prove the Americans have hy 
far the largest interest in preserving cordial 
commercial relations with Germany are un- 

trustworthy.” 

Protest Meetings Continue. 
Protest meetings against the meat bill con- 
tinue. The Berlin Chamber of Commerce 
has called a meeting for temorrow at which 
representatives of all German industry and 
commerce will be present. 

Prince von Hohenlohe declares the Bund- 
esrath is willing to accept the law excluding 
sausages and canned meats except where 
the Bundesrath specially permits their im- 
portation, relinquishing the paragraph about 
domestic slaughtering, but will not accept 
the fixing of a date for the total exclusion 
of fresh meats. Prince Hohenlohe also said 
the Pope had actually expressed a wish that 
the Center should not create difficulties for 
the German government in connection with 
the fieet bill. 

Affects Naval Bill. 


To a-certain extent the naval bill depends 
upon the issue of the meat bill. The Bundes- 
rath will hold an extra session Monday to 
consider the question of raising the cost of 
the fleet increase. Herr Eugene Richter’s 
Friesinnige-Zeitung demonstrates by official 
statistics that the receipts of the empire are 
steadily declining, and that for 1899 the Ger- 
man states furnished eight million marks to 
the empire to reéstablish the equilibrium. 
Herr Richter argues therewith that the 
whole of the government's calculations 
about the*naval bill expenses are erroneous 
and that the costs for the fleet must be raised 
by taxes, 

It is semi-officially given out by the Im- 
periaP Department of the Interior that the 
preparatory work for the projected commer- 
cial treaties is far advanced. All the negoti- 
ations with each country start out from the 
German general tariff figure, as is the case 
with Austrian cereals and Russian cereals, 
but as the negotiations progress the most 
important articles are singled out as the 
main objects. 


Reassuring to Americans. 

~ From inside information it may be said 
that the imperial government will never ac- 
cept paragraph 14 of the meat bill. There- 
fore it is not considered that the commercial 
treaty negotiations with the United States 
are endangered by yesterday evening’s vote. 
There is no occasion for Americans to get 
excited. 

A protest meeting against the department 
store bill, at which 10,000 people were pres- 
ent, took place here last night, and there 
have been similar meetings elsewhere. 

Commander William H. Beehler, the Unit- 
ed States naval attaché, has acquired an ex- 
ceptionally favored position here for the 
following reason: Commander Beehler was 
permitted to visit the Krupps establishment 
and everything was explained to him. The 
Emperor afterwards jocularly said: 

“If I had been Krupp I would have fired 
: 

Since then a traitor in Essen wrote to 
Beehler offering to sell him, and through 
him to the United States, several of the se- 
cret Krupp processes. Seehler sent the let- 
ter to the Krupps and the man who wrote it 
has since been arrested for breach of con- 
fidence, but the United States naval attaché 
now enjoys the full confidence of offic 
circles. 


HITS AT AMERICAN PRODUCERS. 


Paris Times Calls Attention to Alleged 
_ Forging of Trademarks in the 


PARIS, March 10.—The Temps today pub- 
lishes an article calling attention to the 
fraudulent imitation of foreign products 
and the alleged forging of trademarks 
which it is said is now being practiced in 
the United States. It urges united action 
on the part of French producers and the 
prosecution of the offenders, even carrying 
the proceedings, if necessary, to the Su- 
preme Court. It says: 

“Certainly America’s high protectionist 
tariff greatly hinders our export trade, and 
reprisals are out of the question, because 
we send to America more than they send us. 
The reciprocity treaty awaiting ratification 
will undoubtedly afford some relief, but even 
free trade will only partly remedy the evil, 
for how can we hope to sell our products 
in a country where we allow the manufac- 
‘ture of inferior imitations which are sold 
under our name and as coming from us? 

“ There lies the formidable evil, to which

The “I told you so”’ and *“‘ what did I tell 
you” fight followers have been conspicuous 
by their absence around town since 
“Terry” McGovern laid away Oscar Gard- 
mer. The above phrases are popular with a 
large number of the sporting element, and 
the latter are always in evidence after a 
fight between high class men with the above 
remarks, provided, of course, they told you 
go before the fight. The phrases, it ap- 

ars, have become ‘“‘Cchestnuty’’ so far as

declared the winner. It was therefore not 
a question as to whether McGovern or Gard- 
ner would win last Friday night with the “‘ I 
told you sos,”’ as that was considered a fore- 
gone conclusion.

It was even betting in New York that 
Oscar would be doing business with

ern’s bombardment for: that number of 
rounds that thousands of dollars changed 
hands on that proposition. Oscar’s man- 
ager, Paddy Sullivan, considered it the soft- 
est thing that was ever handed to him, and 

‘go positive was he that his protégé would be 

exchanging blows with the only “ Terry ”’ 
after the sixth round that he wired L. M. 
Houseman to bet $2,000 or any part of it on 
the six-round proposition. | 

Fortunately for Sullivan none of the 
money was placed. Not because McGov- 
ern’s local admirers lost faith in his ability 
to lay Oscar on the shelf in short order, but 
they were fearful that “‘ something might be 
doing.” To be more explicit, those that 
were willing to bet thought McGovern might 
permit Gardner to stay a certain number of 
rounds just to win the outside wagers. 

I do not wish to infer that either McGov- 
ern or his manager, Tommy Harris, would 
be a party to anything: pertaining to a 
scheme of that kind, but it’s always best to 
be on the safe side, especially when one is 
not within speaking distance of the betting 
proposition. 

But to the fight proper. McGovern, by his 
decisive victory, has proved himself to be 
the fistic marvel of the age. Never before 
in pugilistic history has such a wonderful 
fighter been known as ‘“ Terry.’’ He isa 
fighting machine pure and simple, which his 
record during the last five months has 

In Gardner he tackled a fighter 
molded along the same lines as himself— 
short in statue, sturdily built, a hard hitter, 
the same crouching position, game to the 
core, a glutton for punishment, and withal 
a veteran at the game. ) 

Students of pugilism figured that in Gard- 
ner McGovern would meet a man who could 


hit as hard as “ Terry,’’ ane. that would be 


more than willing to stand toe to toe and 
exchange blow for blow. Furthermore, he 
was considered more scientific than Mc- 
Govern, and if the latter succeeded in putting 
him on the floor for the unfortunate count 
of ten, then he really must be considered 3 
wonder.

Records for the dashes, quarters, halves, 
miles, hurdles, and other events are reported 
from day to day from the different schools,

work is needed. It is altogether likely the . 


mafvelous performances can be attributed 
to inaccurate measurements of the tracks 
and inexperienced timers, or a combination 
of the two. 

The indoor tracks at most of the Western 
gchouls are not much to brag about. The 
turns are sharp, requiring‘the runner to 

moderate his speed if he desires to make 
them and continue on his feet, which is 
essential in running. Many of them are of 
approximated distances and serve the pur- 
pose only of furnishing practice for the run- 
ners. The time may serve as something of 
a criterion of the runners, but it seems rather 
ridiculous to christen any performance on 
one of these makeshift speedways as a rec- 
ord, no matter how fast it may be. 

At this seaSon of the year the track 
athletic trainers generally try to out- 
Ananias Ananias when it comes to an- 
nouncing the times actually made by their 
charges in interclass field days and the meets 
held in the home gymnasium preparatory to 
big contests. It is customary to load the 
results given out for publication, but it 
seems this year some of the men have been 
80 exceedingly good in their work that the 
trainers and coaches were forced to give 
out the records broken. 

Last year the University of Illinois sent 
out-a set of summaries for one Ofgits indoor

} door Track Meets. 

High school athletes all over Cook County 
are displaying more energy and interest in 
their preparatory work this year than ever 
before. In the dual meets which have been 
held already the contestants. have displayed 
excellent form, and promise tg make the 
records go in the coming spring contests, 
There will be many chances for the ambi- 
tious schoolboys to distinguish themse!ves 
this spring.

Northwestern Athletic Association

For a time the 
contpany threatened suit, but as the supplies 
were bought in the name of the association, which 
is not incorporated, this fell through. The com- 
pony has now given the bill to the hands of a 

‘hicago -alumnur, who has induced the associa- 
tion to hold the concert to get out of trouble. An 
effort will be made to clear enough to settle not 
only that claim, but several others made during 
the same year.

BOXING BOUTS AT PARIS FAIR, 


Contests Will Be According to French 
and English Rales. 

PARIS, Feb. 20.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.J]—La boxe et la lutte constitute one 
of the sections in the long list of athletic 
sports scheduled for Paris for. the coming 
season. That is to say, boxing and wrestling 
are to receive scientific attention at the 
hands of the commission appointed to ar- 
range and control the program of this branch 
of spectacular athletics. 

The French are commonly supposed by 
their critics across the sea and beyond the 
boundaries of their own republic to be 
adepts only in. the use of the foils, or in 
directing balloons, but they are thereby woe- 
fully misjudged. The more herculean pas- 
time, wrestling, is now taking much of their 
time and gesticulation, while as for box- 
ing, ever since Charlemont “ kicked out ”’ 
Driscoll they are more than ever impas- 
sioned with the idea of glove encounters. 

For those who may be entirely unacquaint- 
ed with the subject of boxing as practiced 
by the French, it will be necessary to ex- 
plain that in French boxing the use of both 
the hands and feet is allowed. There are 
rules and rules regulating the French sivle 
of contest, just as there are rules for the 


D 


English, or American, Marquis of Queens- 
berry setto, but the chief difference between 
the two styles lies in the principal fact the 
French use their gloves and their shoes with 
equal freedom. In fact, in the French 
method, the dexterity with which the com- 
batants’ feet are employed constitutes the 
essential feature. 
Cleverness in French Boxing. 

‘Clever work,’ French style, means abil- 
ity to land on your opponent, not with won- 
derful arm sparring, but with a quick and 
powerful movement of the feet. The prac- 
ticed French boxer aims at his adversary 
with his right or left foot in an attempt to 
reach him at any point from the latter's 
shins to his eyebrows. The “coup” in a 
French contest which invariably brings 
rounds of applause is that in which one of 
the boxers gets past the other’s guard and 
taps him with the ball of his foot, either 
gently or like a load of brick, in the face. 
Such acrobatic high kicking as that is not 
learned in a minute. It requires long train- 
ing. 
The French indulge in boxing not for the 
purpose of cultivating and encouraging con- 
tests between professionals to a finish but 
for its physical education, and from the 
standpoint of the need of knowing the “‘ man- 
ly art’’ in its most useful form. If, for ex- 
ample, two Frenchmen by chance become 
transported by the frenzy of their dispute to 
the point of blows—a circumstance which, 
to the credit of the French, is comparatively 
rare, but which isamply compensated by the 
exquisite gutter language which flows and 
furls. about the scene—they aim to maim 
each other by a well-directed kick. Warn- 
ing—if you have a quarrel with a native in 
one of the dark streets of Paris, look out for

- listen every day to cabmen or other demo- 


cratic specimens of the commonwealth 
‘‘jaw ’’ one another in the most extravagant 
terms and amid gesticulations that to the 
uninitiated ‘‘ promise well,’’ only to be dis- 
gusted at the end of ten minutes to observe 
that they are not going to fight after all. 
When the ufexpected happens, and that can 
only happen when the cabmen happen to be 
on the ground instead of on their boxes, as 
they would not descend for the purpose, 
they go at each other with their feet like 
two kangaroos. Thus it is not difficult to 
comprehend the reason why French boxing 
is done largely with the feet. ; 
Prizes for All Classes. 


This year in Paris there is to bea big pro- 
gram of boxing, and it will comprise both 
the French and the English styles. It must 
be understood that English boxing [la boxe 
anglaise] is far from being unknown in 
Paris. On the contrary, it is well known 
and adhered to even by a great many 
Frenchmen. And, to all appearances, in a 
spirit of perfect impartiality, the commit- 
tee has given opportunity for just as much 
English boxing as for French boxing. 

The classifications are: Poids lourds 
[heavyweights], poids moyens [middle- 
weights], and poids légers [ lightweights], 
both for professionals and amateurs, in the 
boxe anglaise. In the boxe francaise there 
are ohly two classes, heavyweights and 
lightweights. There are three prizes in 
each category—5,000, 2,500, and 1,000 francs. 

A world’s championship is offered in each 
class, the prize for which is 25,000 francs. 
The same inducements are held out for the 
French boxing, open “to professors and 
professionals,”’ in the professionals’ class. 

Then the chief feature of the whole affair, 
if it can be brought about, is to bea big con- 
cluding and convincing contest between the 
champion of English boxing and the cham- 
ion of French boxing in each category. 
Just how a lightweight, for example, is go- 
ing to be matched against a heavy middle- 
weight has not yet been explained, but,“ tout 
s'arrange,”’ and if the principals agree sure- 
ly the public will be willing to stretch a 
point in rules without prejudice to anybody's

ANCESTRY OF $187,500 FLYING FOX. 


He Combines All the Strains of Blood 
Now Most Relied Upon. 


The enormous price of $187,500 realized for Fly- 
ing Fox was pald not so much on account of his 
performances as because he combines in ‘a single 
individual who has shown superlative merit ‘as 
a race horse all the strains of blood now relied 
upon to produce winners. A short review of his 
ancestry shows his value from a breeder's point 
of view. Orme, hfs sire, was the champion 2-year- 
old of 1891. At that age he won four great stakes 
and was only once defeated. This was in the 
seven-furlong Lancashire Plate, an all-aged race 
worth $50,000, for which,. when carrying 110 
pounds, he was beaten half a length by the fiving 
4-year-old Lignorina with 139 pounds in the sad- 
dle. This was in heavy going, as the time 1:34:08 
shows, and to this his defeat was attributed. He 
was one of the hottest winter favorites ever known 
for the Guineas and Derby, but on the eve of the 
former was taken suddenly ill, some say from 
poison. Anyhow, but for the exertions of Pro- 
Loeffier, the American veterinarian, who 
received a check for $5,000 for his services, he 
, would have died. In consequence of this mishap 

Orme could not start for the Derby. but had all 
been well he would have certainly won, for his 
Stable companion, La Flecke, to whom he was 
much superior, finished second. 

Orme’s sire was Ormonde, who, as is well known, 
won the Derby and was never beaten. Unlike 
Flying Fox, who has never met a good horse, 
Urmonde beat champions of all ages as though 
they had been selling platers, so well earned his 
title of the~ horse of the century. In his frst 
season, from a limited number of high class 
mares, he produced, besides Orme, the great 
racers and sires, Goldfinch, Bertman, St. Anthony, 
and Sorcerer. Unfortunately, though perfect in 
every other respect, like Prince Charlie, the cham- 
pion sprinter of the age, he was touched in hig 
wind. In consequence the Duke accepted a tempt- 
ing offer for him before his produce had showed 
their excellence. The buyer took him to the 
Argentine Republic, and later, when Orme showed 
his quality, resold him to Dr. Rowe, the agent 
of . FS * MacDonough, a rich Californian, for 
$150, 000. The horse was then shipped back to 
England and thence to California, but either ex- 
tended travel or bad treatment in Buenos Ayres 
ruined him, for he has never repaid his importer 
for his bluck and enterprise. 

Ben d’Or, sire of Ormonde, was also the Derby 
winner of his year. In the Leger, over a longer 
distance, he failed to beat Robert the Devil. who 
had raced him to a head in the Epsom race. But 
over the Derby course Ben d'Or was invincible, 
for as a 4-year-old he beat Foxhall. then a 3-year- 
old, over the last mile and a quarter of it, when 
conceding him thirty-five ‘pounds, and a month 
later on this, his favorite course, again beat Rob- 
ert the Devil a head. The same year he sired 
Ormonde Ben d'Or was credited with Kendal. 
whose dam was bred on similar lines to the cham- 
pion’'s. As a race horse Kendal played second 
fiddle to his relative, but at the stud he has sur- 
passed him, for he sired the Derby winner Galtec 
More, who was sold at the end of his 83-year-old 
career for $100,000 to the Russian government. 

Doncaster, the sire of Ben d'Or, was bred by 
Sir Satton Sykes at the famous Sledmere pad- 
docks in Yorkshire. He was a magnificent year- 
ling and he was sent into the sales ring at Don- 
caster on the morning of the Leger of 1871. 
His breeder named him All Heart and No Peel. 
There is a superstition among English owners 
that no horse with an unappropriate name can 
win the Derby, so no sooner had Mr. Merry, a 
rich Scotch ironmaster. beeome his owner for 
£4,750 than he rechristened him. Doncaster was 
one of the last of the get of the famous Stock- 
well, justly entitled the Emperor of Sires. As 
a 2-year-old he was big and awkward, but, as 
was always Mr. merry 6 custom, he was given 
plenty of time to develop. So his owner was not 
discouraged when he finished in the ruck behind 
Gang Forwards for the Two Thousand. On the 
contrary, he backed him heavily at prices ranging 
from 40 to 50 to 1 for the more important race. 
His constancy was rewarded, for Doncaster won 
easily, but the winnings all went ten days later, 
when Boiard defeated him for the Grand Prix de 
Paris. In the &t. Leger he was beaten into sec- 
ond place by Mr. Merry’s second string. Marie 
Stuart. This his owner warned the public might 
happen, though, like a true sportsman, he allowed 
both to run on their merits, and gave the mount 


Yon the colt to his premier jockey, who had ridden 


him in the Derby. As a 44-year-old Doncaster 
again met Boiard, this time in the Ascot Cup. 
Again he suffered defeat, though only after a 
desperate finish. The following year, however, 
he succeeded in winning this coveted trophy. 

Age and !ll health then determined Mr. Megry 
to retire from the turf, so.he sold Doncaster te 
his trainer, Robert Peck, for $50.000. Much con- 
jecture was indulged in as to how Peck would 
get rid of his white elephant. This was soon set 
at rest by the announcement that the Duke of 
Westminster, though:already middle-aged, had 
determined to go into breeding, and had purchased: 
Doncaster for $70,000 to head the atud he was 
forming at Eaton Hall in Cheshire. How luckily 
the purchase turned out the constant succession 
of great race horses this stud has sent out shows. 

To briefly carry Flying Fox's paternal pedigree 
back to the source from which most great race 
horses .spring: Stockwell was by the ron by 
Birdeatcher, a son of Sir Hercules, by Whale- 
bone, whose sire Waxy was the son of the best 
scion of Eclipse, the ay mages + | named Pot 8 os. 
It is hardly necessary to add that Eclipse was 
directly descended from the Darby Arabian, the 
line being as follows: The Darby Arabian, Bart- 
letts Childers, Squirt, Marske. Eclipse. 

On the dam's side all of the paternal ancestors 
of Flying Fox were highly connected. Orme's 
mother, ngelica, was a full sister to St. Simon, 
the greatest exponent of the Blacklock blood, and 
by many considered the greatest sire of the age. 
Ormonde’s dam was Lily Agnes. not only a great 
racer, but a lineal descendant of the famous Bird- 
catcher mare, Miss Agnes. The sire of Lily Agnes 
was also a Derby winner. Rouge Rose. the dam 
of Ben d'Or, was a daughter of the Derby winner 
Thormanly. and fponsequentiy full of Melbourne 
blood. Orlando, sire o 


Doncaster’s dam, was a 
Derby winner. Pocahontas, Stockwell's dam, was 
a daughter of Glencoe, one of the best sires ever 
imported to America. She was also the mother 
of Rataplan, King Tom, Knight of Kars, and 
Knight of the Crescent, all famous sires. 

Vampire, the dam of Flying Fox, was, like his 
sire, foaled in 1889. As a 2-year-old she was a 
fair rformer, winning two valuable stakes out 
of eight eseays. Her first race as a 3-year-old 
was a losing one, as, though a 1 to 8 favorite. she 
was beaten by Conrad, sire of the gray Pat Cle- 
burne and several other horses belonging to Chi- 
cago owners, and shortly dfterwards was retired. 
The sire of Vampire was Galopin, the grandsire 
or Orme, while her dam. Irony, was @ grand- 
daughter of Vedette, Galopin’s sire. This makes 
Flying Fox much inbred and renders it impossi- 
ble to cross him with St. Simon or Galopin mares. 
which ts the reason the Duke of Portland, whose 
matrons are all of the Blacklock strain, refrained 
from bidding for him.

HARNESS HORSE GOSSIP. 


TWO NOTABLE ADDITIONS TO THE 
‘RACING STRING OF GEO. WEST. 


Cutting, a Stallion Coming from 
Springfield, Ill., and Fanny Foley, 
Shipped from Cleveland, Now in the 
Chicago Stable—Decision by United 
States Court of Appeals Settles Lit- 
igretion Over Right to Manufacture 
Bicycle Sulkies. 


[BY H. T. WHITE.] 

Two notable additions to George West’s 
string of trotters for 1900 were made the 
other day, when Cutting and Fanny Foley 
reached the barn, the stallion coming from 
Springfield, Ill., while the mare had part of 
an express car to herself during the trip 
from Cleveland to Chicago. 

It is probable two such fast horses with 
such entirely different temperaments were 
never before in the same stable. Cutting is 
the personification of equine nonchalance 


and confidence, while Fanny Foley is next } 


door to hysterical in her actions. She is an 
attractive looking bay mare, rather long in 
the back for the wear and tear of a hard 
campaign, but both fore and hind quarters 
ere well made. “ She's good at both ends 
but weak in the middie,’’ was the terse but 
comprehensive criticism of a horseman who 
watched the mare as she moved nervously 
around the stall evading the man who want- 
ed to bridle her. 

This nervousness has always been Fanny 
Foley’s handicap, and it has defied the ef- 
forts of seyeral trainers who have had herin 
charge since she came out as a yearling and 
startled the horse world by stepping a half 
mile in 1:08. It was after this performance 
that Mr. Frank Rockefeller bought Fanny 
Foley. Gus Macey had her as a 3-year-old, 
but she wasted away in training so that 
when racing time came she was not fit to 
start. Last summer Doc ’’ Tanner, by dint 
of leaving the mare severeiy -alone, got her 
confidence to such an extent that she wenta 
mile in 2:12, but the general opinion of horse- 
men is that West has a hard task in front of 
him when the plan includes getting Fanny 
Foley ready to race at the big meetings 
where his stable will appear next summer. 

“ Still, you can't tell,’’ said West, when a 
friend suggested that Fanny Foley be given 
a dog for companion in her stall, it being 
well known that many nervous horses have 
been made far easier to train by having a 
dog or cat around ailthetime. ‘ It some- 
times takes a long time to get on the right 
eide of a horse that has been soured on hu- 
manity in general, but once they are satis- 
fied that nobody is going to abuse them, and 
that there is nothing to be afraid of, they 
come around in good shape. Now, there is 
Giles Noyes,”’ pointing to the 2:05% pacer as 
he stood on the barn floor while the attend- 
ant brushed him off. ‘‘ Giles used to be a 
crank. He thought everybody was against 
him, and he was ready to fight back if a 


Snove that looked like having him do some- 


thing out of the ordinary was made. But I 
finally convinced him that we were all his 
friends. He is an intelligent horse, and I 
soon learned that he would once in a while 
make a quick move when out jogging just to 


‘see if the driver would speak harshly to him. 
If he did it was all off with Giles for that day.

and be ready to sulk if any one came near 
him. Now, you see, he is bright and cheer-

4 Famous Case Ended. 


} A decision of great interest to horsemen 
‘was made the othér day by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals in the case of the 
Hickory Wheel company against W. S. 
Frazier & Co., the well-known sulky build- 
ers. The suit was brought to restrain 
Frazier & Co. from building pneumatic tire 
or “ bike ” sulkies, and the decision was ad- 
verse to the plaintiffs. 

This finally settles'a matter that has been 
fin litigation for six years, and the story is 
an interesting one, as showing how near one 
firm came to having a monopoly of the pneu- 
matic tire idea as applied to sulkies. 

When the “bike” sulky came out in 
1892, Sterling Elliott, well known in bicycle 
circles, laid claim to its invention and ap- 
‘plied for letters patent. They were refused 
and an appeal taken to the Examiner in 
Chief, who also decided adversely to EIli- 

‘ott’s claim. A further appeal to the Com- 


< missioner of Patents was had, and he, with- 


out giving any reasons therefor, directed 
that a patent should issue. This was done 
in March, 1893. Elliott assigned his patent 
to a corporation, which at once notified all 
sulky makers against infringement, threat- 
ening with: suit. all who put pneumatic tires 
on sulkies or use@ or sold _ sulkies so 
equipped unless the same were made by 
the Eastern corporation. Frazier & (Co. 
fought the matter single-handed, refusing a 
proposition of the Eastern corporation that 
@ royalty of $50 per sulky be paid, this sum 
of course being added to the price of each 
vehicle. 

The way in which the suit was beaten 
was unique. The plaintiff secured a lot of 
Zestimony from carriage and sulky makers, 
horsemen, and other people, all going to 
support its. claim to priority in the manu- 
facture of a bicycle sulky. The.defense was 
unable to refute this, so far as sulkies used 
by horses were concerned, but discovered in 
the nick of time that in 1891 a true bicycle 
sulky had been used all over the United 

States by a small boy who gave exhibitions 
at fairs and race meetings with a trotting 
dog named “* Doc.’’ This boy was the son 

* of M. P. Ketcham, a Canadian banker, who, 
after the dog had acquired some celebrity 
as a trotter, conceived the idea that the little 
two-wheel sulky or cart. used by his son 
would run much easier if fitted with bicycle 
wheels. He had such a vehicle constructed 
from his own directions, and it was intro- 
duced in evidence during the hearing of the 
case, it having been purchased by Frazier 
& Co. for a long price when they saw how 
valuable it would be tothem: The Canadian 
banker set his own figure on the vehicle, and 
it was a steep one. 

The case was first tried before Judge 
Grosscup, who declared the patent null and 

‘woid for the want of novelty and invention. 
An appeal was taken and the decision sus- 
tained. The court said, referring to the bi- 
cycle sulky as now made: “ It ts a bold ag- 
geregation of parts, old in the art, each part 
operating in the old and usual way, without 
any semblance of invention in the mechan- 
ical means by which a new or useful result 
is brought about. and even if the combina- 


tion were otherwise patentable the previous 
* gtate of the art shows it was not new to 


this patent. Pneumatic tires had been used 
€ 


| 


and fully developed. before in connection 
with bicycles as early as 1891.” 

The court also called attention to the 
fact that the advantages of pneumatic tires 
had been pointed out by Thompson, the 
English inventor, as early as 1845. 

Rich Men Raise Trotters. 

Coincident with the marked advance in the 
price of harness horses has come a decided 
boom in the breeding industry,.and there 
will be| more done in that line this season 
that during any year since 1893. 

The trouble with the breeding of harness 
horses, from a business standpoint, is that 
too many rich men go Into it for pleasure 
alone. If their experiment happens to 
make. money—which is seldom the case— 
they are. naturally gratified, but if it does 
not that fact never causes them to abandon 
the scheme. In the East such notably rich 
men as the Thayers and J. Malcolm Forbes 
of Boston, John Shults, the Bonners, J. W. 
Daly, James Butler, and General B. F. 
Tracy of New. York; Frank Jones of New 
Hampshire have long been prominent as 
breeders of trotters, and previous to their 
début the field was occupied by Charles 
Backman. A. B. Darling, and men of that 
stamp. In every State in the union north 
of the Ohio River the same condition of af- 
fairs prevails. In Michigan the late Sena- 
tor Stockbridge and 8S. A. Brown were 
pioneers, while now there is a coterie of 
rich Detroiters who dabble in horse breed- 
ing as an amusement. In Ohio C. F. 
Emery, the late W. J. Gordon, and George 
F. Ely have spent fortunes on breeding 
farms. but each one of the trio was rich 
before he thought af breeding a trotter. 

In Illinois are such examples as A. J. 
Caton and F. 8S. Gorton of Chicago, while 
through the State are half a dozen big es- 
tablishments devoted to the breeding of 
trotters, and each is owned by a rich man. 
In Wisconsin at one time United States 
Senator Mitchell, C! F. Bradley; Captain 
Fred Pabst, and the Uthlein brothers—all 
rich—had a horse farm apiece, and to their 
number should be added the late J. I. Case, 
the Racine millionaire, what at one time 
owned the ‘champion trotting stallion in 
Phallas. In the northern part of the State 
is the Tainter farm, with unlimited capi- 
tal behind it. All the way West to the Pa- 
cific slope will be found trotting horse farms, 
owned by rich men, culminating at the other 
end of the line In the 47,000-acre place of 
Marcus Daly, with the finest brand of trot- 
ting brood mares in the world, and the im- 
mense establishment of the late Senator 
Stanford at Menlo Park, Cal: 

It is because rich men go into the business 
for pleasure that the breeding of trotters is 
not a good business proposition for the man 
who has no capital that he can afford to 
lose. It is really a great thing for the trot- 
ting interests that this is so, because were 
there not plenty of men willing to spend 
fortunes every year, as about 100 prominent 
breeders do, knowing that there will be no 
profit, there would be far fewer trotters 
and pacers. The great and continuing vital- 
ityiof the trotting horse sport is thatit fs not 
a money-maker—that it is a rich man’s 
game. The breedefs do not make money, 
nor do the tracks. A magnificent plant like 
that at Detroit, New York City, or Hart- 
ford, is built and maintained by men who 
know perfectly well that no dividends will be 
paid from one week's trotting every year. 
The betting feature of trotting meetings is 
a small affair, and as for the horses there is 
not one in twenty of the trotters and pacers 
raced each season whose winnings will pay 
trainers’ bills, entrance fees, and traveling 
expenses. | 

Beginning with the Morgan horse of New 
England, the American trotter has steadily. 
grown in popularity. Eulogized by Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, indorsed by Beecher, Tal- 
mage, and hosts of clergymen who love to 
drive something that can ‘step a little,” 
the trotter has never lacked friends in this 
country, and of late years he has so com- 
mended himself to Europeans that today in 
Austria, Frarice, and Italy he is in high fa- 
vor, and the exportation account of the 
trotter is growing every year. 


Did Not Want to Trot. 


“He ought to have plenty of bad temper 
on tap,”’ said a man who was shown 2 trot- 
ting prospect whose pedigree combined in 
the first generation the blood of Robert Mc- 
Gregor and that of Nutwood. 

** Well, he can take care of himself,”” was 
the reply of the barn boss, ‘ but I don’t 
know as the combination he carries beats 
the Axtell—Nutwood cross. 

It is true that the Nutwood cross in a pedl- 
gree is looked upon by the average horse- 
man as a good thing to have—in the female 
line—so far as the production of speed is 
concerned, but it is also looked upon as like- 
ly to carry a temper that will bear watching, 
as it not infrequently crops out ina sulki- . 
ness which breeds a fight between horse and 
driver. The Axtell strain also has a repu- 
tation in the same line, and this is perhaps 
due to the fact that one of the first of the 
get of Axtell to trot fast developed into such 
a savage that he was too dangerous to have 
in a training stable. He was sent toa Ken- 
tucky specialist in such matters and died 
while at his place, sothat whether or not his 
reported reformation would have been per- 
manent will never be known. se 

This horse was Axle. He was a big, lusty 


yearling, and showed such a good way of 


going that the owners of Axtell took an in- 
terest in having him givem every chance.) 
Even as a yearling Axle was an intelligent 
colt, and one of the’ first things he learned. 
was that a lusty colt was stronger than a 
man. From that day he began to boss. 
things. In his 2-year-old form he had speed 
enough to trot in 2:20, but he would exhibit 
it only when it suited him to doso, and he 
was liable tosulkatany moment and refuse 
to try to beat his opponent. When 4 years. 
old he took a record of 2:15% and showed 
about as fast as any trotter, but all thetime 
he became worse in temper until finally he 
was ready to killanybody within reach. 

In the summer 1898 W. W. Byington, 
who has been prominent among Chicago 
trainers for a dozen years, had on his hands 
a 3-year-old filly by Axtell, dam by Nut- 
wood. The combination for a cranky colt, 
was there, and when Byington put the filly 
in training it began to work. She could not 
trot as good as a four-minute gait, and no 
attempt at anything beyond jogging was 
made. But even this did not suit the filly, 
and when’ clucked at she would stop as if 
shot instead of going a little faster, and 
when the cluck was repeated she generally 
made fdr the fence and staidthere. Finally 
Mr. Byington concluded that the time to see 
whether he or the Axtell filly was boss had. 
arrived, and so he hitched her to a break 
cart, took along a stout whalebone whip, 
and began operations. The usual program, 
was followed until the filly stopped and 
threatened to kick. At that point the whip 
fell. She kicked and bucked and did sev- 
eral other things, but the whipping contin- 


when that point was reached she strucka 
three-minute gait. This was an improve- 
ment of 25 per cent from what she had pre- 
viously shown and so impressed the driver 
that he went at once to his training barn, 
hitched the filly to a *‘ bike ’’ cart, and went 
on the track with her. She immediately 
marched an eighth in :19%, thus showing 
better than a 2:40 gait the first time she tried 

o be decent. From that time on the Axtell 

lly behaved like a lady, and last year, with 
only five workouts to sulky, trotted a mile 
in 2:164%, and could certainly have gone the 
distance in 2:15'or better. 

Charlie Green, a driver well known in the 
East, had a good deal the same experience 
with a mare called Lucille’s Baby, she being 
so named because her dam was the trotter 
Lucille Golddust, 2:164%4. Lucille’s Baby wag 
sired by Princeps, a popular horse in those 
days on account of the speed that his daugh- 
ter, Trinket, was showing, but there was a 
good deal of “gimp” in his family, and 
crossed with the nervous Golddust blood in 
Lucille Golddust the result was a stubborn. 
filly that was determined not totrot. Green 
fooled a whole year with her, but four min- 
utes was her speed. One day he gave the 
mare a first-class licking and she struck a 
2:30 gait on the way home. The lesson was 
learned, and the following season Lucille’s 
Baby took a record of 2:20% to high-wheel 
sulky. |

ARE LOSING THEIR HOLD. i 

Recent Tendency of the Game Is To- 
wards Placing the Men Who Play 
for Money in the Background—Their 
Passing Under Present Conditions 
Seems Only, a Question of Time— 
Danger to the Sport on These

It is barely possible the measures taken by 
billiard men everywhere in the United States 
to foster the interest of the amateur are

Because no one can paint like Raphael, do 
not the people yet enjoy the work of his in- 
feriors?’”’ And we say: ‘* The cases are not 
parallel, because when excellence in sport.

Reference is here made to the fact that as 
the amateur waxes the professional wanes. 
Men who make their living by playing bil- 
liards have all along helped the movement 
looking to the exaltation of the amateur, 
and for their services, so far from receiving 
any reward, have not been accorded a word 
of praise. 

The amateur says, “‘ Of course, the profes- 
sional wants to make more players, because 
then at his exhibitions there will bea greater 
attendance, and also billiard teachers wiii 
haye the more pupils.’’ But in most cases 
the rising amateur has a supreme contempt 
for a professional billiardist, calling him a 
‘shark ’’ and hoping that such a disgraceto 
the ‘“‘ gentleman's game’”’ will die a quick 


and untimely death. 


Dr. Ranney, in his recent summing up of 
the class A tourney won by. Foss, suggests 
the figures and tries to make people believe 
that the best amateur of today is a better 
billlardist than such men as Joseph Dion, 
William Sexton, and Maurice’ Daly ten years 
ago at fourteen-inch balk line. It was when 
thoroughly outclassed by Schaefer and 
Slosson that these players, unfamiliar with 
the technique of a then new game, averaged 
nearly as much as the best amateur’s present 
record. Dr. Ranney forgot to state that 
Slosson’s grand average inthe sametourney 
(1885), the first ever held at fourteen-inch, 
was 18% and that hishigh run was 149. 

Today the writer asked Frank Keeney and 
Byron Stark how Maurice Daly could play 
them at the fourteen-inch line, and the an- | 
swer was: “ Beat us away off without a 
day’s practice, and if in play two weeks 
make Foss look like a deuce.” 

Now G. F. Slosson plays all amateurs up 


' to Foss’ class 200 points up and takes cushion 


caroms for his, while the opponent plays 
fourteen-inch balk line. And yet there are 
many good judges willing to back Maurice 
Daly against Slosson should the pair meet 
at cushion caroms. This ought to be line 
enough on the fourteen-inch balk line as 
between Daly and the best amateur. 

Some of the amateur records look better 
than they are, because in the room tourna- 
ment the players practiced on the same table 
on which the contests took place, the tem- 
perature was equable, and the ivory the 
lightest ever seen. 

The two Eastern ex-champions both be- 
ing thrifty roomkeepers, grab arich amateur 
by the hand.the minute he shows up, lead 
him to the practice table, give him the best 
ivory in the house, charge him nothing for 
billiards, and possibly treat him to a dinner 
at Delmonico’s. Slosson and Daly are get- 
ting old and rightly wish to feather the nest 
for the young bird. But they show no con- 
sideration for the future of billiards by ignor- 
ing professionals. 

In the West were it not for the Chicago 
billiard *‘ academy,”’ the best “ shortstops’”’ 
would be forced away from billiards to make 
a living, and now comes to light a new 
phase of killing the professional. As a 
teacher of billiards at the C. A. A., L. W. 
Perkins made a good livelihood. His charge 
for a lesson was $2. Somebody discovered 
that Perkins sometimes made $10 or more 
some days in the winter. It is understood 

he Perkins quit the C, A. A. because of the 
order that he must give lessons at 75 cents 
each. To the average billlard student over 
40 years of age knowledge of the game is 
hard to gain, and the teacher works as hard 
as if sawing wood. 

It is said that the C. A. A., like other ath- 
letic clubs, has followed the example of 
members getting cheap billiard lessons set 
by the Metropolitan club of New York. This 
is the home of the big millionaires, and when 
Edward McLaughlin about one year ago ac- 
cepted charge of the billiard-room, Slosson 
“If I hadn't the business I have I 
would be glad of the job.’’ The ‘‘ Student ’”’ 
then figured out that if McLaughlin hap- 
pened to show some man a shot by making 
which he could beat a friend out of a can- 
vas back duck dinner that the teacher might 
receive anything from a “V'’ to a “ cen- 
tury ’’ on the spot, and possibly’ be given a 
‘Block of gas stock that would make him 
rich. McLaughlin lasted four days and 
quit, saying: “It’s too tough for me,” but 
hot explaining his action. 

Henry Behrends, a Connecticut profession- 
al, took McLaughlin’s place and heldit fora 
year, when by ill health he was forced to re- 
sign to Morningstar. 

Behrends’ story is as follows: “ Yes, I 
was treated well, and got $100 per month for 
seven hours’ work. But I couldn’t stand it. 
You see, from 11 a. m. to 1 p. m. I was ex- 
pected to play billiards with whosoever 
chanced in, and in the afternoon forhours 
I was. made to give lessons constantly—that 
is, as S500n as one man had worked me twen- 
ty minutes another wouldbe ready. It seems 
that the chairman of the Billlard committee 
saw a@ way to get pay for the billiard tables 
and told the members that it would cost 
them nothing for lessons. And it didn’t, 
for, barring a $20 Christmas present, I sel- 
dom got a tip. Then they laid me off three 
months in the summer, making the pay $900 
instead of $1,200 the year.’’ No doubt the 
movement here begun will extend to ath- 
letie clubs in general, provided enough ath- 


found to go around, and billiards become a 
trade instead of an art.

Even the circular of the proposed Room- 
keepers’ association contains a clause ‘* For 
the fostering of the amateur,’’ yet says 
nothing about professionals, although the 
President was himself one of a fraternity 
which, to all appearances, billiard men now 
seek to kill. 

The writer, a professional, never has re- 
eeived any gratuities and never expects 
any, no more than do his brethren of today. 
But he desires to call attention to the fact 
when the professional passes then all great 
excellence at billiards wil) die with him. 
It is all well to say the amateurs now living 
have instruction enough and will continue 
to develop more art more speed, but what 


in fifty years from now? Can any beok be 


letic young professional billiardists can be’ 


for a prize fighter. 

The intricacies of billlards can never be 
shown by diagrams, and can only be trans- 
mitted from professional to professional. No 
amateur will ever have the time te devote 
to learning them, and therefore none will 
ever reach professional records. 

->- 

No matter what might be done to encour- 
age the professional at billiards, it ts doubt- 
ful if, after a few years, any young man 
could be induced to follow it, for it will 
have become known that Frank C. Ives— 
possibly the greatest of all experts, and 
certainly so considered by a large majority 
of his countrymen, a man exceptional 
among his kind in the matter of ability at 
money getting—did not realize in the seven 
years of his prominence (1892-'99) more 
than $25,000 from the employment of the 
tip of his cue. The last game played by 


Slosson and Schaefer in New York City 
_ cost the winner $28, although his backer 


handed him $250. 

‘Cushion caroms won't pay,’ is the cry. 
Well, how about the eighteen-itnch balk line 
match—Schaefer-Slosson, New York City, 
1899—which cleared only $400! For poner 
two men practiced for thirty days, and one 
of them journeyed to New York from Chi- 
cago. 

A stevedore faced Peter Maher, gota light 
punch on the arm, fell down, was counted 
out before an $8,000 house, and for his work 
received a new $500 bank note. Therefore, it © 
is easy to see that in public matches there 
is nothing for the billiardists. 

* Academies.” may or may not be open for 
the reception of the prefessional. The clubs 
seek to make of him a drudge, and only a 
few roomkeepers care to have him come 
into the place. Yet when he goes billiards 
will retrograde. It is a case of “ killing the 
goose.”’ 

The great excellence of billiards can only 
be accounte@ for by the coming together in 
the last twenty years of a remarkable body 
of experts that, one by one, have wrought 
out new mysteries. Some of the present day 
amateurs think Dudley Kavanagh could not 
play billiards at.all. Yet this champion 
blazed the way for a Sexton in 1876, and an 
Ives in 1892. 

When of the first-class men now living— 
Schaefer, Slosson, Vignaux—it shall be said 
‘*They are gone,” the probability is that 
the records of billiards may be sealed. 

But if, after their passage, the best of the 
present shortstop class are allowed to quit 
the practice of billards, in twenty years 
‘thereafter smart observers will twit the 
amateur billiardist with, ‘‘ You cannot play 
billiards as well as Michael Phelan, who is 
known as ‘ The Father of the Game,’ ”’ 


CRITICISES DR. RANNEY’S FIGURES, 


Benjamin Garno Takes Exception to 
the Billiard Comparisons. 


Writing from New York under date of March 
6, Benjamin Garno takes exception to the article 
contributed to last Sunday’s Tribune ’’ by Dr. 
Ranney, the well known billiard authority of the 
Amateur Athletic union. Mr. Garno says: 

‘* It is impossible to show ‘ amateur improve- 
ment,’ great or small, by comparing the runs and 
averages made by Mullen, Foss, and McCreery in 
1899 with those that Foss and McCreery made in 
1900, .The three played two games apiece with 
one another, but none at all with anybody else. 
The two this year played only one game betweea 
themselves, but figured in eight picnics each with 
four other men.

‘* The same lack of candor is manifest in seek- 
ing to show ‘ amateur improvement’ by compar- 
ing class A doings with those of professionals. 
The statistics forwarded from this city as an im- 
position upon people far away name one pro- 
fessional tournament, but not the other. 
named as held in Chicago,-April, 1890, was a 
handicap, while the last class A was ali tapioca. 
Chicago's tournament had a referee. while no 
class A or class B tournament has ever had one 
in fact, whatever is the official name. When the 
winner of the last cless A tournament stood in 
some peril of defeat, the scores being 229 to 201, 
there was a reversal of decision in his favor. This 
could not have happened in Chicago, and has never 
happoned in any professional tournament what- 
ever. So mych for those differences in Brocedure 
that utterly preclude comparison. Now for the 
figures. 

‘* Instead of ‘a single average of & 5-6, a nd 
average of 7, and a high run of 62.’ the oni 
honestly comparable averages and runs of that 
Chicago tourne were Schaefer's 38.46, 28.74, and

Worse than all else 
no defini’ ion ever promulgated makes them amg 
teurs. No club would ever dare to put so lax a 
standard down in black and white.

Exhibition at Cincinnati. 

The following game was played in a short 
exhibition match at Cincinnati and reminds 
the writer of the circumstances which 
brought the players together in the sum- 
mer of 1890. Pollock and Showalter then 
came here from St. Louls, where the latter 
had just been defeated by Max Judd in 
their first match. A tournament was ar- 
ranged in their honor by the Chicago Chess 
and Checker club, in which the three prizes 
were won by Showalter, Uedemann, and 
Pollock. Méhle, who was then conducting 
the chess automaton Ajeeb in -the Eden 
Musée on State street, did not participate. It 
was then that he and Pollock, who were 
so nearly the same in age and their Bohe- 
mian ways, met for the first time. They 
became bosom friends at first sight. After 
the week’s tournament the Englishman and 
the New-Yorker left for Cincinnati to play 
the match, which was won by Pollock by 7 
to 6 and wherein the following game se- 
cured the brilliancy prize. 

Both died from consumption at the age 
of 37. The Englishman left Canada a few 
months before his death to close his eyes 
at home, attended in his last days by loving 
care at his father’s house. The American 
died away from home and.friends in a Cin- 
cinnati hospital. Both possessed remark- 
able chess talent, and, with proper Gare, 
might have ascended to the uppermos 
rungs on the ladder of chess fame. |

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MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER.

ADY ASHBURNHAM’S death, which 
has just taken place, is scarcely like- 
ly to create any aching void in Eng- 
lish society. For the late Countess 
was altogether unknown to the great 

world, and even to her husband's rela- 
tives, having been the daughter of a petty 
retail grocer of the name of Chaplin. For 
several years the Earl of Ashburnham kept 
his marriage a profound secret, and the first 
intimation that people received that he was 
a benedict was when the announcement 
appeared in the London Times of Feb. 14, 
1893, to the effect that ‘‘ On Jan. 2, 1890, the 
Countess of Ashburnham gave birth to a 
daughter.”” Nobody, not even the editors 
of Burke's or Debrett’s Peerages had ever 
heard that Lord Ashburnham was married. 
It had always been supposed that he was an 
inveterate bachelor, and inasmuch as the 
only Countess of Ashburnham of whoée ex- 
istence people were aware was his mother, 
an aged widow, the mystification caused by 
the announcement was great. It was to a 
‘certain extent set at rest by the announce- 
ment lower down in the same column of the 
Times that ‘‘on Feb. 25, 1888, a marriage 
took place between ‘Bertram, Earl of Ash- 
burnham, and Emily, daughter of Robert 
Chaplin,’’ who, on investigation, turned out 
to a retail grocer, as stated above. 

| 
° Lord Ashburnham, who is now in the 
neighborhood of 60, is a rather peculiar man, 
who has all along had a reputation for ec- 
centricity, and who possesses but few inti- 
mate friends in England, his associations 
and tastes being essentially foreign. He is 
one of the most trusted friends and counsel- 
ors of Don Carlos, and on the occasion of the 
latter’s dispute with the late Count of Paris 
and the Duke of Orleans on the subject of 
their right to use the Bourbon coat of arms 
without the label of cadency constituted the 
intermediary between the Spanish pretender 
and the two French Princes. 

The Earl, besides being one of the shining 
lights of the Radical party in Great Britain 
and an enthusiastic home-ruler, is one of 
.the founders and moving spirits of the so- 
called White Rose league, which denies the 
rights of Queen Victoria to the throne of 
Great Britain and affects to regard Princess 
Louis of Bavaria as the lawful heir to the 
British throne owing to the fact that she is 
less remotely descended from the Stuarts 
than the venerable English sovereign. Mr. 
Gladstone, with that absence of tact which 
was the one weak point of an otherwise 
grand character, actually forgot himself so 
far when he formed his home rule adminis- 
tration as to gazette the Earl to the post of 
Lord in Waiting to the Queen, these offices 
in the royal household being since the days 
of Sir Robert Peel in the gift of the Premier. 
It was not until the Earl's appointment had 
‘been officially announced that the Queen's 
attention was drawn to his Presidency of 
the White Rose league and his position as 
the duly accredited representative and agent 
in England of Don Carlos, the pretender to 
the Spanish throne, whereupon she at once 
caused the appointment to be canceled. 


How devoted Lord Ashburnham is to Don 
Carlos may bé gathered from the fact that 
just about the time of the American war 
with Spain, when the moment seemed par- 
ticularly propitious for a Carlist rising, he 
went to the length of selling at auction at 
Sotheby's, in London, his entire library, 
one of the most celebrated and valuable pri- 
vate collections of books in the world, for 
the purpose of providing the necessary funds 
for the Carlist rising in Spain. The value 
of the sacrifice may be appreciated by the 
fact that the collection comprised no less 
than four folio editions of Shakspgare, all 
in splendid preservation, and a azarin 
Bible, for which the sum of $30,000 had been 


paid in 1972. | 


If ever there was a lucky man it is the 
present Lord Mayor of London. His inau- 
guration was signalized by an intimation on 
the part of the Lord Chief Justice of the 
Realm that he, the new Lord Mayor, was 
under grave suspicion of fraudulent prac- 
tices in connection with the promotion of 
companies. that only lived long enough to 
transfer immense sums of money from the 
pockets of innocent investors and stock- 
holders into those of ‘the promoters, and 
even after Mr. Newton's assumption of the 
office of Chief Magistrate of the British 
metropolis he was subjected to the ignominy 
of a judicial, investigation in connection 
with, these insolvent companies, from which 
he emerged with such a black eye that it 
was believed for a time it would be absolutely 
impossible for him to retain his office as 
Lord Mayor. Fortunately for him, the war 
supervened to divert public attention from 
his shortcomings. and since then he has de- 
voted himself with so much energy to the 
raising of popular subscriptions in behalf 
of the sufferers from the war, for the City 
Imperial Volunteer contingent, and for the 
victims of the Indlan famine, that during 
the four months that he has been Lord 
Mayor he has already succeeded in collecting 
more than $5,000,000, establishing a record 
of public benevolence as unique as it is un- 
precedented. Not only has this sufficed 
to silence all clamor with regard to his finan- 
cial indiseretions as a company prometer 
prior to his inauguration as Lord Mayor, but 
it virtually forces the-hand of the crown 
and government, Which will now be com- 
pelled to confe® upon him that title which, 
by reason of his previous record, it had been 
resolved to withhold in his case. 
| 


Nor is the Lord Mayor of London the only 
person who has reason to bless the war. 
There are plenty of black sheep members 
of society and of titled families who are se- 
curing rehabilitation by volunteering for 
active service, while women who, by reason 
of their birth or antecedents, have been 
pining hitherto for social recognition, have 
at length succeeded in obtaining it as a 
reward for their energy and success in the 
work of collecting funds for the sick and 
wounded. Finally, there are at least two 
American women who, after living many 
years in London without ever being admitted 
into the presence of the sovereign, have re- 
ceived the longed for privilege of royal pres- 
entation as a reward for their devotion to 
England's sick and wounded Charity, as 
the Bible teaches us, is one of the greatest 
of all virtues, and it atones for many short- 
comings. 

There is no romance whatsoever about the 
will of the late Lord Winchester, the Premier 
Marquis of England, and all the stories on 
the subject are based on misapprehension. 
He queathed, it is true, a sum of $130,000 
to his only sister, Lady Lillian, who was 
divorced about a year ago from her husband, 
Randolph Wemyss, thus providing for her 
welfare. This, I imagine, must be the mys- 
terious lady to whom, according to the story 
current, the Marquis was reported to have 
left his fortune in token of his deep and last- 
ing affection. | 

It is not astonishing that the English peo- 
ple should desire Lord Pauncefote to remain 
as Ambassador at Washington, and the anx- 
iety which they have manifested in the mat- 
ter indicates the importance which they at- 
tach to the good will and friendship of the 
United States. Lord Pauncefote came tw 
this country the victim of something much 
akin to a discreditable intrigue of the For- 
eign office, but has turned out to be the most 
successful of English Ambassadors to the 
United States since the days of Lord Lyons. 
the one foreign diplomat at Washington who 
understood and appreciated Abraham Lin- 
coln. Lord Lyons prevented England from 
embarking in a full-fledged war with the 
United States at the time of the Trent em- 
broglio, and few people realize how an- 
alogous were the services which Lord 
Pauncefpie rendered to his country at the 
time of the Venezuelan trouble. 

; 

Curiously enough, successful English dip- 
lomats at Washington have been few and 
far between. Both Sir John Crampton and 
Lord Saakville were so indiscreet that they 
were given their passports, while neither Sir 
Edward Thornton nor any other of the 
former British Envoys can be said to have 
shone. In fact, the only three whose names 
stand out preémiment above all the rest are 
Lord Elgin, who floated a treaty through 
the Senate on an dcean of champagne, Lord 
Lyons, and Lord Pauncefote. the latter of 
whom is the one man above all others in 
the English foreign service who understands 
international law and who brings a legal 
mind, combined with diplomacy, to the treat- 
ment of international affairs of state. RBe- 
sides he is one of those Englishmen whose 
appearance and manner inspire confidence.

‘CORN STILL ADVANCING. 


Lecal Shorts After It and Foreigners 
Not Only Advancing Bids but Tak- 
ing Larger Quantities—Cash Prices 
Follow the Futures—Wheat Slow 
and Easy, the Price Tendency Be- 
ing Toward a Lower Level—Provis- 
ions Doing Better, 


Viewed from most any standpoint yester- 
day corn was probably the leader. It at- 
tracted fully as much, if not more, specula- 
tive attention than was given wheat, and 
scored a substantial advance, while its 
neighbor in the larger pit was finding a 
lower price level. The net advance in May 
and July corn was %@\<c and in September 
\%c. Shorts were responsible for a large per- 
centage of the advance and for the generally 
firmer tone which prevailefi from opening to 
close. Cables helped considerably, even if 
they did not start the covering operations 
indulged in by the local crowd. Liverpool 
came in 4@%sd higher in different positions, 
and the better feeling on the other side was 
shown in advanced bids. Local sales on ex- 
port account were on a large scale, one house 
reporting 250,000 bu for|direct shipment. 
The movement from New York was also 
free, clearances being reported at 40 loads. 
Country offerings all through the belt con- 
tinue small. These conditidns are illustrated 
in primary receipts, which for the week 
were 4,584,000 bu, as against 5,348,000 bu the 
previous week. Shipments naturally were 
correspondingly lighter at 1,517,000 bu, as 
compared with 2,549,000 buja week ago. The 
trade generally expected a somewhat bear- 
ish showing in the government report on 
corn reserves, the estimated figures being 
810,000,000 bu. Last year’s reserves at this 
time were 800,500,000 bu. Stocks are ex- 
pected to increase slightly for the week, In 
its various phases the corn market is unde- 
niably strong, the advance for the week 
having been 1%c, while all other grain, ex- 
.cept oats, shows a falling off. 

The market for wheat futures was narrow 
and trading extremely dull yesterday, the 
pit being occupied much of the session asa 
forum for discussion of the proposed amend- 
ments to the rules. Prices in Liverpool were 
easier and the cash demand here much less 

rgent, and the expectation of increases in 
the visible supply and amount on passage 
Monday all appeared to favor selling, But 
the opening was but a shade lower than 
Friday's close and offerings were light. The 
professional traders were still inclined to 
take the bear side, but the government crop 
report, to be issued soon after the close of 
the session, was so uncertain a quantity that 
they were inclined to curtail their opera- 
tions. There were few orders in the pit, and 
until just before the close the range was 
confined to ke. The opening was at 66c to 
the split above it and 66\%c the top pride. 
Towards the close the market sagged off 
of its own weight to 65%c to 66c, where it 
closed, July closing at 66%c.

Members seemed to suddenly awake yesterday 
to the fact that some new rules are to be voted 
on Monday, and discussion of the proposed changes 
was active, brokers gathering in groups all over 
the floor and even in the speculative pits to argue 
over them.

HE-TRIBUNE has asked me to tell the 

people of Chicago the story of how 

New York came, through forgetful- 

néss of its duty to itself and to fhe 
poor, to earn the name of “ the homeless 
city,” so that the young city by the lake, 
which is making such mighty strides in the 
rivalry with its older sister, may avoid the 
trap into which we walked blindly. It isnot 
a pleasant story to tell, but I hope that it 
may prove profitable here to rehearse it. 
Indeed, the constant telling of it and dwel- 
ling upon its lessons, which have been 
obvious enough to the dullest understanding 
in the last twenty years, has had no mean 
share in arousing New York to a realization 
of its plight, and of ushering in the better 


day of which we can at last make out the | 


dawn. 

I shall tell the story from the official rec- 
ords, so that no one shall accuse me of ex- 
aggerating or painting the picture too black. 
Black as it is, even this cloud is not without 
its silver lining. Such another story will 
never have to be told again; certainly not in 
New York. It will be entirely your own 
fault if you out there have to rehearse it in 
the coming years. 

But I have greatly mistaken the spirit of 
the people of Chicago if that becomes neces- 
Sary. And also I should be greatly mistaken 
in your common sense. It was all well for 
the nineteenth century to blunder as we did, 
but the next one will not have the same de- 
fense. 


PROBLEMS IN CITIES. 


The century that is passing away bred our 
problems by sending the mighty crowds to 
the cities—the centers of steam energy, of 
production—until, with the method of indus- 
try, the habits of the populations had been 
entirely changed. In the days of Thomas 
Jefferson, who called the cities ‘‘ sores on the 
body politic,” one in twenty-five dwelt with- 
fn their walls. Today one in three of all our 
People claim city homes. 

To provide houseroom for such multitudes, 
busy as we were with the tremendous prob- 
lem of breaking ground for a new common- 
Wealth in a new country, was a task that 
might well tax the energies, perplex the un- 
derstanding, and challenge the greed of men. 
And it did. We have paid for our mistakes, 
and the bills, which have been footed up in 
the sight of the world, have been big enough 
to convince any one that it was business that 
did not pay. 

We enter upon the new century with full 


understanding, and if we sin again we doit. 


of set purpose. What was once blundering 
will henceforth be crime. It may be that 
this drift to the cities has reached its climax; 
that with the new forces ef production and 
transportation that are now being harnessed 
by man, there will come a scattering of con- 
gested populations. If so, we shall be on the 
homestretch. If it Is not so,.we shall know 
at least that city life is henceforth to be the 
life of the people, and we shall have to make 
the most of it. 

For us in New York, witha population of a 
million and a half packed already into tene- 
Ment barracks, that is proving a heavy and 
& costly task, too great for one generation to 
Work out. For Chicago, with room to Build 
and grow.in, it is by comparison easy. For 
that the problem of making city life tolerable 
to the masses can be solved there is no doubt. 
It is just a question of taking time to think, 
and to do otherwise would be nothing short 
of criminal folly. 

Let me, ‘before I begin my story, remind 


_its readers that we are not struggling witha 


Problem that is new to mankind. Inone way 
or another it has plagued the world in all 
@ges. Self-centered, intent upon our own 
concerns as a people that made paths in the 
Wilderness, we fall sometimes into the error 
of forgetting this, and so lose the perspective’ 
Which helps us understand. 


SLUM KILLED ROME. 

The slum killed Rome. What that slum 
Was like, how curiously it resembled our 
latter-day slums, any one may learn from 
Juvenal’s satires or from Gibbon’s descrip- 
tion of Rome finder Augustus. “ We,” says 
the poet, “in Rome, inhabit a city propped 
ina great measure on a slender shore. For 
80 the steward props up the falling walls, 
@nd when he has plastered over the old and 
€aping crack, bids us sleep without sense 
of ' danger while ruin hangs over our heads. 

“I must live in a place where there are 
MO fires, no nightly alarms. Already is 
Uealegon shouting for water, already is he 
Temoving his chattels; the third story in the 

USe you live in is already in a blaze.—— 

had a bed too small for his Procula, 
Bix little jugs the ornament of his sideboard, 
BRd a little can besides beneath it——None 


‘everywhere. 


but the wealthy can sleep at Rome. 
passing of wagons in the narrow curves of 
the streets and the mutual revilings of the 
teamsters- brought to a standstill would 
banish sleep even from Drusus and sea 
calves.— 

‘‘ What a height it is from the lofty roofs 
from which a pot-sherd tumbles on your 
brains! How often cracked and chipped 
earthenware falls from the windows! With 
what a weight they dint and damage the 
flint pavement, where they strike it. You 
may well be accounted remiss and improvi- 
dent against unforeseen accident if you go 
out to supper without having made your 
will. It is clear that there are just so many 
chances of death as there are open windows 
where the inmates are awake inside as you 
pass by. Pray, therefore, and bear about 
with you this miserable wish, that they may 
be contented with throwing down only what 
the broad basins have held. 

‘‘ Nor is this yet all that you have to fear, 
for there will not be wanting one tg rob 
you, when all the houses are shut up, and, all 
the fastenings of the sHops chained, are fixed 
and silent.——I must go.—Let those con- 
tinue in it who turn black to wWhite; for 
whom it is an easy matter to get contracts 
for building temples, clearing rivers, con- 
structing harbors, cleahsing the sewers, the 
furnishing a funeral, etc.’’ 

Even the boss and his “‘ pull” are not our 
patents, it seems. 

Rome has its walls, as New York has its 
rivers, and they played the same part in 
penning up teeming multitudes. Within 
space became scarce and dear, and when 
there was no longer room to build in rows 
on the ground they turned the rows up on 
end and built the houses on top of each 
other. That is the story of the tenement 
Gibbon quotes the Architect 
Vitruvius, who lived in the Augustan age, as 
complaining of ‘‘the common though in- 
conyenient practice of raising houses to a 
considerable height in the air. But the 
loftiness of the buildings, which often con- 
sisted of hasty work and insufficient materi- 
al, was the cause of frequent and fatal acci- 
dents, and it was repeatedly enacted by 
Augustus as well as by Nero that the height 
of private dwellings should not exceed the 
measure of seventy feet above the ee 


MODERN PARALLEL. 

It is curious to find New York enacting the 
edict of Nero forits own protection. Ancient 
Rome, like modern New York, had its skin 
builders and its rapacious landlords, and 
they were cut after the same pattern. Hu- 
man nature was, after all, the same 2.000 
years ago as it is today. The Roman poet 
speaks with bitter scorn of the lodgings of 
the poor, pent up in poky rooms for which 
they paid rents that would buy commodious 
and cheerful suburban homes. The owners 
of those Roman tenements lived in luxury 
and idleness, knowing little and caring less 
what became of their tenants. 

Fifty years ago a legislative committer. 


sent down to New York to find out how 


crime and drunkenness came to be the nat- 
ural crop of a population housed in “ crazy 
old buildings, crowded, filthy tenements in 
rear yards, dark, damp basements, leaking 
garrets, shops, outhouses, and stables con- 
verted into dwellings, though scarcely fit to 
sheiter brutes '’"——‘‘ crushed,”’ says the re- 
port, ‘‘ under the pressure of degrading en- 
vironments ’’——found tenements ** often car- 
ried up to a great height without regard to 
the strength of the foundation walils.——They 
were not intended to last. Rents were fixed 
high enough to cover damage and abuse from 
this class, from whom nothing was expected, 
and the most was made of them while they 
lasted. Neatness, order, cleanliness, were 

ever dreamed of in connection with a tene- 
system, as it spread its locali- 
ties from year to year; while reckless sloven- 
linéss, discontent, privation, and ignorance 
were left to work out their inevitable results, 
until the entire premises reached the level of 
tenant-house dilapidation, containing, but 
sheltering not, the miserable hordes that 
crowded beneath smoldering, water-rotted 
roofs or burrowed among the rats of clammy 

cellars.”’ 

The landlord traveled abroad, enjoying 
himself after his fashion. 

The parallel is perfect. No doubt the Ro- 
man landlord, like his New York brother of 

a later day,. when called to account “ urged 
the filthy habits of his tenants as an excise 
for the condition of the property." Itisa 
fashion landlords have had in every age. | 

Evils that were ‘ more destructive than 
wars’ finally compelled attention. Such 
citizens as were not parties to the tenement- 
house infamy by participating in the profits 
had been peacefully slumbering in the placid

that there was some virtue in the name which 
would save us from the consequences of our 
own folly. 

It was the old story of wrecking a thing 
by making a feticn of it. Thereis no quicker 
way of doing it. The republic has no salve 
for human folly. It is not a patent medicine 
warranted to cure all ills. It is built upon 
the assumption of a people’s intelligence and 
honesty, and the peril of their failure is 
greater in proportion to the trust put in them. 
Witness the misgovernment of New York 
City, which has more than once been the 
scandal of the age. 


PAINFUL AWAKENING. | 

The awakening was painful. The picture 
fArawn of New York City bg the Legislative 
committee of 1857 ought ever to serve as 
sufficient warning to any day and genera- 
tion. 

Accompanied by reporters tor the daily 
press the committee penetrated, it says of 
itself, “‘ through localities and witnessed 
scenes which in frightful novelty far ex- 
ceeded the limit of their previously con- 
ceived ideas of human degradation and suf- 
fering. Each’ step made seemed to tread 
upon new fields of repulsive research; each 
startling fact of misery revealed was speedi- 
ly paralleled by some close-following exam- 
ple of a kindred vice or crime, until the con- 
clusion forced itself upon the reflection of 
all that certain conditions and associations 
of life and habitation are the prolific parents 
of corresponding habits morals.”’ 

It was learned from the mortality statis- 
tics that’ one-fourth of the babies born in 
New York never reached their second year; 
one-third died before the third year, and 
less than half of all grew up to man’s es- 


tate. The city swarmed with thieves and 


vagrants. Typhus fever, cholera, and yel- 
low fever scourged it by turn. They are all 
gone now. When the city was cleaned they 
ceased to come and the death rate fell to 
one-half of what it was then. 

The committee had come down to find out 
what was the matter with the people of New 
York. It went back to Albany and reported 
that the pecple were all right; the trouble 
was with the houses. ‘* Not intemperance, 
{fgnorance, or destitution alone causes the 
increase of crime,”’ runs its repart; “‘ togeth- 
er they, with municipal and popular neglect, 
find their soil in the tenements and thstre 
and develop virulence.”’ 


WARNS CHICAGO. 

Listen to this! City of the West, so am- 
bitious of empire, and forget not the re- 
sponsibilities that tread in its steps: 

“The tenant-house is the offspring of 
municipal neglect, as well as of its primary 
causes—overpopulation and destitution. As 
acity grows in commerce and demands new 
localities for traffic and manufacture, the 
store and workshop encroach upon the 
dwelling-house and dispossess the occu- 
pants. At first the habitations of citizens 
are removed to a limited distance, because, 
with an industrious population, time is 
money, and neighborhood of residence and 
business secures both economy and con- 
venience. 

“The merchant and master, then, find it 
for their interest to dwell in the vicinity of 
their active operations, and so likewise do 
the m , laborer, and all dependent on 


munity’s growth that proper regulations and 
restrictions are of paramount necessity; and 
herein the authorities of former years were 
unmindful of future public good, precisely 
as we in our day and generation are perti- 
naciously regardless of our posterity’s wel- 
fare. Had the evils which now appall us 
been prevented or checked in their earlier 
manifestations by wise and simple laws the 
City of New York would now exhibit more 
gratifying bills of health, more general so- 
cial comforts, and less—far less—expenditure 
for the support of pauperism and punishment 
of crime. 

** But legislation was interposed not in its 
proper season, and hence the system of ten- 
ement-house leasing was soon begotten of 
the wants of poverty. As our wharves be- 
came crowded with warehouses and encom- 
passed with bustle and noise, the wealthier 
citizens, who peopled .our Knickerbocker 
mansions near the bay, transferred their res- 
idences beyond the din, compensating for re- 
moteness m their counting-houses by ad- 
vantages 6f increased quiet and luxury. 
Their habitations then passed into the hands 
on the one side of boarding-house keepers 
on the other of real estate agents. 

‘At this time the tenants enjoyed some 
real advantages in the spacious rooms with 
moderate rents, but with the crowding in of 
immigration in the early thirties the spec- 
ulators saw their opportunity. 

‘*The large houses were partitioned into 
several smaller ones without regard to light 
or ventilation—and .they soon became filled 
from cellar to garret with a class of ten- 
antry living from hand to mouth, loose in 
morals, improvident in habits, degraded or 
squalid as beggary itself. It was soon per- 
ceived by estate owners and agents of prop- 
erty that a greater percentage of profits 
would be realized by the conversfon of 
houses and blocks into barracks, and divid- 
ing their space into smaller proportions ca- 
pable of containing human life within four 
walls. Blocks were rented of real estate 
owners, or purchased on time, or taken in 
charge at a percentage and held for under- 
letting.”’ 


RENTALS Vs. SOULS. 


The middleman was now in full charge. 
And he counted his victims by the dollars he 
was able to squeeze out of them. There 
were no “souls’’-in his housing plan. It 
was rent he was after. It is one of the mile- 
stones of our day that show how far we have 
come that at last we reckon the population 
of our tenements by souls. 

The apathy of the community was deadly. 
The church stood by indifferent. Intherear 
of Trinity Church, “ and overlooked by the 
stained windows of that beautiful edifice,’’ 
the committee pointed to a tenement con- 
taining fourteen families, in which “ filth 
and want of ventilation were enough to in- 
fect the walls with disease.’’ Yellow fever 
and cholera had on two occasions originated 
in the row. 

In Mulberry street, at the “‘ Five Points,”’ 
an abandoned church had been turned into 
a tenement when the congregation moved 
up-town. It contained 100 families, com- 
prising 810 persons. The picture shows 
what is was like. Lodgers tin the cellar 
vaults paid $3 a month. The committee

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satisfactory to know that the denomination 
is today holding on with an effort to an old 
church in that same neighborhood which “©; 
long ceased to be self-sustaining, or, indeed, 
to harbor Baptists at all. The managers 
have learned their lesson and are not willing 
to let it go, or to abandon the field, though 
they keep their grip upon it at a heavy out- 
lay. And Dr. Parkhurst’s church is doing 
the same thing down there. One may hope 
that the day is near when every church shall 
have learned that it is not sermons but serv- 
ice that tells in the filling of their pews. 

It was only the-other day that Trinity, the 
wealthiest church corporation in the land 
and the owner of 150 tenements on the West 
Side, came near to upsetting the whole struc- 
ture of tenement-house law through its re- 
fusal to obey the order of the Board of 
Health that it put water into two of its old 
buildings at a cost of $300 or $400. Its con- 
tention was upheld by a Judge in one of the 
lower courts, but the Court of Appeals re- 
versed the ruling and saved the results of 
thirty years of patient labor and anxious 
solicitude in behalf of the people. 

Poverty,’’ exclaimed the committee, 
‘“*should not be compelled to commit daily 
suicide because a landlord chooses for his 
own gain to furnish the means.”’ But its in- 
dignation woke no echoes in the people. 
They slept on, undisturbed by the warning 
of the committee, that of poverty wedded to 
despair the offspring would be vengeance. 
Individuals, indeed, had made out the 
breakers ahead. 


“MODEL” TENEMENTS.: 


Here and there the committee found 
“model tenement,’ of which they spoke 
sometimes doubtfully. The value of the 
windows opening on dead walls ’’ seemed 
questionable to them. ° Their criticisms read 
almost as if they were meant for our air- 
shafts of the present day. Their value is 
indeed less than doubtful. Gotham Court 
was one of those *‘ model” tenements. It 
was built by a Quaker with good intentions 
but bad judgment. In after years, when 
I came to know it, it held 142 families, a 
considerabie rediction from the record of 
its worst days, and had long been one of the 
most hopeless slums in Christendom. 

When the bad tenements came in for 
destruction, or, rather, a few of the worst, 
during our brief reform era which Dr. Park- 
hurst’s disclosures of Tammany infamy 
ushered in, Gotham Court was in the first 
batch selected and now itis gone. It stood 
within fifty yards of the spot where George 
Washington lived, on Cherry Hill, when he 
was the first President of the United States, 
and in its blackness and degradation fairly 
measured the stretch we had come on our 
downward career. The upward ascent began 
there most properly. 

The Big Flat was another of the “‘ model ” 
tenements and was approved by the com- 
mittee. It was a huge barrack containing 
eighty-seven families and called The Work- 
ingmien'’s Home. Ventilation seems to have 
been regarded in the construction,'’ the com- 
mittee reported, wonderingly. The Big Fiat 
is gone, too, but before it went it had*be- 
come nearly as bad as the worst. 

The fact was that these were isolated in- 
stances of conscience. The community as 
a whole did not back them up; neither did 
the tenant, who was a part of that com- 
munity, respond as yet to the efforts to help 
him, That was to come later,-but, as the 
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event proved, the ignorant tenant woke up 
much earlier than the rest of us. 

Ten years passed. Everything takes ten 
years in New York. Another committee 
came down from Albany. It found 18,582 
teneinents on Manhattan Island. Fifty-two 
per cent of them all it reported upon the 
evidence given bY the sanitary officers who 
just then had taken hold to be in a con- 
dition detrimental to health and dangerous 
to the lives of the people; 32 per cent of them 
entirely unfit, from overcrowding, accumu- 
lation of filth, and general neglect. 


-PEOPLE’S EYES OPENED. 


There had been a cholera epidemic the 
year before, and fear had opened the eyes 
of the people to the perils of the crowding 
in the tenement quarters. Half a million 
persons lived there—as yet they did not rank 
as ‘‘ souls,’’ but merely as the possible car- 
riers of disease. They crowded in the East 
Side wards at the rate of 290,000 to the 
square mile, which was then quite unheard 
of. The crowding of East London was 10t 
much more than half that. 

The Citizens’ Council of Hygiene reported 
that ‘‘a fearfully high death rate prevailed 
in the Hy. ** equal in bad seasons to 1 death 
in every 27 and even 1 in 22% of the inhab- 
itants. The council declared that it should 
be possible, by ordinary precautions and 
sanitary Management, to reduce it fully 30 
per cent. Its judgment has been fully borne 
out. It has, in fact, been reduced more than 
hO per cent in the thirty-three years that 
have passed since. 

Describing the progress of the tenement- 
house system, the council said: ‘ Its evils 
and the perils that surround it are the nec- 
essary results of a forgetfulness of the poor 
and an absence of sanitary regulations and 
advice. ‘That the evils and abuses of the 
system continue undiminished is seen on 
every hand. Not only does filth, overcrowd- 
ing, lack of privacy and domesticity, lack 
of ventilation and lighting, and absence of 
supervision and of sanitary regulations still 
characterize the greater number of them; 
but they are built to a greater height in 
stories, there are more rear houses built 
back to back with other buildings corre- 
spondingly situated on parallel streets; the 
courts and alleys are more greedily en- 
croached upon and narrowed into unven- 
tilated, unlighted, damp, and well-like holes 
between the many-storied front and rear 
tenements; and more fever-breeding wynds 
and culs-de-sac are created as the demand 


_for the humble homes of the laboring poor 


increases.”’ 


“DENS OF DEATH.” 

Cellars were found occupied entirely below 
ground, into which the sunlight never 
strayed, and where the tide water rose twice 
in twenty-four hours, flooding them some- 
times to the depth of a foot, and compelling 
the tenants to ‘‘ keep the children in bed 
until ebbtide.” The plumber had come 
upon the field, but his coming brought no 
relief. His was not a case of conscience. 
“ Untrapped soil pipes opened into every 
floor and poisoned the tenants.” 

Where the “dens of death” had been in 
Baxter street big barracks crowded out the 
old shanties. I remember when they were 
built, not so long after we had wiped out 
the Five Points in an angry outburst. They 
had not been occupied many days when com- 
plaint came to the Health board of the 
smelis in the houses. A sanitary inspector 
was sent to find out the cause. He ds- 
covered the soil of the cellar bottom to be 
saturated with some foul matter, and, dig- 
ging down, found that the soll pipe was a 
blind. It had simply been run three feet 
into the ground, and wan not connected with 
the sewer, 

The houses were built to sell. That they 
killed the tenants was.no concern of the 
builder. His name, by the way, was Bud- 
densiek. <A dozen years after, when it hap- 
pened that a row of tenements he was build- 
ing fell down ahead of time, before they 
were finished and sold, and killed the work- 
men, he was arrested and sent to Sing Sing 
for ten years for manslaughter. 

That time he had forgotten to) put lime 
in the mortar. It was just sand. When 
the houses fell in the sight of men the law 
was at last able to make him responsible. lt

‘are not without their significance in this 


discussion. In the poor quarters of Chica- 
go I have seen just such shanties as those, 
but not yet the like of the barracks that 
crowded them off Manhattan Island. Yet 
we got our office skyscrapers from you. 
If, next, you build them for living quarters, 
and strike our trail in turn, which God for- 
bid, see to it at least that you keep out_the 
Buddensieks. And not in the matter of 
plumbing alone. That is only an item. 
Put a brand upon the murderer who would 
smother babies in dark halls and bedrooms, 
He is nothing else.

Twenty cases of typhoid fever from a sin- 
gle house in one year was the record un- 
earthed by the committee of 1867. Sleeping- 
rooms in tenements were simply closets, 
with absolutely no ventilation. There was 
no chance for any. The houses were built 
like huge square boxes, covering nearly the 
whole of the lot, and the rooms in the mid- 
dle and the stairs were of necessity in per- 
petual darkness. The health officers in the 


first year of their work after the cholera 


epidemic of 1867 employed carpenters to 


cut 40,000 windows from halls to such rooms, | 


but the relief was not great, for the halls 
were too often “damp and rotten and dark, 
walls and banisters sticky with constant 
moisture.” 

The investigators laid the blame largely at 
the door of indifferent owners. “ Some of 
them,’’ they reported, “ are persons of the 
highest character, but they fail to appreciate 
the responsibility that rests upon them.” 
Personally ‘ignorant of the condition of their 
property, they left it in charge of agents 
whose only object became to make it yield 
the greatest possible profits, so that they 
might find favor with their employers. 

So grew up the rear tenement, that ever 
after typified tenement-house depravity, 
until a quarter of a century later the com- 
mittee of 1804 labeled them “ infant slaugh- 
ter-houses,” and, upon the showing that they 
killed one out of five of all the babies born 
in them, sounded the knell of their doom, 


LICENSE PROPOSAL. 


It is curiously suggestive to find even the \ 


earliest of the explorers laying down the 
true lines of the road which we have been 
traveling ever since, seeking a way out. 
“Force the responsibility for the house 
upon the landlord,” they said. ‘“ License it 
to hold so many ténants and no more, and 
compel the owner to keep a housekeeper on 
the premises.’’ We have not yet got to the 
puint of licensing the house, but after fifty 
years the proposition is now again brought 
seriously forward. The 18,000 tenements 
have swelled into 44,000, and 100 policemen 
are engaged in looking after them by day 
and by night. A license fee of $3 a house, as 
was originally proposed would more than 
eu:ffice to pay the salaries of the entizesquad, 
and would be a just tax upon the owner, 
which he would hardly feel. There is a hint

UPHILL FIGHT. ; 
At last we had a tenement-house law under 
which it was possible to set barriers 
the constantly growing inroads of the en 
And it was time. But it was slow 
-work. The Health department strugsied 
against many discouraging odds, though, 
when the early investigating committees de- 
manded air, light, and water as necessary to 
the life of the people in the tenements and to 
the safety of us all, they were merely insist- 
ing upon what Hippocrates tad defined as 
the essentials of health 2,000 yeats before— 
yet it was like pulling teeth to wring them 
out of our nineteenth century community. 
Every obstacle which the landlord’s cun- 
ning and the perversion of the machinery of 
the law to serve his interests could devise 
were thrown in the way. It Was a new doc- 
trine to that day that any power should in- 
tervene between him and the tenants who 
represented his income, and it was held to be 
a hardship, if not downright robbery. The 
builder took the same view. Every tene- 
ment:house plan was the subject of hot 
debate between the Health board and the 
architect or builder. The smallest airshaft 
had to be wrung out of him, as it were, by 
main strength. | 
Nor were landlord and builder the only 
ones who made life a burden to the health 
officers. A paragraph which I came upon in 
an old report of the department of fourteen 
or fifteen years ago made me smile just now. 
It reads: “The board was hampered in 
many ways, and was visited with sharp cen- 
sure by eager reformers who little under- 
stood or appreciated the difficulties of en- 
‘forcing what seemed ample legislative pow- 
ers.” That meant me. It was at the time 
when we were at last taking the Mulberry 
Bend by the throat. 


‘MULBERRY BEND. 

The Bend obstructed all efforts at reform 
while it survived. It was the whole case 
of.the slums against society condensed into 
a single block ef less than three acres in 

, exyent, There never was and never again 
wil be another like it. The entire crooked 
Diock was a maze of foul alleys and viler 
tenements that harbored such a population 
as is not now to be found in New York. 

I recall with a shudder many nocturnal 
visits to Bandits’ Roost, Bottle Alley, Mur- 
derers’ Row, and other like localities in that 
block. The tramps sat, after nightfall, in 
disgusting files along the halls and up the 
Ssiairways, sleeping on their haunches; or 
lay, mén and women, in festering heaps in 
the nasty back yards. 

It had dawned upon us that this strong- 
hold of the slum must be taken by, assault. 
We could not go around it, for as long as it 
stood we could make no headway in our 
campaign. The Tenement House committee 
of 1884 had rather timidly suggested that a 
street be cut through it, to let light and air 
into the bad block. It took us three years 
more tO summon up spunk enough to de- 

-Ipand that it be entirely wiped out. 1 

When we finally laid siege to it and got 
the thing under way it was, in some curious 
way, left largely to me to keep up the bom- 
bardment. Perhaps it was mainly because 
I was a newspaper mian and had the public 
ear. Likely, also, because I bore it a per- 
soyal grudge. I had once been homeless in | 
that block myself, and I knew what it 
meast, 

The tactics of the sanitarians were not 
nearly sharp enough to suit me. That was 
the reason of the assaults that called forth | 
the above rebuke. However, as the report 
adds: “ These well-meant efforts resulted in 
much good in the end.” They certainly did, 
for the end was the destruction of the Bend, 
though it took nine long years to compass 
it. Now it is done I cannot imagine any | 
greater good that could have happened to 
the city. The slum lost its case the day the 
.Bend went. 

I might have retorted—and doubtless did 
at the time—that the ways of the Health 
board- were too conservative and slow. I 
should probably do the same thing again; 
yet now at this distance, and with that first 
battle fought and won, I can see that there 

‘was much reason—much more than I was 
then willing to admit—in the Health board’s 
course. It was emphatically a battle of edu- 
cation. The whole community had to be 
dragged up, by daily, teaching, to an under- 
standing of what it all meant. The fear of 
cholera was over, and our passing spasm 
of virtue shelved.

COURTS SLOW TO HELP. 

The courts were reluctant to help. Courts, 
anyway, follow rather than lead public 
opinion. Judges demanded, when suit was 
brought against a bad landlord, that the 
department must prove not only that a 
certain state of soil-saturation, for in- 
stance, was dangerous to heaith, but that 
some one had actually been made sick by 
that specified nuisance. And with these 
obstacles in front, the sanitarians found the 
enemy. constantly recruited from the rear. 

With the immense immigration that came 
after the civil war the evil with which they 
were struggling grew enormously. Eco- 
nomic problems other than the old one of 
the rent came to perplex us. The sweater 
held his entry on the East Side. Here, in 
an old report of the Association for Improv- 
ing the Condition of the Poor of nearly a 
score of years ago, is his track. A Sixth 
street grass widow is found sewing “ pants "’ 
at seven cents a pair. She was, says the 
report, ‘‘ required to put the canvas in the 
bottom, basting and sewing three times 
around; to put the linings in the waistband; 
to tack three pockets, three corners to each: 
‘to put on two stays and eight buttons, and to 
make six buttonholes; to put the buckle on 
the back strap and sew on the ticket—all for 
seven cents.’’ They do not often get seven 
cents today for finishing a pair of trousers, 
but then they were required to do rather 
more than they have to now. 

Here is another—a girl of 13 earning 
wages for a consumptive father “ by cutting 
out Hambfirg edging at a dollar and a half 
week ’’—2% cents an hour for ten hours 
of steady work! 


“SWEATING” EVILS. 

The tenement had grown its logical crop. 
In the sweating conspiracy it is a prime 
factor. Its extortionate rents make the 
need, and the need of the poor was 
ever the opportunity of their oppressor. 
What they have to take becomes the stand- 
ard of all the rest. ‘“‘ Sweating” is only a 
new name forit. The curse is as old as the 
slum itself. 

No wonder we moved slowly. Caution 
was the price of success. One dash for what 
was entirely reasonable and proper—for our 
plain rights—might have lost us the fight. 
The time had not yet come to take the offen- 
ive. The swine that were the only scaven- 
rs of our streets were only banished by 
ordinance in 1867, and the next ten years 
were’ put in slowly getting rid of the fat- 
boiling establishments, slaughter-houses, 
-eand other nuisances that beset us on every 
hand 
Even when the committee of 1884 recited 
jn its report to the Legislature the steps

eounted for less—a good deal less—than the 
Jandlord’s profits. You see now how much 
harder it is to fight the slum, once it is there, © 
than to prevent its getting there in the first 
Place. Possession in its case is'all of the 
proverbial nine points of the law. ‘‘ Vested 
rights ” confront you at every point, and no 
matter how loudly you may protest that no 
man has the right to kill his neighbor they 
are still there. No one will contradict you, 
but they won’t yield. In a hundred ways 
you will be made to feel that vested rights 
are sacred, if humen life is not. But let us 
be glad. A hundred years ago they hanged 
@ woman on Tyburn Hill for stealing a loaf 
of bread. Today we destroy the den that 
helped make her a thief. 


CHURCHES TAKE HOLD. 

The churches at last took up the fight. 
Meetings were held in February, 1879, and 
a citizens’ committee was appointed to bring 
up the reserves against the slum. It was 
out of that agitation that the Tenement 
House commission of 1884 came, of which 
I have spoken. | | 

Then, at last, the tables were turned. The 
committee raised $300,000 for the erection 
of a real model tenement after the pattern 
of the London houses of that sort, and it 
was speedily proven that, in spite of many 
mistakes made at the start, such houses 
could be made to pay. 

The slogan of ‘ philanthropy and 5 per 
cent ’’ was raised in New York. Upon that 
our case rests today. it is recognized that 
charity, to stay, must be made to pay. 
Charity, by the way, is a bad name for it. 
To build homes for the worker of our cities 
is a duty and plain justice, not charity at all. 
On the other hand, we can with reason in- 
sist, and do, that if decent houses can be 
made to pay a legal interest the speculative 
builder shall desist from building houses 
which kill their tenants just for the sake of 
increasing his profits. That is the case ina 
nutshell, and at last the community so un- 
derstands it. 

It is instructive now to look back upon 
the successive steps by which we arrived 
where we are. The first attack was made 
upon the obvious nuisances. Twenty years 
ago there Was not a privy vault left on Man- 
hattan Island, .TPhe soap factories and the 
bone boiling establishments had been chased 
across the river. Five thousand tenants 
had been dragged out of underground cellars 
where they burrowed, and kept out by main 
strength. No one lives in cellars now in 
New York. The stables had been banished 
from the tenements. It is illegal today to 
have a stable on the same lot with a tene- 
ment-house. By easy stages the responsi- 
bility of landlord and tenant alike had been 
sharpened, and to make sure they kept the 
faith the number of sanitary policemen had 
been brought up to half a hundred for Man- 
hattan Island. There are a hundred now, all 
told, ig the greater city. The number of 
families in & tenement which called for a 
janitor on the premises was brought down 
from ten to eight. | 

The term of tenement has itself achieved 
a wider scope. The law used to define a 
tenement as a house containing “‘ more than 
three families.”’ It reads now “‘ three or more 
families.” The difference means much to 
our city. Some ten or a dozen years ago a 
bill was quietly sneaked through the Legis- 
lature to restore the old definition. It had 
passed both Houses and had actually 
reached the unsuspecting Governor for sig- 
nature when I discovered it by accident and 
succeeded in stirring up interest to beat it. 
In the memorandum of his reason for re- 
fusing to sign it the Governor said that he 
was at a loss to understand what could have 
prompted a measure that had all the argu- 
ments against it and none for it. Butit was 
not so hard to understand. Had the bill be- 
come law it would have withdrawn from the 
jurisdiction of the sanitary police most of 
the old houses that were also, from a 
sanitary point of view, the worst, and would 
have put much money into the pockets of 
their owners. It was ever the same story-of 
landlord greed that saw only the dollar. 


SOME OF THE RESULTS. 

The result of all was as predicted. When 
it startéd in 1865, the Council of Hygiene, 
which was largely made up of physicians, 
made a record in less than a week of 1,500 
cases of smallpox of that winter’s crop, and 
excused the incompleteness of it with the 
statement that more were to follow, It Is 
entirely safe to say that today not two in 
a hundred medical men in ordinary practice 
have ever seen 4 case or are likely to. 

The disease has practically ceased to ex- 
ist in New York. The Sixth Ward, where 
it used to have its stronghold—it is the 
Mulberry Bend and Five Points region— 
used to have a mortality of 40 per thousand 
of the population, and over. Today it is not 
much over 18. 

There was no magic about it. It Was just 
hard work. The Council thought it ex- 
pedient to remind the community, which was 
groaning under the infliction as a ‘‘ visita- 
tion of God,” of Lord Palmerston’s answer 
to a deputation that besought hinrto procure 
a royal order for a national fast to averta 
cholera epidemic—that they had better turn 
to with the rest to clean up before spring, as 
the surest way of barring out the pestilence, 
which otherwise would come in spite of the 
prayers and fastings of ‘a united but in- 
active people.’’” And we took the hint. 
Neither the cholera nor the yellow fever has 
ever been heard of in our city since it was 
cleaned, any more than the smallpox. 

I have outrun my space, and shall have to

HE morning dawned calm and beaut!- 
ful.

While I looked over the expanse of heav- 
ing ocean I saw a black spot between the 
ships. In a moment I made out a boat rising 
and falling, propelled by four oars, and 
headed for us. Sometimes it would disap- 
pear behind a high lump of sea and then it 
would be on top, and I made out it was com- 
ing along right handily. 

As it drew nearer I made it out to be 
full of men. It came up under our mizzen 
channels and hailed. Half the watch was 
bending over the side looking at it, and one 
man threw a line. This was seized, and the 
next moment its crew came clambering over 
the rail. 

Jenks, the old sallor who had come over in 
the boat with me the day before, was on deck 
to receive his shipmates. The old fellow’s 
face wrinkled with amusement at the sight 
of his wornout countrymen until it looked.

MATE OF THE SHIP PIRATE, ||/ GALLERY OF LOCAL CELEBRITIES

HE connection of Andrew Jackson Gal- 
loway with the development of ma- 
terial interests in I)Mnois and Chicago 
comes in with the beginnings of rail- 
road extension and canal building. 
As an assistant engineer he helped to lay 
out the course of the Illinois and Michigin 
Canal and to build the Illinois Central rail- 
road. These opportunities were in sight 
when his education was being obtained, and 
ft was a recognition of them that turned his 
attention from the study of medicine to that 
of civil engineering. 

A year before Mr. Galloway was graduated 
from Hanover College with a diploma asa 
civil engineer the Commissioners of the II1- 
nois and Michigan Canal had ordered the 
work on the canal to be inaugurated at 
Bridgeport. ‘‘Archer’s road” had been 
built from Chicago to Lockport at a cost of 
$40,000 to facilitate the construction of the 
canal, and the estimate of the entire cost of 
the commercial waterway had been placed 
at $8,654,000. The beginning of the work 
was twenty yeare after the right of way had 
been obtained from the-Pottawatomies. 

It was while the promoters of the canal 
were appealing to the Legislature and Con- 
gress and to the public Treasury and pri- 
vate purse that Mr. Galloway entered the 
preparatory department of Hanover Col- 
lege with the idea of fitting himself for the 
study of medicine. His intention to study 
the classics and finally medicine was di- 
verted by a recognition of the fact that 
the time was in the era of railway building, 
and that civil engineers were receiving high 
salaries. He completed his studies, there- 
fore, with a changed purpose, and in 1837 
was graduated as a civil engineer and began 
his part in the development of transporta- 
tion facilities in*Tilinois. 


His Ancestry and Childhood. 
Mr. .Galloway’s ancestors were Irish, or 
Scotch-Irish. His father was born on the 


Isle of Inch, in River Lough Swilly. in Coun-. 


ty Donegal, Ireland, a few miles from Lon- 
donderry. He emigrated to the United 
States in 1801 and joined an elder brother 
in Fayette County, Pa. Andrew J. Gallo- 
way was his fourth child and was born in 
Butler County, Pa.. on Dec. 21, 1814. He 
was taken, at the age of 6 years, by his fa- 
ther to Corydon, then the seat of the State 
government of Indiana, and in 1823 was re- 
moved to Clark County, where he began 
work ona farm. At the age_of 15 he ob- 
tained permission from his father to at- 
tend grammar school some miles distant 
from his home, and boarded with a Presby- 
terian minister, working after school hours. 

In 1833 he entered the preparatory school 
for Hanover College and came to realize 
the opportunities in civil engineering, which 
changed his purpose in work. After his 
graduation in 1887 he went to Evansville, 
Ind., to seek employment with the commis- 
sioners of the Indiana Central Canal. Thé 
position offered at first was not one of suffi- 
cient importance to justify his acceptance, 
and he came to Illinois to try for railroad 
employment with the Alton and Mount Car- 
mel road. At Mount Carmel he was per- 
suaded to take charge of the Mount Carmel 
Academy, which he headed as instructor for 
a year. 

Begins Career as an Engineer. 

At the close of his year’s service with the 
academy he was appointed an assistant en- 
gineer in the service of the State by Gen- 
eral M. K. Alexander, Commissioner of In- 
ternal Improvement, and was engaged in 
the location and construction of railways. 
In the fall of 1840 he went to Springfield 
to make the acquaintance of political lead- 
ers and to secure appointment as an engi- 
neer on the Illinois and Michigan canal, 
which was then process of construction. 
Pending the securing of his appointment 
he was assistant enrolling clerk of the Sen- 
ate and became known to Lincoln and Doug- 
las. 

In July, 1841, he secured his appointment 
as assistant engineer from the commission- 
ers of the canal, to serve under William 
Gooding, chief engineer, and Bdward RB. 
Talcott, hfs principal assistant. The Fund 
commissioners of the canal had laid before 
the Legislature the difficulties of meeting 
the interest upon the public debt due in 
January, 1841. 

Work upon the railroads had been sus- 
pended for a year, but progress was being 
maintained upon the work of the canal. 
The contractors had agreed to take a mil- 
lion dollars in State bonds at par in pay- 
ment of their estimates and to meet the 
discount, even to 25 per cent if necessary. 
The loan had been made in Europe by Gen- 
eral Thornton. The credit of the State 
was bound up in the necessity of meeting 
the interest due, and the Legislature passed 
a measure authorizing the Fund commis- 
sioners to hypothecate internal improve- 
ment bonds to the amount of $300,000 and 
apply the proceeds to the interest due. 


Work on Canal Suspended. 

By these measures the canal debt interest 
was paid up, but the estimate for expenses 
for 1842 could not be met, and in March, 1843, 
the work was entirely suspended, two years 
after the appointment of Mr. Galloway. 
Meantime Mr. Galloway had purchased a 
farm on the Big Vermilion, in La Salle 
County, in the year previous to the closing 
of work on the canal! and he retired there 
until the work was resumed. 

By a measure adopted by the Legislature 
and becoming a law on Feb. 21, 1848, the 
Governor was authorized to negotiate a loan 
of $1,600,000 for a term not exceeding six 
years and a rate of not more than 6 per cent. 
For its payment he pledged the revenues 
and land of the canal. The amount was to 
be expended in prosecuting the “‘ shallow 
eut,”’ or cheap plan, which had been pro- 
posed by Russell E. Heacock, the surface 
waters of the Desplaines and Calumet being 
relied upon as feeders for the upper end of 
the canal. 

The problem of obtaining a _ sufficient 
amount of water to operate the canal at its 
high level was one which impeded the en- 
gineers and commissioners, and the plan 
which finally met the obstacle came from the 
Chicago Mechanics’ Institute. This was a 
plan for raising water by steam pumps from 
the Chicago River and supplying it to the 
canal on the summit level above the jJunc- 
tions with the Desplaines and other feeders. 

In 1845 work on the canal was resumed and 
Mr. Galloway again was appointed assistant 
engineer. The force which began the work 
was arranged by Mr. Gooding, the chief en. 
gineer, with Edward B. Talcott as principal 
assistant. Mr. Galloway established his of- 
fice at Marseilles until 1846. It was clearly

First Boat on the Canal. 


On April 10 the General Fry arrived in Chi- 
cago from Lockport, and was greeted by a 
demonstration as it passed through the city. 
Upon its entrance into the river Mayor 
Woodworth welcomed a delegation from 
Lockport, and a speech was delivered by 
Charles Walker. The formal opening of the 
canal was on April 16. 

Mr. Galloway’s connection with the work 
of laying out the course of the canal and 
with the labor of building it had been during 
the time of its greatest progress. Shortly | 
before the completion of the waterway he | 
was relieved as assistant engineer and was 
elected Enrolling and Engrossing Clerk by 
the House of Representatives, At the close 


of the session he returned to hfs farm in La~ 


Salle County. 

In 1848 he served as clerk again in the 
House of Representatives, and in 1849 he re- 
sumed connection with the canal by secur- 
ing appointment as secretary to the State 
Trustee of the Canal board, with offices in 
Chicago. At that time his first real con- 
nection with the City of Chicago began. He 


Takes Up Railroad Construction. 

He was then appointed Assistant Engineer 
under Colonel Roswell B. Mason, Chief En- 
gineer of the Illinois Central railroad. His 
connection with railway building In IHinois 
began at that time. He located 150 miles of 
road and superintended of 
the twelfth division. He was then trans- 
ferred to the land department of the com-. 
pany and superintended the surveys of over 
a million acres of land, including in his re- 
ports sketches for plats of topography and 
descriptions of the character and quality of 
the land. 

In July, 1855, Mr. Galloway retired from 
connection with the Illinois Central and 
opened a real estate office in Chicago, with 
two partners, under the firm title of A. J. 
Galloway & Co. In October and November 
of 1855 he bought 60,000 acres of land from 
the Illinois.Central road. 


Sells Large Tracts of Land. 

Acting both as agent for the railroad com- 
pany and independently, Mr. Galloway dis- 
posed of nearly 100.000 acres of the land 
granted the railroad company by the State. 
Of the 60,000 bought by him direct, in. two 
purchases of 30,000 acres each, the first pur- 
chase was disposed of within six months 
upon the terms of easy payments under 
which it was offered for’sale. The early 
success of the first installment encouraged 
the second purchase, but in the disposition 
of the latter Mr. Galloway encountered a 
financial panic and most of the land sold on 
partial payments came back on his hands, 
the purchasers not having paid sufficient 
upon their holdings to enable them toretain 
the land. 

Mr. Galloway furthered the sale of the 
railroad lands by disseminating instructions 
as to the best methods of planting the soil 
for a quick return in crops. His suggestions 
were published by the railroad company, 
and many farmers, having bought railroad 
lands, were enabled to pay for their pur- 
chases from the receipts of their first crops. 

One of the suggestions for breaking the 
prairies for wheat was to use a steel plow 
with horses and turn the ground to a depth 
of an inch and a half. It was held that 
plowing at this depth was productive of as 
good results as those obtained from deeper 
plowing with oxen, and it could be done 
much more rapidly. 

In the course of his real estate operations 
Mr. Galloway twice found it necessary to 
buy small stations of the Illinois Central 
and take upon himself the payment of the 
station agents. Towns in both instances had 
been established at some distance from the 
spots which the railroad authorities had 
selected for town sites, and the railroad of- 
ficials were about to abandon the stations as 
failures. Mr. Galloway assumed ownership 
of the stations and continued them in opera- 
tion, in one instance for a year, until the 
building of the towns had conformed itself 
to the situation of the railway stations. His 
own property was bound up in the success 
of towns located where the railroads had 
designed them to be. 

Mr. Galloway spent twenty years In dis- 
posing of the last purchase of land he had 
made from the railroad, and wound up his 
dealings in real estate with a profit of $100,- 
0UO0 for the twenty years’ work. 


Member of State Legislature. 


Mr. Galloway was a2 member of the Twen- 
ty-seventh General Assembly of Illinois and 
was chairman of the Committee on Canals 
and River Improvement in the House of 
Representatives. This was the first General 
Assembly elected under the present State 
constitution and it held four sessions. Two 


being to pass measures for the relief of Chi- 
cago on account of the loss in the fire. 

In November, 1872, Mr..Galloway was elect- 
ed to a vacancy in the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners by a majority of 8,000. He 
was afterward defeated for the position of. 
County Commissioner on the Law and Order 
ticket by a candidate on the People’s ticket, 
Among other civic offices Mr. Galloway held 
that of chairman of the Committee on Taxa- 
tion for the Citizens’ association. 

Mr. Galloway was married in November, 
1838, to Miss Rebecca Buchanan, the young- 
est daughter of Victor Buchanan. Mr. and 
Mrs. Galloway have had five children. Thetr 
eldest son, R. W. Galloway, died in 1869 at 
the age of 27 years. Their youngest child, 
Jessie Galloway, died in 1870. Mr. and Mrs. 
Galloway reside at 7600 Emerald avenue,

“PLAIN DUTY” TO \PORTO RICO. 
{From)President McKinley's message to Congress. 
Since the. cession Porto Rico -has- been 
denie@ the principal-markets she had long 
enjoyed, and ouf tariffs have been continued 
against her products as when she was under 
Spanish sovereignty. The markets of Spain 
‘are closed to her products except upon terms 
to which the commerce of all nations is sub- 
jected. The Island of Cuba, which used to 
buy ber cattle and tobacco without customs 
duties, now imposes the same duties upon 
these products as from any other country 
entering her ports. She has, therefore, lost 
her free intercourse with Spain and Cuba, 
without any compensating benefits in this 
market. Her coffee was little known and 
not in use by pur people, and, therefore, 
there was no demand here for this one of her 
chief products. |The markets of the United 
States should be opened up to her products. 
Our plain duty! is to abolish all customs 
tariffs between the United States and Porto

THE MERIT OF VAGUENESS. 
The merit of the amendment to the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, reported by the Senate ! 
Committee on |Foreign Relations, lies in 
its vagueness. | Under its provisions the 
United States can do almost anything it 
considers to be necessary for its own de- 
fense and, welfare. The committee adrnits 
that its amendment does not authorize the 
construction of fortifications for the de- 
fense of the canal. It may be that such 
fortifications never will at any time be 
deemed necessary, but if the treaty should 
be ratified and) the United States should 
begin to build them, the better to secure 
“by its own forces the defense of the 
United States and the maintenance of 


public order,” jit is not likely that any 


The clause quoted is so “ deliciously 
vague” that the United States cannot be 
estopped from ‘doing under it anything it 
pleases. It is made the sole judge of the 
existence of a necessity and is empow- 
ered to meet it in whatever way it sees 
fit. That clause places the control of the 
canal completely in the hands of the 
United States, and thus eliminates the 
objections raised to the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. If England and other European 
powers accept ‘that treaty in its modified 
form no more will be heard about inter- 
ference with the power of the United States 
on this continent, especially withreference | 
to the Nicaraguan Canal, 

No treaty drafted by the State depart- 
ment should need amending to make it 
palatable to the American public. But 
the plain truth is that Secretary Hay is 
ill informed concerning American public 
opinion, He has spent a large part of 
his life abroad and another large part in 
foreign society in the City of Washington, 
When in the United States he has resided 
continuously for many rs at the na-. 
tional capital, .where alone has he any 
established resiflence. It is doubtful wheth- 
er he has voted for a generation. Prob- 
ably he did not vote for McKinley. He 
has been for many years “out of touch ” 


‘with the sentinients of the American people 


regarding questions which affect and in- 
terest them most. He has known what 
prevailing opinions have been in diplomatic 
circles. The convictions, wishes, and views. 
of the representatives of foreign powers. 
in Washington are no secret to him, but 


‘the real, deep, abiding, underlying, cher- 


ished convictions of the American people 
regarding American questions are not al- 
ways in his mind. 

This separation from American sentiment 
has been a misfortune for the Secretary. 
Because of it, when he, who is devoted 
to the interests of the United States. as 
he understands them, and who is a patri- 
otic American, was called on to negotiate 
a treaty concerning a peculiarly American 
question, he put his name to one alto- 
gether out of line with the sentiments of 
the American people as a whole. If the 
duty of framing the pending treaty had 
been assigned to Lord Pauncefote alone 
the result could not have been more in 
harmony with British interests. It has 
been said,that Lord Pauncefote wrote the 
treaty. We are scarcely prepared to ac- 
cept this statement; but that he strongly 
“influenced ”’ the man who did write it 
we have no doubt. : 

The amendment of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations “takes the curse off.” 
the treaty. Its designedly vague and un- 
certain language is so broad and compre- 
hensive as to change the whole character 
of the treaty.) Otherwise the amendment 
would not meet with the support it is re 
ceiving from Senator Davis, its author, and 
such other Senators from thé middle West 
as Foraker, Allison, and Cullom, or East- 
ern Senators like Lodge. The treaty when 
amended as is proéposed will be much more 
truly representative of American public 
opinion than the originél document. The 
American people will not find fault with it 
in its changed form. As for Great Britain 
and other European powers, if they ac- 
cept it they will accept anything. 


The tendéney among 
many radical Irishmen 
seems to be:to make the 
study of Gaelic a test of 
patriotism. The Dublin Independent is not 
the only Irish newspaper to insist that the 
language shall be taught in the schools. 
Clubs for the Study of the language exist in 
all large cities, the one in Chicago having 
its headquarters in the City Hail, while one 
of the Chicago weeklies has'a Gaelic depart- 
ment. The effort is to preserve the lan- 
guage, which was in quite general use in 
Erin until the seventeenth century and 
which in the jsouth and west was known by 
most people until the last two generations 
permitted it to become nearly obsolete. This 
new devotion to Gaelic is being carried to 
extremes. At the recent meeting of the pro- 
moters of the Irish Literary Theater in 
Dublin, which will give plays in Gaelic, 
George Moore declared that the English lan- 
guage is in the same condition as the Latin 
in the Middle Ages. “It is fast becoming 
incapable of use for the purposes of imagina- 
tive literature: A great literature cannot 
be contained in the petty pans of Steven- 
sons or the pint pot of Rudyard Kipling.” 
And he de@ared that the Irish language of 
the future must be Gaelic gnd thet he hoped 
a new literature would arise,in it. No one 
would belleyé the author of Esther Waters 
“has ever been embarrassed by.the English

MR. SHELDON’S FORTITUDE. 


The Rev. Cliarles M. Sheldon, who is 
going. to edit the Topeka Daily Capital 
during the present week in the way he 
thinks Jesus would have done it, has some 


Knotty problenis ‘to sdlve.* Not least 


among these is the question of what ad- 
vertisements to admit. Since the novelty . 
of the experiment has insured a daily cir- 


culation of 269,000 copies, the advertising 


agents have been eager to announce their 


wares in Mr. Sheldon’s columns. The 
preacher-editor has a chance to make a 
small fortune, but he seems to be putting 
the advertising tempter resolutely behind 
him in a style calculated to take away 
the breath even of a religious weekly. __ 
Mr. Sheldon announces that no adver- 


_tisements of tobacco, whisky, theaters, 


patent medicines, or what he considers im- 
modest things can be admitted to the paper 
during bis editorship. He rejects corset 
advertisements because he believes tight 
lacing is injurious and because the pictures 
with which such advertisements are em- 
bellished do not accord with his idea of 
modesty. Liquor cure advertisements are 
thrown into the waste basket because he 
does not believe the drink habit to be a 
disease demanding medical treatment. A 
score of magazine “ ads ” have been reject- 


ed becatise the magazines contain whisky’ 


and corset advertisements. The Kansas 
lity department stores are barred out be- 
cause Mr. Sheldon holds that a home paper 
should protect its home merchants. Neither 
will he admit any “ads” of bargain day 
sales where 50-cent goods are “ marked 
down to 49 cents for one day only.” He 
says these are frauds on thelr face and can- 
not be tolerated. INMustrations of under- 
clothing or lingerie and pictures of fash- 
ionable society women in décolleté costume 


-are to be conspicuous by their absence. 


Because some patent medicines contain 
alcohol or are frauds, and because he has 
not time to investigate the merits of each, 
Mr. Sheldon says not a single advertise 
ment of this kind shall appear in his paper. 

It will be perceived that Mr. Sheldon has 
his hands full as censor, and that he needs 
a large amount of fortitude to resist the 
tempter. Advertisers are said to be 
buzzing around him like bees around a sun- 
flawer, offering him all sorts of money and 
pleading for space in his paper. It requires 
no small amount of courage to tell these 
to be gone and take their thousands of dol- 
lars with them. Publishers of many purely 
religious papers would stand aghast if called 
upon to apply the sweepingly exclusive 
standards which Mr. Sheldom has adopted 
with reference to advertisements. 

Practical critics would probably suggest 
that the Kansas preacher's rigid rejection 
of the shekels of Mammon would relax if 
he had to run a paper all the year and de- 
pend upon its proceeds for his bread and 
butter. Mr. Sheldon himself admfts that 
he did not at first appreciate the size of the 
task he had undertaken. He probably will 


not realize it even at the end of the week. 


It may be easy to get the employés to stop 
smoking for six days, to lssue six numbers of 
the paper without Sunday work, and to 
make a considerable profit from the experi- 
ment. But the subscription list would not 
be so large for a year, nor would the ad- 
vertisers be so importunate. The question 
of what to do about the Monday paper 
would have to be settled, to say nothing 
of a hundred other practical questions, both 


as to news and as to advertisements, which 


may be ignored for a week. 

fAfter all, Mr. Sheldon’s standard of 
“what Jesus would do” is merely the 
standard of what Mr. Sheldon thinks ought 
to be done. Probably Jesus never saw an 
advertisement, unless it was a tavern sign. 
To say what he would do with the adver- 
tisements or news columns of a modern 
daily newspaper is merely a bit of fanciful 
speculation. 


The Maryland Legisla- 
Prompt ture has passed a law 
Justice in’ which will not only guaran- 
Maryland. tee speedy trials to colored 
t ‘men accused of crime but 


will go far toward suppressing lynching. A 
bill has passed both Houses and been signed 
by the Governor giving Judges of the Circuit 
Courts the right to summon back grand and 
petit jurors after their dismissal. It wasa 
serious emergency which led to the prompt 
passage of the bill. A negro had been arrest- 
ed in Hartford County charged with a serious 
crime. The juries had just been dismissed, 
and the prospect was that the negro would 
remain in jail for a long time before he could 
be tried. The public indignation against him 
was so intense that there is little doubt he 
would have been taken from the jail and 
lynched, By the passage of the bill in ques- 
tion, however, the public excitement has 
been cooled, and the prisoner will be tried at 
once, and the public demand will be satisfied, 
It is unquestionable that lynching in other 
States might become less common if the peo- 
ple were assured of prompt justice in the 
courts. 


LOYALTY TO THE QUEEN. 

Intense popular emotion such as_ the 
name or presence of Queen Victoria arouses 
throughout the British Empire is some- 
thing which Americans can neither realize 
nor fully understand. We have no coun- 
terpart of this deep personal loyalty cen- 
tering about a single individual. We have 
a respectful enthusiasm for a good Presi- 
dent, but it is of the kind that English- 
men give to a good Prime Minister. We 
have a deep love of country, which will 
move men to fight and die for the union; 
but the Englishman has this and the other 
besides. We have an intense loyalty for 
our flag, and we have a national anthem, 
but so: have other nations theirs. Along 
with all these patriotic impulses the British 
citizen has that other subtle and power- 
ful sentiment of devotion to royalty. It 
is something that has come down through 
centuries of the sweet and bitter asso- 
ciations that center about a throne and 
scepter, until the impulse of devotion has 
becomé instinctive, and until the deepest 
patriotic emotions of the people cluster 
about the royal person. 

Nobody imagines that Queen Victoria 
has made the greatness of the British Em- 
pire or that she is really guiding its des- 
tinies at the present moment. The power 
is in the hands of the Ministers and of 
Parliament, but the love and loyalty fot 
the Queen are as genuine as if she were 
doing it all. Nor can this be accounted for 
by the fact that she is a noble woman 
with & pure and tender heart. This is 
not the cause of the dense throngs, the 
eager faces, the deafening cheers, or the 
moist eyes of the hundreds of thousands 
who joined in the spontaneous street dem- 
onstrations in London on Thursday. It 1s 
not because she is a good and kind woman, 
but bécause she is the representative of a 
long line of sovereigns. 

This is why the Queen’s intended visit 
to Ireland is. expected to awaken fresh 
loyalty. There is something in the name 
and title of Queen that touches inherited 
sentiments of the deepest and most power- 
ful kind. The sentiments are kindred to 
those which, for every Irishman, cluster 


around the shamrock. The Queen’s visit 
to Ireland and her order permitting every 
Irishman to wear the green on St. Pat- 
rick’s day are both strong and legitimate 
appeals to a sentiment of which Ameri- 
cans know but little. There is no part 
of our country where the wearing of a 
distinct badge or a particular kind of rib- 
bon would stir the same emotions. There 
is no person in this country whose name 
or presence can stir the same king of feel- 
ing as the one that animates the English, 
Scotch, or Irish soldier as he lies dying on 
the veldt and comforts his last moments 
with the thought that-he has given up his 
life “for his Queen.” 

The nearest we have come to anything 
of the kind was the people's devotion to 
Washington in his later years or the en- 
thusiasm for Lincoln at the close of the 
war. But this was loyalty to men who 
had achieved great things. The loyalty 
to the “little old woman in the plainest 
black costume” who rode in her carriage 
through London to Buckingham Palace the 
other day is of a different kind. It is 
not her deeds but her royalty that causes 
Englishmen to lavish their wartime emo- 
tions upon this peaceable and kindly old 
lady. The phenomenon is curious and in- 
comprehensible from our republican point 
of view. 


THE PENALTY OF VALOR. 
From London comes word that the Presi- 


dents of the two south African republics 


have begun preliminary negotiations for 
peace, making the recognition of the inde- 


pendence of the governments which they 


represent the one unalterable condition of 
settlement. Everything else they are will- 
ing to leave to be settled by conference and 
by compromise. 

To this “audacious proposal” England 
sternly answers that because of the blood 
and treasure which have already been spent 
in south Africa no peace proposition can 
be considered which does not provide that 
the English flag shall be recognized as para- 
mount in both the Orange Free State and 
the Transvaal. In other words, Great Brit- 
ain says, at least by inference, that because 
the Boers have shown themselves brave 
men and good soldiers they must be utterly 
crushed, whereas, if they had been easily 
beaten; if they had allowed Buller to march 
into Ladysmith unopposed; if they had not 


bravely resisted the onslaught of English 


arms, they might still be allowed to retain 
their independence. 

Such an answer puts a premium on cow- 
ardice and makes the craven a wiser man 
than the patriot, to whom liberty is dearer 


even than life. 


‘Not so many weeks ago all England sat 
with bated breath, while the south African 
farmers surprised the world with their 
skill and valor. Today, because by mere 
brutal weight of numbers they have tempo- 
rarily overpowered the Boers, official Great 
Britain grows proud and overbearing. A 
month ago England was almost ready to ac- 
cept a crust. Now nothing but the whole 
loaf will satisfy her. : 

It would please even the friends of Great 
Britain if, in her hour of triumph, she 


should recognize the bravery and grit of her 


feeble antagonist as a'reason for greater 
magnanimity rather than as a cause for 
additional severity. It is not in accordance 
with Anglo-Saxon ideas of fair play to 
crush a weak foe simply because he has 
dared to stand up for what he thought were 
his rights. 

The parallel between the “ embattled 
farmers ” who fought at Lexington and the 
Boers, who are now rallying for a last stand 
against armies which outnumber them four 


to one, is too close to allow an American to 


Rok upon it unmoved. Already the sym- 
pathies of a large part of the people, at least 
in the West, are with the men who are 


fighting to retain their independence. To 


force them to die fighting in the last ditch to 
preserve their national honor will be to 
unify public: sentiment against England. 
Those who wish Great Britain well may 
well sigh for “ one hour of Gladstone.” 


THE IMMORTAL WRITERS. 
Mr. Choate, the American Ambassador 
at the Court of St. James, in a recent 
speech on literature at the Authors’ club 
in London, sought to answer the ques- 


tion, What four writers are likely to be 


immortal among English speaking peoples? 
In one address at least Mr. Choate has not 
exceeded the limits of diplomatic proprie- 


‘ty and etiquette and has not rendered him- 


self liable to official rebuke, as on a pre- 
vious occasion. On the other hand, his 
subject is one with which Secretary Hay 
is in close sympathy. Mr. Hay may differ 
with Mr. Choate in the conclusions he 
reaches, but he will have no objections to 
the matter of his speech. 

In arriving at his conclusion Mr. Choate 
naturally omitted any mention of the Bible, 
Homer, Dante, Shakspeare, or A°schylus, 
for these are considered the world over as 
immortals. He was rather engaged with 
those books of a comparatively recent date 
which are most widely read by English 
speaking peoples, and which most com- 
pletely represent the survival of the fittest 
in literature. The books which he selects 
are “ Don Quixote,” “ The Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress,” “ Robinson Crusoe,” and “ The Com- 
pleat Angler.” 

In discussing Mr. Choate’s selection the 
London Spectator concedes the immortali- 
ty of twoe Pilgrim’s Progress”? and 
Robinson Crusoe ’’—but doubts the im- 
mortality of the other two, and not with- 
out good cause. While “ Don Quixote ” is 
the glory of Spanish literature, and while 
ithas been many times admirably trans- 


‘lated, it,may be quéstioned whether it is 


not a book more talked about than read 
among English speaking peoples. As the 
Spectator well says: ‘How many of our 
acquaintances could any of us put our 
hands upon who are acquainted with ‘ Don 
(Quixote ’"—we will not say as they are with 
‘The Pilgrim’s Progress,’ but as they are 
with the novels of Scott, with Fielding’s 
‘Tom Jones,’ or with ‘ The Vicar of Wake- 
field’? How many of us can say that we 
have read ‘ Don. Quixote’ through from 
cover to cover?” ‘The same may be said, 
and with still wider appreciation, of “ The 
Compleat Angler.” It is a little strange 
that Mr. Choate should have selected the 
reflections of old Izaak upon fishing and 
nature, charming as they are and quaint 
and lovable as the dear old angler always 
is. It is possible that Mr. Choate may have 
been misled by the existing furore for first 
editions of “The Compleat Angler,” but 
this signifies nothing so far as popular 
favor is concerned. That furore is only the 
fad ef bibliomaniacs. There is a similar 
demand for first editions of Bdgar Allan 
Poe and George Cruickshanks, and they 
bring extravagant prices, but it does not 
argue that they are among the immortals. 
Not the books which bibliophiles may de- 
sire, or even the books which every person 
of cultivated taste may ‘read; are the ones 
likely ta. be immortal, but the books every 
one reads from géfiieration to generation. 

Judged from this standpoint the Spec- 
tator’s comment is a just one, though few 
persons will agree with own substitu- 


tion of “ Gulliver's Travels” and “The 
Vicar of Wakefield” for Mr. _Choate’s 
selection of “ The Compleat Angler ” and 
“Don Quixote.” The former are opén te 
the identical eriticism it makes upon the 
latter. There is no more difficult task than 
the selection of immortal books. It is quite 
as difficult as the selection of immortal 
‘men, as the trustees.of the New York , Tni- 
versity will discover when they come t» 
stock their new Hall of Fame. Ifa man 
could project himself as far into the future 
as he is distant from Homer, or even Dante 
and Shakspeare, he might pronounce upoi! 
this subject with accuracy. But books, 
like the fame of men, must remain many 
centuries in pickle before it is safe to 
assume they will be preserved immortally. 


SERVING TWO MASTERS. 

The retirement of Bdmund Clarence 
Stedman from the New York Stock Ex- 
change in order to devote himself exclusive- 
ly to literaturg is an interesting illustra- 
tion of how happy a man can be with 
either were “t’other fair charmer away.” 
Mr. Stedman has long devoted himself to 
two charmers, but the fascinations of the 
one have waned and he intends, as he con- 
fessed in the speech made to his associ- 
ates on the occasion of being presented with 
a farewell loving cup, to cease living a 
“ dual life.” “ None the less,” he declares, 
“shall I miss these daily affiliations and 
even the work on the floor. Dr. Hé@lmes 


made his convict in the treadmill say: 


And I am better grown, 
Now, hang me! but I mean to have 


A treadmill of my own. 

“I¢ I set one up, it-will not grind out 
stock quotations, though in time it may 
produce something relating to life on 
‘change. In such case it will not stint in 
paying tribute to the manliness, the honor, 
justice, and magnanimity that are found 
here as fully 4s in any other place where 
all sides of human character are represent- 
ed.” So it seems that Mr. Stedman has 
lived his double life to some purpose and 
that he has gained a knowledge of human 
nature that he would not have possessed had 
he served but one master. 

Literature and life—even business life— 
seem to be coming closer together. Even 
in Chicago there are men who indulge in 
alittle “side dealing” in literature, an-] 
many a volume finds it way from the busi- 
ness-man’s office to the reviewer's desk. As 
Mr. Stedman pertinently says, there are 
scores of business-men who, “if they put 
their culture and talents to use in litera- 
ture, would show results averaging as well 
as those of a similar number of brethren 
of the quill.” Perhaps they would show 
even better results, at least as far as the 
study of their own kind is concerned. 


LOVE LETTERS AND LEAD PIPES. 

Few sadder cases are on record than that 
of Max Toepper, who was arrested on Fri- 
day charged with stealing lead pipe from 
a vacant house on Quick avenue in River 
Forest. Max was arrested because in the 
house which had been despoiled scraps 
of love letters with his name signed 
to them were found. The lesson is 
plain. No young man should attempt 
to write love letters and steal lead 
pipe at the same time. It might even be 
argued from the premises that it would be 


‘wiser not to write love letters at all. If 


Max had confined himself to vérbal protes- 
tations of affection .he would still be at 
liberty. That love is supposed to laugh at 
locksmiths is no excuse in the eyes of the 
law for breaking into a vacant house. | 

It is to be hoped that Max, who vehement- 
ly protests his innocence, will be able to 
prove an alibi. To the layman, not gifted 
with the analytical abilities of a detective, 
it does not appear plain that becatise a 
man’s love letters are found in a house 
which has been robbed he must necessarily 
have been the robber, If Max is guilty he 
must have decided not to mail the letters 
after writing them. Then, after tearing 
them up, the fragments must have dropped 
ont of his pockets while he was wrestling 
with the sanitary plumbing. 

On the other hand, it may be that Max 
has a rival in the affections of the young 
woman to whom the letters were written. 
The rival may have stolen the letters before 
he stole the lead pipe and then carefully 
scattered the fragments about the house 
with the diabolical idea of fixing the guilt 
on Max. In that case the plot grows melo- 
dramatic, and there is still hope that in the 
last act the heavy villain may be brought to 
book and Max and his fair one may walk 
down to the footlights amidst the sympa- 
thetic applause of the audience. 

At any rate, and looked at from any 
standpoint, the danger of committing one’s 
amatory emotions to paper is obvious. 
Love lé¢tters have caused trouble enough in 
the world before now. But if the penning 
of a billet doux is to make a man liable to 
arrest for stealing lead pipe it is to be ex- 


pected that Cupid will hereafter stick to the ° 


spoken word, which.is, after all, the most 
satisfactory medium in lovemaking. 


AN ATTACK ON PERAMBULATORS. 

Fond mothers will learn with indignation 
and alarm that science has taken up arms 
against the baby carriage. Not content 
with its insidious onslaught upon sentiment 
and kissing, it now seeks to alclish the 
perambulator, perhaps with a view to 
abolishing the babies themselves in the 
course of time. The leader in the crusade 
is an English scientist and civil engineer 
named James Swinburn, who boldly comes 
out in a magazine article and asks what a 
perambulator is for, anyhow. Presumably 
the question occurred to him upon being 
crowded off the sidewalk by one of these 
useful vehicles. 

The disgrunjled scientist scouts the idea 
that a baby is taken out in a perambulator 
for exercise.

To his abstention from it Yale owed 
for many years the services of an admirable 
Kent professor of law. Mr. Cleveland, who 
sometimes made unexpected and excellent 
appointments, made one when he sent Mr. 
Phelps to the court of St. James. Asa rule 
this country has been represented there by 


“men of ability, who commanded the respect 


of Englishmen and did nothing to forfeit 
that of Americans. Mr. Phelps was one of 
them. He was a brilliant talker, but, unlike 
some of his successors,'he did not talk too 
much. His native State, which was proud of 
him in spite of his unpopular politics, will 
always count him among its distinguished 


sons.

as he is done with them. This is intellectual training, and a course of study 
which gives this habit of research and order and completion of each thing 
by itself has a value that increases as years go on. aS 
Our next point is a more doubtful one, and needs to be studied more

IMES such as we have witnessed in the last few 
months of prosperity seem to be attended by a cor- 
responding crop of sociological or economic sages, 
as ready to account for financial prosperity as is a 
corresponding crop of croakers and pessimists in 
times of adversity to account for the disturbed con- 
dition of human society. In times of distress, suf- 
fering, and want any long-haired crank reformer 
will have disciples. So in ‘these days of real and 
fictitious prosperity the men or set of men that can 
rob the public, the consumer, and the producer, un- 
der the form of law, of from 100 to 400 per cent more 
than the fair competitive market price that the com- 

modity is worth will also have followers, disciples, “‘ cuckoos,” and even 


high priests, as long as they divide a small per cent of their ill-gotten 


gains with their retinues of clackers and blind followers. It is remarkable 
how cheap the swingers of the burning censer can be had. 

We are treated to the spectacle of college Presidents and college pro- 
fessors, both in sectarian and secular colleges, suddenly blossoming out in 
theories, justifying the most abominable practices and befogging the pub- 
lie with their theories on “ a modern industrial development”; while in truth 
and in fact it should be in many instances denominated * the modern crim- 
inal conspiracy.” 

Take, for example, the apologists, both in the college chair, in the ed- 
itorial column, and on the floor of the United States Senate, and in the 
General Assemblies, of the Standard Oil trust. In Ohio, during our con- 


HE characteristic of the foreign relations of the 
United States at the outbreak of the Spanish war 
was isolation. The policy was traditional, originat- 
ing at the birth of the republic. It received the sanc- 
tion of its founders—of Washington preéminently 
—had been indorsed by-most, if not all, of the leading 
statesmen of the country, and had come to be re- 
garded with almost as much respect as if incorpo- 
rated in the text of the constitution itself. 

Though historians will probably assign the

They had begun to realize that their industrial and commercial develop- 


ment should not be checked by limitation to the demands of the home mar- 
ket, but must be furthered by free access to all markets; that to secure such 
access the nation must be formidable, not merely in its wants and wishes and 


HILE the trust is apparently safe against attacks, 
both from without and within, its permanemice is not 
fully assured. It may prove a failure economically, 
and so its promoters will have no desire for its con- 
tinued existence. Does the trust promise to be a 
large and permanent element in ouf industrial life? 
Evidently most people incline to answer this ques- 
tion in the affirmative, and their forebodings as to 
the “consequences are great. Probably these fore- 
bodings are greatly exaggerated. All experience 
shows that the consequences of great social changes 
are less far-reaching than either their friends or 
their enemies usuallly anticipate. 

But it must be admitted that even experts are inclined to the opinion 
that the trust has come tostay. Assuming this, then, what shall we say of 
the consequences to follow? In the minds of friends and enemies these 
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trial change which throws people out of emplpymen 
them a loss.

carefully. It is this: In the matter of training itself, our higher institutions 


’ of learning should undertake to teach theory rather than practice; methods 


of reasoning rather than methods of doing things. 

Let me not be misunderstood. I do not wish to countenance the old 
‘idea that all learning should be obtained through books. Books are best 
understood when their lessons are combined with the lessons of the labora- 
tory. But I mean that the laboratory should be in reality a laboratory, 
and not a workshop—a place primarily for scientific experiment and deter- 
mination of principles, rather than for the construction of a finished 


product, valuable for its utility. | 
I say this with a fair measure of confiderice, because I am sure that it 


‘represents the general tendency of American professional schools, and that: 


this tendency is itself a result of the experience of their graduates. The 
best law schools in the country concern themselyes less with the purely 
practical side of their teaching, and more with the development in the 


student of the power of thought which underlies the cases that are studied. 


The best medical schools are become in relatively less degree schools of 
applied medicine and more schools of advanced physiology and pathology. 

Of course, the degree to which we can insist on this exaltation of the 
theoretical and subordination of the practical training depends wholly on 
the subject. 

Not only must the university really train its students, and train them 
in habits of reasoning, but it must, I think, in the opinion of the most clear- 
sighted American observers, teach them to reason in more than one line. 
We must recognize that the university is not a place solely or primarily for 
the training of specialists, but, as far as time and financial conditions will 
allow, for the training of citizens.

In the various operations which they have carried through up to the 
present the English Generals do not appear to me to have been guided by 
a strict observation of the laws of strategy. General Methuen, in his 
attack on the Modder, seems to have kept his line of operations intact, but if 
he had maneuvered instead of attempting to crush his way through with 
forces which, if not less than those of the enemy, were at the most their 
equal, he would have succeeded in obtaining a better result. At all events 
he in no way compromised his situation. 

General Buller’s mode of procedure is entirely different. In his second 
attack upon the Tugela he left his line of ‘operations entirely uncovered. 
Much was hoped frum his so-called turning movement by his left wing. 
Turning movements do not exist. If one of the two adversaries largely 
outnumbers the other, his array, spreading over more ground than that of 
the enemy, naturally closes in upon the flank or flanks of the weaker army, 
and this occasions one or two surrounding movements. 

An army does not gain the victory by means of armored trains, balloons, 
or searchlights. Two things only can make victory a certainty—first, the 
courage of leaders and of men—and this, as they have proved beyond dis- 
cussion, the English possess to a high degree; second, an expert and capable 
command—and this they have not, as the events in South Africa show.

test, the Supreme Court of the State of Ohio has declared the contract com- 
bining the twenty constituent companies formed, operated, and maintained, 
a trust contract, and that it was in contravention and violation of the pub- 
lic policy of the State of Ohio. 

The highest court of the State ordered them to withdraw-—that is, or- 
dered the Standard Oil company of Ohio to withdraw—from the trust con- 
tract. The decree of a court is one of the most sacred and potent orders 
that sovereignty can give toasubject. If the humblest citizen resists an 
officer in executing an order of the court he is promptly put behind the bars, 


or, if he flees from justice, is shot 7 the back. Yet here we have a spectacle 


of a combination of twenty companies, all managed by a little band of 
trustees in the face of a decree of the court, increasing the valuation of their 
combined capital from $97,250,000 to a valuation of about $600,000,000, if 
we treat their income as an exponent of the value of its trust and stock 
certificates. 

The Supreme Court of Ohio as early as March, 1892, entered a judgment 
against the Standard Oil company of Ohio ousting it from further par- 
ticipating in the trust agreement, and from the power, franchise, or priv- 
ilege of paying dividends to the trustees of the trust. Notwithstanding 
the pretended dissolution the trust from some source has paid upwards of 
thirty quarterly dividends, the first twenty-three at 3 per cent, and paid 45 
per cent in specials up to 1895—114 per cent in a little over three years, or 
$110,865,000 on the capitalization. Or, to put it in another way—the last 
quarterly dividend of 8 per cent, payable Dec. 15, 1897, amounted-to more 


‘than the total cost of all the crude oil produced in the United States for the . 


same period of time.

Our purchase of the Philippines can be justified, if at all, only by its 


“effect in creating or extending trade aml commerce with the Philippines 


and with China. It is not too much to assert quite positively that we 
should have been in a better position to demand our share of the Philippine 
and Chinese trade without the Philippines than with them. 

It goes without saying that the United States cannot play the part in 
the world’s affairs it has just assumed without equipping itself for the part 
with all the instrumentalities necessary to make its will felt either through 
pacific intercourse and negotiation or through force. 

The true, the ideal position for us would be complete freedom of action, 
perfect liberty to pick allies from time to time as special occasions might 
warrant and an enlightened view of our own interests might dictate. With- 
out the Philippines we might closely approach that position. Except for 
Great Britain's countenance we should almost certainly never have got the 
Philippines; except for her continued support our hold upon them would 
be likely to prove precarious, perhaps altogether unstable. 

It follows that we now find ourselves actually caught in an entangling 
alliance, forced there not by any treaty, or compact of any sort, formal or 
informal, but by the stress of the inexorable facts of the situation. 


ioubtless too dark to correspond with the facts. In the first place, we 
should probably in most cases be able to take refuge in the use of substi- 
utes. Still further, any one trust, if it push its advantage too far, will 
inevitably stimulate competition of allied trusts. For example, there are 
several different industries working wit} iron and steel, any one of which 
can produce bicycles. In consequence bicycle trust could never press its 
advantage far without developing the competition of the sewing-machine 
trust or the reaper trust, or some other steel machine trust, 

In most cases the success of the trust in maintaining the monopoly 
depends upon its producing on so large a scale that it can afford to sell at 
prices too low to be profitable for factories which work on a smaller scale. 
The maintenance of such a monopoly, therefore, clearly depends on the 
continued maintenance of low prices. : 

It must be admitted at once that the trust leads to a vast saving in hu- 
man effort. This throws peopie out of émployment, not because there is 
any less accomplished, but because improved methods lead to the accom- 
plishment of the same results with smaller expeniiture. 

In like manner consolidation saves a vast amount in the utilization of 
materials. The great factory has so much waste of particular sorts that it 
pays to establish by-industries to utilize it. 

Again, it carries out in the completest way the principle of geographical 
specialization.” The school furaiture trust, for example, will not call upon 
the Boston.factory to furnish aschool building in Omaha, but rather will 
give the order to the plant nearest to the point, thus insuring a saving in 


transportation. 
All this will be of no advantage to society unless the trust in some way

Not that there is any consensus of opinion on this point. On the other 
hand, there is a large and influential class of thinkers who are disinclined 
to call any education a university education until it has become specialized; 
who conceive of our higher institutions of learning as charged with the 
primary duty of training skillful specialists in those theories which shall 
enable them to take the lead in the country and in the world in their various 
professions or callings. It ison this principle that the universities of 
France and, speaking broadly, those of Germany, are constituted. 

What, then, are the arguments which can be urged against a view sup- 
ported by such plausible reasons and such large weight of authority? They 
are derived mainly from the nature and constitution of the American state. 
We are edueating independent citizens to exercise their share of rule and 
leadership in a democratic society. Much as we need to have good lawyers 
and good doctors, good engineers and good artists, we need still more to 
have good citizens... Our primary object is not to train a man to fill his 
place as a part of a well-ordered machine, but to see to it that he is capable 
of independent judgment concerning the running of that machine as a 
whole. He must understand and be interested in the affairs of the com- 
monwealth for whose safety he is responsible. 

- What are the qualitiesin which the citizen, or member of the ruling 
body, must: be trained—the qualities which characterize a liberal as dis- 
tinct from a technical education? They fall into two groups. In order to 
be most fit for freedom each citizen must see things as nearly as possible ‘n 
right proportions to one another; and in order to be fit to take his share in 
governing others he must know how to create, on the great public ques- 
tions of the day, that public sentiment without which all legal regulation is 
but a mere expression of arbitrary will, carrying in its exercise a menace

to the life of true democracy. ; 

With increased specialization in every department, with the growing 
consolidation of industry and the new problems created by industrial . 
trusts, with our expansion beyond our old borders and the vast political 
trust to which this gives birth, there is ingreasing need that we shall have 
men who can rise to the level of these new conceptions and intelligently deal, 
in the public interest, with those things where expert private interests be- 
come at once so large 4nd so menacing. | 

The effort to deal with these things by the unintelligent exercise of our 
old legal traditions has been futile. To strive to control them by statutes, 
unenforced as they have been in the past, is worse than futile. A sharp 
alternative remains before us: either to put in the hands of the government 
an arbitrary power and forceto give effect to such statutes as it may pass, 
or to educate a public sentiment which shall deal with the problems of the 
present day by the same methods which the American people have in the 
past time used for dealing with its past problems. 

The former alternative means an undermining of true democracy; the 
latter means its continuance. So far as our university authorities can take 
a wide view of their functions and their duties as educators of public senti- © 
ment, they can make themselves the guardians of our constitution and of 
our traditions as a nation. , | 

I believe, therefore, that the highest ideal of university education for 
America lies not in imitation of France or of Germany, but in the develop- 
ment of our college life on lines not wholly dissimilar to those which have 
hitherto prevailed. The American citizen is a freeman and a ruler; the 
training of the American citizen must be a training for freedom and leader- 


ship.

HE discussion as to the validity of the appointment 

by the Governor of Pennsylvania of Matthew S. 
Quay as a United States Senator fram Pennsy!- 
vania arises entirely from a dispute of interpretation 
of the section of the constitution of the United 
States relative to the Senate. Section 3 of article 1 
of the constitution reads as follows: 

“1. The Senate of the United States shall be 
composed of two Senators from each State, chosen 
= by the Legislature thereof, for six years; and each 
Senator shall have one vote. 
“2. Immediately after they shall be assembled 
in consequence of the first election they shall be di- 
vided as equally as may be into three classes. The seats of the Senators 
of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the second year, of 
the second class at the expiration of the fourth year, and of the third class 
at the expiration of the sixth year, so that one third may be chosen every 
second year; and if vacancies happen by resignation, or otherwise, during 
the recess of the Legislature of any State, the executive thereof may make 
temporary appointments until the next meeting of the Legislature, which 
shall then fill such vacancies.” 

The term of Mr. Quay, to which he had been elected by the Legislature 
of Pennsylvania, expired by the efflux of time on March 3, 1899. The Leg- 
islature of Pennsylvania convened in regular session on the first Tuesday 


If the financial press correctly reports their dividend of Feb. 8, 1900, a 
dividend of $50,000,000 distributed would be 50 per cent on a $100,000,000 
capital. Prior to 1895 the dividends ran above 12 per cent; in 1896 stock- 
holders received about 31 per cent; in,J897, 33 per cent; in 1898 about 30 
per cent, or, as summarized from 189 1900, estimating 1900 as $50,000,- 
000, would give about $237,000,000 of dividends. And all this time there 
is scarcely an independent refinery that has been permitted to exist, and 
those that did exist returned but a small income upon the actual investment. 

This $237,000,000 in the last nine years represents largely an illegal 
exaction made off of the Ohio, Indiana, Pennsylvania, and other oil pro- 


‘ducing districts, which were compelled tg accept the price illegally dictated 


to them by the Standard Oil trust, while there was exacted of the con- 
sumer a monopolistic price, ranging from 200 to 400 per cent more than the 
normal price would be, left open to competition. On Feb. 9, 1900, coal oil 
was retailing at Delaware, O., at 16 cents a gallon, which, according to ex- 
perts, at the prices paid for raw material in Ohio, could be retailed ata 
handsome profit at five cents a gallon. When this monopoly was selling oil 
in New York City at nine cents a gallon, and other places in the United 
States as high as 18 cents a gallon, the sworn testimony in the Ohio inves- 
tigation showed that it was exporting oil in bulk at 2.9 cents a gallon. 
And yet, when the Ohio courts have demanded of them to produce their 
books, answer interrogatories, or file answers to their pleadings, what has 
been the result? 

Take for illustration the answer made by the Buckeye Pipe Line com- 
pany, one of the companies charged in the case now pending in the State 
Supreme Court with violating the statutes of the State. Not only do they 


HERE is nothing in the present expansion today that 
is inconsistent withthe history and policy of the 
United States. The suggestion that the acquisi- 
tion of territory is imperialism is refuted by the fact 
that neither Jefferson, Monroe, Jackson, Polk, nor 
any of their associates is regarded as an imperialist. 
The imperialism they advocated made homes for 
patriotic, liberty-loving, self-respecting citizens, 
whose loyalty to the government of the United 
States is unsurpassed by the people-of any of the 
thirteen original States. 

If to assist the people of the Philippines to estab- 

lish local self-government after the plan adopted by 

Jefferson is imperialism, then Jefferson was the pioneer imperialist of the 

United States. The Philippines will never be dependent colonies. They 
will be allowed to conduct their own affairs with the assistance of such offi- 
cers as it may be necessary to appoint to aid them in establishing local self- 
government. 

No one pretends that the Filipinos are now fit for statehood, but I repu- 
diate the suggestion that they are not fit for just such government as Jeffer- 
son extended to the Louisiana purchase and Monroe to the acquisition of 
Florida.. There may not be enough Americans in that country to organize 
a State government without Congressional executive action, as in the case 
of California. But if the same Congressional and executive care that 


| 


is compelled to do this in some measure we have already seen. That it 
ought to do more and perhaps will be compelled to by some modification of 
the existing laws is not unlikely. 

Another advantage which the friends of the trust have promised, with 
some show of reason, isa greater freedom from industrial storms, from 
panics, and depressions. Unrestricted competition is, as we have seen, 
wasteful, but it is also dangerous to quiet, orderly progress. In a crisis 
there is no unity of action. It is “each man for himself.” Gigantic com- 
binations, especially if these are complete, naturally move on more stead- 
ily. ‘They can afford to dothis. They do not need. to strive for larger 
profits during the era of prosperity. On the other hand, they need not 
indulge in great anxiety when (depression comes. 

An industrial manifestation of so notable a sort is bound to bring 
forward the question: What shall be done about it? Some people do not 


’ hesitate to say that nothing need be done about it, that the trust will take 
- care of itself. This conclusionis natural enough for those who look on 


industrial consolidation as a purely temporary phenomenon, growing out of 
temporary conditions. It is equally natural for those who believe trusts 
are on the whole beneficent. f 

A different class of persons reaches much the same conclusion, though 
from quite different premises. Thorough-going Socialists, who desire noth- 
ing so much as that all industry should be organized into a single trust 
under the management of the state, naturally welcome the process of con- 
solidation among warring industries as a step toward their Utopia. One 
after another, they say, the industries of the country will be united in one 
universal monopoly, whereupon the state will take possession of this single 


huge trust and the Socialist goal will have been obtained. 


in January, 1899. The Legislature adjourned April 20, without ef- 
fecting an election. Thereafter, on April 21,, 1899, the Governor 
of Pennsylvania appointed Mr. Quay. 

It is contended by the opponents of the right of the Governor to make 
this appointment that the vacancy was one which was foreseen, and one 
which that Legislature had an opportunity of filling before it occurred, and 
under these facts it is maintained that the appointment is invalid. 

The contention of those who oppose the right of the Governor to make 
this appointment is based upon a strict and technical construction of the 
clauses of the constitution already referred to. If the Legislature fails to 
accomplish such an election the State must suffer the penalty by being 
unrepresented in whole or in part in the Senate of the United States. The 
word “happen” is construed in its primary sense as meaning to originate. 

On the other side, the proposition is first made that the paramount ob- 
ject of the constitution is that the Senate of the United States should al- 
ways be full. The pedple of the State are entitled to this representation, 

The precedents of the Senate are conflicting. They have in many cases 
been decided on partisan and political grounds. As constitutional prece- 
dents they. are admitted to be of small value. One underlying principle, 
however, will be found to run through all of them. There has been a steady 
tendency in the contest against technicality and narrow construction to 
a greater and greater liberality, so that the paramount purpose of the

The State claims not only that the Standard Oil company of Ohio has 
been in contempt of the court for upwards of eight years, but the Standard 
Oil company and the constituent companies doing business in Ohio forming 
the trust have each and every one forfeited their right to exist; that their 
impositions and charges and monopolistic exactions, in spite of the laws 
and the courts, demand speedy punishment, even unto corporate death.

The President has acted wisely in selecting an eminent jurist in the 
prime of life to assiat the natives of the islands in establishing local selt- 
government after the models which our own country so abundantly furnishes. 

We want little l@gislation for the Philippines. .We want their leaders 
to come here and see how we govern ourselves, to enable them to do like- 
wise. The absurd charge that there is any intention on the part of the ad- 
ministration or the Republican or the Democratic party to govern the Philip- 
pines or any other territory which we have acquired or may acquire as colo- 
nies, by the strong arm of the military pow®@r, is entirely without foundation, 
I am aware of the suggestion of an impost. duty upon the products of Porto 
Rico, which, of course, would be one of the worst forms of a colonial policy. 
This suggestion is pregnant with evil, and, if carried out, would furnish 
substantial groundwork for the charge of imperialism. 

The colonial policy of greed, with discriminating duties against the 
products of our own territory, would breed dissatisfaction and discord. It 
might lead to militarism. It might require a large army to maintain order 
and force the people of the colonies to submit to such unjust and discrimi- 
nating policy. 

If we treat Porto Rico as we treated Louisiana, Florida, and California, 
the people of that island willlearn to love the American flag and will soon 
be loyal Americans instead of a sullen and discontented people, suffering

Complete industrial centralization is perhaps as near as the millennium, 
but no nearer. Certainly none of us will live to test the correctness of the 
prediction. 

The prescription, then, of those who favor letting the trust movement 
entirely alone is probably not likely to be accepted. At the opposite ex- 
treme are those who desire by severely prohibitive processes absolutely to 
destroy the trust. | 

This party has been powerful in the past and has triumphed in national 
and State legislation. It is a method of treatment largely favored by some 
conservative elements in society. The traditions of common and statute 
law are so sharply against all semblance of monopoly that the courts and 


laygyers have been generally arrayed against these institutions. This 


remedy, however, is probably chimerical. The movement toward consolida- 
tion is a rational one. It has behind it the elemental forces of nature. It 
is bound to triumph over artificial restrictions—in some way or another to 
evade any prohibitions which may be put upon it. Already it is probable 
that all legal difficulties have been met by the organization of the con- 
solidation corporation. | 

Further, the thoroughly economic character of the trust, its vast saving 
in human effort and capital, make it highly desirable that its existence 
should be continued, provided the evils incident to it can be avoided by any 
means short of absolute prohibition. 

Thus the do-nothing policy and the do-everything policy are alike shut 
out. The other alternative is to recognize the legitimacy of the trust and 
gradually work out a system of regulation which shall insure the sharing of 
the benefits incident to its institution among the public generally. That such

a quarter of an hour ata time no artist 
would be Hable to add any superfluous bril- 
lianey to his work or aim for clever technical 
effects in painting. 

His figure subjects, showing the Innuits 
and their mode of living, are also interest- 
ing for their composition and _ color 
schemes. They show these simple people 
of the north mourning their dead, at their 
daily occupations, out of doors, or in their 
snow huts. 

The landscapes, or marines (it is not al- 
ways possible to give them their proper des- 
ignation), are for the most part views of 
huge expanses of ice and snow, although 
vuhere are several which show rocks, open 
water, and even grass. 

his custom of annually showing 
a collection of his paintings, Svend Svendson 
will open an exhibition of twenty paintings 
at Thurber’s Gallery tomorrow. While 
there are a umber of his characteristic snow 
scen which remind one of his previous 
exhibitions, he also shows several journeys 
into fresh fields. One of these, which will 
certainly win the applause of the gallery, is 
a firelight effect, in which the glow of a 
campfire on the snow in the woods at night 
is shown. It is a striking plece of imitative 
painting, and, though not of great artistic 
merit, is just the sort of thing which catches 
the public. 

There is also much realism in his “ End of 
a Glorious Day,” a view of a lake reflecting 
a green and orange sky, with some birch 
t--es on the bank in the foreground and’a 
boat drawn up on the rocky shore, and a 
line of purple woods on the distant opposite 
shore. One of its chief merits is its re- 
markably well observed values. 

Something quite different from anything 
which he has exhibited before, but much 
like F, C. Peyraud’s “‘ Last Glow,” exhib- 
ited at the Art Institute last year, is his 
“ Autumn Evening.”’, It shows the glow of 
the setting sun on a field in which shocks of 
wheat throw long shadows across the 
ground. It is harmonious in tone, and tells 
the story told by another artist in more 
poetic terms, though with less effect. |

At Reinhardt’s Gallery. a number of new 
paintings have been received. Three are the 
work of Fritz Manlow, and of these one 
showing a broad stream reflecting a few trees 
on the distant bank and a line of woods on 
the high horizon ts a particularly fine exam- 
ple, full of light and sparkling color. An- 
other shows a somber winter scene with the 
arch of a bridge casting its shadow on a 
swift stream. On the farther bank is the fig- 
ure of a peasant walking through the snow 
to a cottage beyond. . The third is also a 
snow scene, but a bright and sunny one, with 
a red brick factory and small stream as the 
chief features of the composition. 

A landscape by Harpiquies is somewhat 
formal in composition but pleasing in color, 
and possessing a charm something akin to 
what is felt in the works of Corot. The sub- 
ject is evidently from the north of Italy, 
judging from the architecture of some iso- 
lated buildings in‘it. In the foreground Is a 
stream bordered by trees, and a range of dis- 
tant mountains marks the horizon. 

By Blommers there isa larger canvas than 
is usually painted by him. ‘It shows the 
figure of a little girl, nearly life size, carrying 
a 6 sister on her back as she wades in the 
surf. 

Two charming heads by Albert Lynch and 
a large marine by Alexander Harrison are 
also recent acquisitions. | 


It is not often that an artist shows two 
collections of his works in the same city at 
the same time. William T. Smedley, how- 
ever, is an illustrator who is prolific and evi- 
dently has an abundance of material for ex-. 
hibition. A collection of his work was still 
on the walls of Thurber’s galelry when a 
collection of over fifty of his wash drawings 
arrived at Roullier’s art rooms last week. 
They .are all originals, made for reproduc- 
tion in black and white, although slight 
suggestions of color appear in them. 

They treat chiefly of the doing of fashion- 
able people on parade at the opera, in 
restaurants, ballrooms, and clubs; on yachts, 
ocean liners, or in the streets of New York. 
Where Smedley excels is in the characteris- 
tic types with which he peoples these scenes 
and his clever and spirited drawings of them 
and their clothes and acecssories. 

There are also shown at this gallery some 
cleverly designed Easter cards in water- 
colors by Josephine Rogers. They are com- 
posed of figures painted in flat tones, with 
gold used in the crnament and backgrounds.

HE Exposition Universelle, Paris, of 1900 was organized by a decree 

of the President of the French Republic, approved by Parliament, and 

accepted by the administration of the City of Paris.

of the exposition; to his department was intrusted the appointment of a 
Commissioner General and the organization of the service necessary to

-The funds for the great fair were contributed by the state, by the 
The contribution of the latter was made 


in a novel fashion. A series of over three millions and a half of $4 bonds 
was issued, giving the purchaser the right to twenty entrances to the ex- 
position, a 5 per cent reduction upon the railroads, and a chance in a 
quarterly lottery drawing in which the prizes ranged from $20,000 to 


$100,000. The bonds were not reimbursable.

nothing, a great many millions were obtained for the treasury. 

The financial success of French expositions is always surprising and. 
rather mystifying, but with the lottery scheme attached to the raising of 
public funds—perfectly legitimate in France—it is rather easy to compre- 


hend. 


The City of Paris gets back its contribution threefold through the octroi 


tax—a city tax levied upon all food and wines brought into Paris. With 
the tremendous’influx of visitors to the city, all of whom must be fed, it is 
not difficult to-calculate what the octroi receipts will amount to, particu- 


larly as the tax is relatively enormous. |

The exposition of 1900 is the fifteenth great international exposition 
held during the last century. The first of the modern French expositions 
was held in 1798 upon the Champ de Mars. It was followed by one in the 


Louvre court in 1801.

In 1806 a third was held upon the Esplanade des 
Place de la Concorde was the site of an exposition in 1834. In 


. 1844 upon what was then known as the Marigny square, Champs Elysées, 
another exposition was held. [England gave a fine exposition in London in 
1851. In 1855 the Champs Eylsées were again the site for an exposition, and 
in 1862 the English held another exposition in London. The great French 
exposition of 1867 followed, on the Champ de Mars. In 1873 an exposition 
was held in Vienna; in 1876 the great Centennial at Philadelphia. In 18785 
an exposition was again held at Paris to show the resurrection of Paris 
from its ashes after the Commune, and in 1889 still another exposition was 
held in Paris to commemorate the centennial of the first revolution and to’ 


demonstrate the vitality of the republic. 


Chicago came next and produced 


the great World’s Fair in 1898, which astonished the world and induced the 
French to again make an immense effort to crown the century.

The Trocadero section comprises all the 


buildings located upon what are known as the 


. Trocadero grounds. These, asarule, belong 


to the colonial exhibits of the great na- 
tions of the world. France, England, Hol- 
land, Russia, the United States all have co- 
lonial exhibits here, and the national pa- 
vilions of China and Japan belong to the 
Trocadero section. , 

The third section of the exposition is the 
Champ de Mars section, commencing at the 
d'Iena bridge and running back to the end 
of the great Champ de Mars.; The build- 
ings upon the Champ de Mars include a 
number of the main buildings) and some of 
the most conspicuous of the attractions. 
The machinery building, the transporta- 
tion building, the education building, the 
threads and tissues building are all upon 
the Champ de Mars. 

The Esplanade des Invalides section com- 
mences just after leaving the Champ de 
Mars, upon the left bank of thé Seine River, 
and includes all the foreign pavilions, run- 
ning along the river in what} is known as 
the Foreigners’ Row," up the Es- 
planade des Invalides, where the manu- 
factures palaces, six in number, are situated. 

In addition to these four section is the 
annex to the exposition at Vincennes, where 
buildings devoted to machinery, sports, and 
forestry have been erected to take care of 
supplementary exhibits crowded out of the 
exposition proper. Boats, steam cars, and 
trains run between Vincennes and Paris, 
making a visit to the annex am easy matter.

usually adopted by exposition manage- 
ments. No one nation has a partic- 
ular building for all its exhibits. The 
buildings of the foreign powers will serve as 
headquarte for receptions and official 
matters, ahd with few exceptions are not 
used for general exhibits. 

When the various commissioners talk of 
“space "" accorded to America, England, or 
Germany, they do not mean to imply a given 
amount of space in one single building, but 
small sections of space in the various build- 
ings where the group of exhibits are scat- 
tered. As regards the grouping, all the arts 
of the world have been plated together— 
American, German, French—side by side; 
all the industries in the same manner, and 
so on with every kind of exhibit. 

This plan has immense advantages. It 
enables the visitor to select exactly the 
groups to which personal interest is most 
attached. Artists will find art of the world 
grouped together. There is no need to 


traverse building after building to study | 


each nation’s display. The farmer will find 


i 


the manufacturer; and the exhibiters, as well 


as the public, reap the benefit of this intelli- 

gent grouping which allows comparison 

among competitors. 

In 1889 there were only nine groups of ex- 
hibits at the Paris exposition. Today the 
number reaches eighteen, and comprises the 
great recent inventions unknown ten veers 
ago. 

Education and Instruction (Group = 
This is divided into six classes, com- 
mencing with primary education and 
continuing on up to higher instruction 
and the methods of teaching the tech- 


nique of art, agriculture, industry, and : 


commerce, | 

Art (Group 2)—This comprises works of 
art, sibdivided into four classes, uniting 
painting, sculpture, architecture, and 
lithographing and engraving. 

Accessories to Art (Group 3)—This is 
intended to complete the second, and 
under it .are included instruments 
genera] methods in use in science, letters, 
and art. This group is composed of eight 
classes, including photography, printing 
press, the art of advertising, medicine, 
surgery, and instruments of music. 

Mechanical Appliances (Group 4)—In 
this group cdéme all materials used by 
mechanics and all mechanical things, 
steam engines, manufacturing engines, 
machines of various sorts, workmen's 
tools and methods. 

Electricity (Group 5)—Most of the mar- 
vels of the exposition are united under 
this group; not only do light, telegraph, 
and telephone occupy a prominent part, 
but visitors will be astonished at the 
prodigies chemical electricity will reveal. 

Transportation (Group 6)—Here is seen 
all that human genius has invented in 
the way of cars, wagons, bicycles, car- 
riages, and the automobiles, which have 
reached a stage of perfection no one 
could have foreseen five years ago. 

Agriculture (Group 7)—Is divided into 
eight classes—methods of agricultural 
exploitation, material and process of vine 
culture, agricultural industries, element- 
ary agricultural products, useful Insects 
and their effect upon culture. 

Horticulture (Group 8)—This comprises 
six classes devoted to flowers, plants, and 
trees. 

Forest Products (Group 9)—Includes pro- 
ductions of trees used in the manufacture 
of paper, oils, rubber, and other things, 
and also the methods of Bunting) and 
fishing. 

Foods and Cooking (Groun 10)—In this 
group is included everything in the way 
of food and-drink and the art of cooking. 

Mines and Metallurgy (Group 11)—All 
exhibits relating to mines and metallurgy 
will be included in this group. 

Decoration and Furniture (Group 12)— 
In this group visitors will find everything 
in the way of furniture, carpets, tapes- 
tries, hangings, glass, wall paper, crys- 
tals, paints, and the improved methods 


for heating, ventilating, and lighting pri- 


vate and public buildings. 

Threads, Tissues, and Clothes (Group 
13)—Here will be seen cloths, muslins, 
silks, and satins and all kinds of clothes. 

Chemistry (Group 14)—In thie group will 
be shown the chemical industries, the 
arts of pharmacy, the fabrication of pa- 
per, perfumeries, tobacco, and matches. 

General Industries (Group 15)—A]l in- 
dustries not mentioned in other groups 
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will be included here, amon 
knifemaking, watchmaking, jewelry, 
bronze, and iron work and brush and 
leather making. ¢ 

Social Economy (Group 16)—This is one 
of the most important groups and em- 
braces social economy, hygiene, and pub- 
lic assistance. The work of charity or- 
ganizations, mutual aid societies, and 
workingmen’s syndicates occupies a 
prominent place in it. 

Colonization (Group 17)—This is the title 
of a group in which will be demonstrated 
what the European and American na* 
tions have accomplished in the coloniza- 
tion of the world. 

Armies Upon Land and Sea (Group 18)— 
The armaments of nations on land and 
sea will be shown in this group, divided 
into six classes—armament and artillery 
materials, military engineering, maritime 
engineering, hydraulic works, torpedo 
bcats, diverse military instruments, and 
administration service and hygiene. 


LOCATIONS OF GROUPS. 
Buildings in Which the Various Classi- 
fied Exhibits May Be Found, and How 
These May Be Reached Most Conven- 
fently. 

ROUP LI., “ Education and Instruc- 
tion,”’ Is to be found in the handsome 
building upon the right of the Champ 
de Mars, approaching by the d’Iena 


bridge passing to the right of the 
Eiffel tower. 
Group II., *“‘ Works of Art,’’ is entirely to 


be found in the two art palaces upom the 
Champs Elysées, and can be reached 
directly by the Champs Elysées upon en- 
tering what is known as the “ Entrance of 
Honor,” so called because through this en- 
trance, nearly facing the Elysée Palace, the 
President of the republic will pass when he 
goes to visit the exposition. 

Group IIL, “Instruments and General 
Methods in Use in Art, Letters, and Science,”’ 


{gs next to Group I. Groups I. and III. may 


thus be profitably visited together. 

Group IV., “ Materials and General Me- 

chanical Methods,” is exhibited in the ma- 
chinery building upon’ the left side of the 
Champ de Mars, approaching from the 
a@’Lena bridge. It is next to the Chateau 
d@’Eau, an immense building at the end of 
the Champ de Mars, which forms as it were 
a landmark for the location of other build- 
ings. 
Group V*, “ Electricity,” occupies a superb 
palace, extending entirely across the Champ 
de Mars, just back of the Chateau d'Eau, 
and consequently close to the machinery 
building, making Groups IV. and V. another 
two groups easy to visit together. 

Group VI., “‘ Means of Transport,” is en- 
tirely located in the great transportation 
building along the right of the Champ de 
Mars, extending from the Ch&teau d’'Eau 
down to the educational building. 

Group VII., “ Agriculture,’ takes up the 
whole left end of the Champ de Mars just 
back of the electricity palace. The building 
is spacious and next to it is the famous 
des Fétes,”’ where the great con- 
certs and reunions will be held. 

Group VIIL, “ Horticulture,” is all con- 
tained in the horticultural building, situated 
upon the right bank of the Seine, easily 
reached from the Alma bridge from over the 
river, or the Avenue d’Antin, which runs 
from the Champs Elysées. The horticul- 
tural building is the only serious. building,

Group IX., “‘ Forest Productions,”’ is aa 
cated in the immense forestry building, sit- 
uated upon the left side of the Seine, running 
along the river. The d’Iena bridge leads 
directly to it. Nearly all the foreign nations 
have built individual annexes to the forestry 
buildings, in which they display national 
exhibits. 

Group X., “ Food,” is located in the other 
great square building forming the extreme 
right end of the Champ de Mars. Like the 
agricultural building, it is just back of the 
electricity palace, and forms one side of the 


** Salles des Fétes.”’ 

Group XI., ‘* Mines and Metallurgy,” oc- 
cupies the building upon the left of the 
Champ de Mars upon entering from-~ the 
d’Iena Bridge. It is opposite the buildings 
containing groups I. and II. 

Group XII., ‘‘ Decoration, Furniture, Habi- 
tations,’’ takes up a handsome building upon 
the left of the Esplanade des Invalides, upon 
the same side of the river as the Champ de 
Mars. The Esplanade des Invalides is 
reached directly from the Champs Elysées 
by entering the *“‘ Entrance of Honor” and 
walking straight across the now celebrated 
Alexander Bridge. 

Group XIII, ‘“‘ Threads, Tissues, and 
Clothes,” is located, in a palace which bears 
its name, upon the Champ de Mars. The 
palace extends from the Palace of Electricity 
down to the Mining Building, upon the left 
side of the Champ de Mars. It is directly 
opposite the Mining Bullding. 

Group XIV., ‘‘ Chemical Industry,”' is con- 
tained in the building devoted to it upon the 
right side of the Champ de Mars. It has the 
Electricity Palace back of it, the Chateau 
d’Eau upon one side and the Palace of Trans- 
portation in front of it. 

Group XV., Divers Industries,"’ occupies 
an artistic building upon the right of the 
Esplanade des Invalides, opposite the build- 
ing devoted to group XII. 

Group XVIL., “‘ Social Economy, Hygiene, 
and Public Assistance, oe all to be found in 
the ** Palace of Congresses,’’ upon the right 
side of the Seine, at the entrance to Pont 
Alma and close to the back of the large 
Champs Elysées Art Palace. 

Group XVII., ** Colonization,’’ takes up al- 
most the entire Trocadero section upon the 
right side of the Seine, reached from Avenue 
Alma, Avenue d’Iena, and a number of other 
avenues running from the Arch of Triumph 
to the Trocadero. 

Group XVIII., ‘‘ Armies upon Land and 
Sea,’’ occupies the magnificent Army and 
Navy Building upon the left side of the Seine, 
between the foreign ee and the 
Champ de Mars. 


PAVILIONS OF FOREIGN NATIONS,” 
These Structures Are Along the Left 
Bank of the Seine, Beginning at the Ine 
valides Bridge. 

HE foreign pavilions commence at the 
Invalides Bridge, upon the left bank 
of the Seine, and run along toward 
the Champ de Mars, in the following 
order: Italy, Turkey, United States, 

Austria, Herzegovina, Bosnia, Hungary, 

Great Britain, Belgium, Norway, Germany, 

Spain, Monaco, Sweden, Greece, Servia. 

Forming a double row behind these pavil- 

ions are other foreign’ buildings. They are 

those of Portugal, back of Austria, Peru, 

Persia, Luxembourg, Finland, Bulgaria, 

Roumania. Mexico is remarkably wel! sit- 

uated on the other side of the Alma Bridge, 

a fine site upon the Seine, just before the

ENTRANCES TO THE EXPOSITION. 
Various Portals Afford Easy Access to 
the Grounds—<Architecture and Orna- 
mentation of the Monumental! Entrance. 

HE monumental entrance of the ex- 
position, Place de la Concorde, is one 
of the most striking structures of 
the exposition. The construction is 
curious, and consists of three great 


arches joined by passing one under the 
other. _The vast entrance of the gate 
fronts upon the Place de la Concorde.

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a high minaret, the architecture ot which. 


is borrowed from that of three countries— 
Siam, Mexico, and India. Rene Binet, the 
architect, has not confined himself to one 
particular style of architecture or to one 
particular epoch. The entrance is cosmo- 
politan and fanciful. The wooden frame- 
work is covered with white staff. A feature 
of the minaret towers is a series of openings, 
forming the centers of flowers, in the white 
staff ornamentation. In each opening is an 
electric light. At night the effect of these 
myriads of lights is that of sparkling jewels. 

The frieze decorating the central opening 
is by Guillot, and represents the various 
classes of workmen who have produced the 
exposition. This frieze is two yards anda 
half high. 

A second frieze ornamenting the entrance 
is the work of Jouvé, and represents the 
typical animals of each part of the world. 
The inspiration of this frieze is Egyptian. 

The interior of the monumental entrance Is 
exceedingly curious. The arches forming 
the structure are interlaced into one vast 


-arched roof. The architectural style of this 


part of the monument is borrowed from the 
Gothic art. 

Above the principal entrance of the great 
gate is a remarkable statue, colossal in 
size, representing the City of Paris. The 
statue is 21 feet high and is a feminine figure 
—not the hackneyed, classic dame, but a. 
glorious modern woman dressed in modern 
style—the latést fashions in Paris—for the 
gown worn by “ Mme. Paris’ was designed 
by Paquin at the request of the sculptor, 
Moreau Vauthier, who asked the celebrated 
designer to originate a toilette suitable for 
“ Paris’ to wear upon her reception of the 
world. Paquin has, of course, borne in mind 
the exigencies of art and has fashioned the 
toilette to suit the occasion. 

*“ Paris”’ thus welcomes the world in a 
superb mantle of fur, opening over a Igose 
directoire front of a gown otherwise hidden 
by the mantle. 

The cojffure of this modern statue Is like 
the. gown, modern. In the hair is a ship, 
symbolic of the City of Paris, replacing the 
usual tiara. 

The gate contains thirty-six ticket offices, 
each of which can accommodate 7,000 visit- 
ors an hour, a total of 252,000 entries when all 
the ticket offices are in use. 

An entrance is reserved for state cortéges, 
called the ‘‘ Gate of the Echevins.”. It ig 
closed to the public by an ornamental grat- 
ing. decorated with the escutcheons of the 
different City Councils since the reign of 
Charles V.

Against International Law. 


Strictly speaking, it is not in accordance 
with the spirit of international law, for a 
neutral ruler to offer congratulations to a 
victorious belligerent. But while interna- 
tional law applies to the official actions of 
a monarch, and of his government, it has 
never put forward any pretensions to the 
control of his private family relations. The 
French never took it much amiss that 
Alexander II. of Russia should have signal- 
ized the successive surrenders of Metz, 
Strasburg, and Paris, as well as their disas- 
trous defaat of Sedan, by drinking. at the 
court dinners which happened to take place 
on the days when the news of these German 
victories were received, to old Emperor Wil- 
fam, at the same time giving expression to 
the most unbounded enthusiasm and satis- 
faction which these ‘glorious feats of 
arms” had aroused within his breast: The 
I’rench people had the good sense, when 
these manifestations of German sympathy 
then prevailing at the court of St. Peters- 
burg. were brought to their attention, to re- 
call that the old Kaiser was the favorite 
uncle of Alexander II., and that the rela- 
tion between the two were such as to induce 
the Czar to take a filial delight in the suc- 
cesses achieved by his mother’s brother. 

It was at one of these state dinners, by 
the by, that Alexander III., then only Czaro- 
vitch, created so great a sensation by de- 
clining to join his father in drinking to the 
toast in honor of the Germar victories, for 


his father with several weeks of arrest. 
This had the effect of still further increasing 
the antipathy of Alexander III. for every- 

{ thing German, and before he had been long 
on the throne he cut Russia adrift from her 
alliance with Germany and Austria—the 
three Emperors’ alliance as it was called— 
and initiated the steps which, under Nicho- 
las. have developed into the present alliance 
between Russia and France. 


Victor Emmanuel for France. 


During that same Franco-German war the 
sympathies of King Victor Emmanuel were 
altogether in favor of France, and it was 
only his Ministers, representing in this par- 
ticular instance the popular sentiment of the 
Ttalian .nation, who prevented him from 

‘hastening to the assistance of his former 
ally, Napoleon ITI. 

In fact, the burly old monarch made no se- 
cret as to the profound sorrow which the 
French defeats caused him, and when, some 
years after the war he visited Berlin as the 
guest of Emperor William, he took occasion 
at a state banquet to inform his host how he 
had felt about the German victories in the 
war of 1870. For, pointing at the Marquis 
Visconti Venosta—then, as now, Foreign 
Minister of Italy—and at the late Sig. Min- 
ghetti, at that time his Premier, he ex- 
claimed: ‘“ But for those two gentlemen I 
should have gone to war with you in 1870.” 

Victor Emmanuel then went on to explain 
how much he owed to Napoleon III. and the 
friendship which had existed between them, 
and declared that his personal feelings had 
prompted him to go to the help of one who 
was being overwhelmed with disaster, but 
who in the days of his power had done so 
much for Italy. The King wound up by de- 
claring that, the occasion being past, there 
was no reason why he should not be a sin- 
cere and faithful friend of Germany. 

Emperor William was not a little struck 
by the honest and manly statement of Vic- 
tor Emmanuel, and, shaking him warmly by 
the hand, exclaimed: “I thank your Maj- 
esty for your soldjer-like frankness,’’ which, 
it may be added, contributed far mere to 
strengthen the bonds of sympathy between 
the courts of Berlin and the Quirinal than 
could have been achieved by any diplomatic 
negotiations. 


Queen Victoria’s Attitude. 


Queen Victoria’s sympathies in that war 
were distinctly German, owing in a great 
measure to the fact that her favorite son-in- 
law, the then German Crown Prince, “ Unser 
Fritz,"’ was one of the victorious German 
commanders. The French have always felt 
a certain grudge against the Queen in this 
connection, which even at, this late day oc- 
casionally finds expression in discourteous 
and unkindly caricature. 
The Prince of Wales, on the other hand, is 
credited by the French with having differed 
from his royal mother in the matter, and 
with having championed their cause in the 
royal circle. At any rate, it must be admit- 
ted that no Prince of the’blood in Europe 
gsphowed so much delicate consideration for 
their feelings as the English heir apparent in 
connection with this historic struggle. He 
even allowed it to carry him to the length of 
pawning his watch.

WHERE MILL GRINDS SLOWLY. 


Two Deaths Result from a Land Trans- 
fer—In the Courts Twenty Years 
and the End Is Not Yet. . | 


‘You people think you have trouble in 
your courts,” said a California man to a 
Chicago lawyer, ‘‘ and you think it takesa 
long time to settle a case. But we can beat 
you. I know of one that just comes to me 
now that has been in our courts for twenty 
years, and although a murder and a Fynch- 
ing are mixed up in it, it is still hanging 
fire. 

‘‘Murdoch Nicholson was an illiterate 
wagonmaker in San Francisco. Matthew 
Tarpey was a wealthy landowner and 
rancher of Monterey. In 1872 Nicholson 
bought what he supposed was a tract of 703 
acres of land for $8,000. Tarpey made the 
deed. After the transaction Nicholson dis- 
covered that Tarpey had given a deed for 
only 299 acres. Nicholson demanded that 
the matter be made right, but Tarpey re- 
fused to make another deed. : 

‘* Nicholson sent to San Francisco for his 
wife and put her in a cabin on the land asa 
squatter, while he returned to San Fran- 
cisco to resume his business in order tomake, 
more money with which to prosecute Tarpey. 

“ While Nicholson was at work in his 
shop Tarpey visited Mrs. Nicholson and 
ordered her off the land. She refused. There 
was a quarrel. Mrs. Nicholson was shot and 
killed by Tarpey. There was but one wit- 
ness to the murder.

As ‘he did 
so the hired man raised his gun to fire, and 
Tarpey shot in self-defense. At that mo-

UNCLE SAM'S | 
CONFESSIONAL 


Treasury Has a Department 


for Receiving ‘Con- 
science Money.’ 


ONE PAYS IN $14,225. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., March 9.—Few 

people are aware of the fact that 

Uncle Sam conducts here at his 

capital a public, non-sectarian con- 

fessional for those who have robbed 

him at various times, but who later have 

grown penitent. Thisinteresting institution 

is a branch of the Treasury department. It 

is one of fast growing importance. Thou- 

sands of dollars are being received through 

it each year and deposited in the cavernous 

vaults of the Treasury Building. The man 

who has active charge of the booking of this 

unique revenue is Chief E. B. Daskam of the 

Division of Public Moneys. He places each 

item to the credit of what he calls the “* con- 
science fund.”’ 

The largest item he has yet received came 
The United States 
Consul General in that city transmitted a 
draft for $14,225, paid to him in English 
money by the Rev. Plebendary Barff, Vicar 
of St. Giles Church, Cripplegate, London. 
The sum was intrusted to the latter by a 
person declining to disclose his identity, but 
who intimated that he had come into its pos- 
session by defrauding this government. It 
was somewhat coincidental that shortly 
after this deposit another penitent sinner 
sent to the Treasury one cent, the smallest 
item ever received. 

As in all such cases, the officials made no 
attempt to trace the name or whereabouts 
of the person who transmitted the larger 
It has become one of the traditions 
of the office that no prosecutions will be 
made in such cases and that “‘ no questions 
asked "’ shall remain its policy. Moreover, 
the names of depositors are never disclosed, 


even when given, which happens rarely. 


+ Some Send Amusing Letters, 

Some amusing letters have accompanied 
recent deposits of this class, A Chicago 
man writes: ‘“* Some years ago I took ™ 
small apple tree from the government 
orchard at Fort Sheridan, and wishing to 
make compensation for same I inclose one 
dollar in stamps. Hoping this will be just, I 
remain yours, etc.”” No name was added. 

From Springfield, Mass., was received 
shortly afterward a single two-cent stamp 
wrapped in a scrap of paper, inscribed: 
* For the conscience fund.”’ 

A small sheet, with mourning border, 
reads: ‘‘Account of unpaid duties. Acknowl- 
edge receipt upon inclosed postal card.” 
Two hundred dollars was inclosed. 

Another letter says: ‘‘ Inclosed please find 
15 cents to be applied on conscience fund.” 
The sender was evidently a better Christian 
than financier. He inclosed eight two-cent 
and one one-cent stamps. 

Another individual, signing himself 
“Citizen,” transmits a draft for $500 and 
writes: ‘It is conscience money. I wish to 
return it to the government.”’ 

From Vanita, Ind., recently came an en- 
velope bearing conspicuous evidences of hav- 
ing had at least a dozen addresses written 
upon it in pencil and afterward erased. “I 
failed to pay a small tax. Inclosed you will 
find the amount,” was scrawled upon a 
rough slip of paper. One dollar and forty- 
eight cents was tucked inside. 

Secretary Gage recently was handed an 
envelope marked “ private.”” Tearing it 
open he found a smaller envelope bearing 
the two words “conscience money” and 
containing $200. The contributor hurried 
away before any further explanation could 
be asked. In similar manner the Secretary 
recently was handed an envelope containing 
$360, without other inclosures to state its

All of the ingenuity of a Pittsburger ap- 


pears to be concentrated in a transparent 
attempt to. disguise his identity by writing 
upon an inside envelope, bearing only 10 
cents, the following information: ‘“ For the 
conshuns fund.”” ** Konshhen,’’ the original 
spelling of the third word, is stricken out in 
favor of the former. . 

A Washingtonian who sends $5 adds the 
worst attempt at disguise yet employed. 
Upon a rough sheet enfolding his money he 
writes: ‘‘ To the choinshons fund.”’ 

Some months ago there was received from 
some unknown locality a small scrap of 
pasteboard. having a round hole cut in its 
center. A nickel placed in the opening was 
held secure by a piece of manila paper pasted 
over. each side of the board. Upon one of 
these plasters was crudely written in pencil: 
**‘ Here is five cents I cheated the govern- 
ment out of.’’ A name, evidently ficti- 
tious, is signed at the bottom. 

Under the indistinct postmark of. some 
New York village an anonymous correspond- 
ent writes: ‘‘ The inclosed money belongs 
to the Treasury, so please give it to Uncle 
Samuel and oblige H."’ Thirty-two dollars 
was the amount. 

Twenty cents was received from an indi- 
vidual of ‘‘ Oldtown,’’ the State not being 
given on postmark. A scrap inside bears 
the following intelligence: “‘To replace 
stamps that had been canceled poorly and 
were used a second time. From one who 
wishes to be right with God.”’ 

A Kansan, burning under. a simflar sin, 
transmits five cents in return for using a 
}canceled stamp. He signs himself: “ One 
who wishes to live a Christian life.’’ 

From Danbury, Conn., comes a two-cent 
stamp ‘“‘ for having sent a letter in a pack- 
age once without knowing I was doing 
wrong.”’ 

** Years ago,’’ repents another sinner, “I 
misrepresented the contents of a package I 
sent by mail.’’ He sends 20 cents and signs 
himself: 
anybody.” 


One Dollar for a Loaf of Bread. 


An anonymous writer from New Water- 
ford, O., makes this remarkable confession: 
“While in the army in 1863, at one time 
when there was bread being distributed, I 
managed to get two loaves when I suppose it 
was intended for each person to have only 
one, therefore in order to satisfy a reproving 
conscience I remit $1, which I suppose will 
cover the amount with compound interest, 
which please drop in the Treasury.” 

Three thousand dollars is accompanied by 
the following note, lately postmarked New 
York City: ‘* The inclosed belongs to the 
United States Treasury. Conscience de- 
mands its return. God knows the name and 
the sin.”’ 

“One of Uncle Sam’s Boys” writes from 
South Haven, Mich.: “ Inclosed find $75 
to gointothe warfund. During the rebellion 
a soldier was paid two months’ extra pay by 
mistake, and he now wishes to return the 
same with interest.’’ 

With similar sentiment, a Washingtonian 
recently wrote: ‘‘ Through an error of the 
head and not of the heart in the settle nt 
of a claim some time since I received $1 more 
than I was entitled to, and as I desire to live 
honest with all people I inclose the above 
stated amount.”’
